PREFACE 


The  present  Catalogue  of  the  Roxbury  Branch  of  the  Public  Library  of  Boston 
has  some  distinctive  features,  which  are  introduced  because  of  the  success  attending 
the  employment  of  them  in  the  printed  catalogues  of  the  popular  department  of  the 
Central  Library.  These  consist  of  helps  to  readers  by  descriptive  interpolations  in 
connection  with  titles ;  and  by  notes  for  longer  elucidations,  where  it  seemed  desir- 
able to  guide  to  more  or  less  extended  study  of  subjects.  Similar  notes  were  first 
employed  in  1873  in  the  Catalogue  of  History,  Biography,  and  Travel,  which  per- 
tained chiefly  to  the  collection  in  the  Lower  Hall  in  Boylston  street,  and  they  pro- 
duced marked  good  effects  on  the  character  of  the  booKs  read  from  that  collection. 
These  features  were  copied  in  part  in  the  catalogues  of  a  few  of  the  small  libraries 
in  Massachusetts  ;  but  nowhere  was  this  principle  so  well  carried  out  as  in  the  Cata- 
logue of  the  Public  Library  of  Quincy,  issued  in  1875,  and  it  is  understood  that  the 
excellent  development  of  the  notes  in  that  catalogue  was  largely  due  to  the  labors  of 
the  President  of  the  Trustees  of  that  library,  Mr.  Charles  Francis  Adams,  jr.  Li 
the  analysis  of  books  and  in  references  to  magazine  and  review  articles,  somewhat 
similar  work  is  now  going  forward,  to  a  large  extent,  in  the  new  Catalogue  of  the 
Brooklyn  Mercantile  Library;  and  by  the  favor  of  the  librarian,  Mr.  S.  B.  Noyes, 
the  sheets,  so  far  as  printed,  have  been  put  to  service  as  a  check-list  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  notes  in  this  Catalogue.  A  like  use  has  been  made  of  the  Quincy  Cata- 
logue, though  the  chief  dependence  has  been  upon  the  Lower  Hall  Catalogue,  already 
named,  and  upon  the  additions  which  have  been  made  to  it,  in  anticipation  of  a  new 
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edition.  The  accuracy  of  the  work  is  largely  due  to  the  supervision  of  the  Library 
proof-reader,  Mr.  William  H.  Foster,  and  to  the  careful  attention  of  the  proof-reader 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Printers. 

As  a  list  of  books,  the  present  Catalogue  has  acquired  something  like  rounded  pro- 
portions through  the  favor  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fellowes  Athenaeum,  who  have 
freely  purchased  the  necessary  books  to  fill  in  the  gaps  which  the  final  revision 
disclosed.  As  this  work  of  expansion  has  gone  on  with  the  progress  of  the  Cata- 
logue through  the  press,  it  has  occasioned  the  considerable  list  of  addenda,  and  has 
caused  the  mention  of  some  titles,  without  shelf-numbers,  in  the  notes,  when  the 
orders  for  them  were  not  answered  in  sufficient  season  to  make  the  record  of  their 
accession  complete.  Some  of  these  titles  will  be  found  in  the  addenda ;  others  of 
the  books  are  not  yet  received.

Baker's  Ismailia  chronicles  one  of  the  most  important  ex- 
peditions of  our  day.  Tlie  books  by  Livingstone  are  among 
tlie  most  significant.  Schweinfurth  was  a  German  naturalist, 
■who  made  noteworthy  investigations,  and  his  narrative  is 
epitomized  in  Harper's  monthly.  May,  1874,  and  in  connec- 
tiou  with  Ismailia  in  the  Edinburgh  review,  1875.  Cumming 
was  simply  a  sportsman.  Du  Cliaillu's  testimony,  thougli 
suspected  of  sensationalism,  has  not  been  successfully  called 
in  question.  Bayard  Taylor's  books  are  popular  narratives. 
Verne's  are  a  coiiipound  of  burlesque  and  fiction.

religious  views  and  mythological  beliefs  of  these  earlier  in- 
habitants. For  the  Spanish  conquest,  the  work  of  theEng- 
lish  historian  Robertson  is  a  well  sustained  narrative;  but 
the  American  reader  will  naturally  prefer  the  later  researches 
of  Prescott,  in  the  works  already  referred  to;  while  Ilelps's 
Spanish  conquest  covers  much  the  same  ground,  and  aims  to 
show  in  connection  how  slavery  took  its  rise.

ern tributary,  the  Rio  Negro,  in  their  '•  Life  aud  nature  under 
the  tropics.' 

The  more  important  English  travellers  of  late  have  been 
Wallace  on  the  Amazon,  1852,  and  his  companion.  Bates,  who 
after  a  nmch  longer  sojourn,  puhlished,  in  181>o,  his  excellent 
Naturalist  <m  the  Amazons  [.iSio  2]. 

The  most  popular  comprenensive  book  on  Brazil  is  perhaps 
that  by  Fletcher  and  Kidder,  both  prytestant  missionaries. 
Codman's  book  is  of  use  chieBy  upon  the  commercial  charac- 
ter of  the  country,  and  disagrees  witii  the  conclusions  of 
Fletcher  and  Kidder.

Cyclopaedia.  The  lead  in  refutation  was  taken  by  Neander, 
whose  life  is  a  grouping  by  events  historically  similar.  At  a 
later  day,  Renan,  placing  more  reliance  than  Strauss  on  the 
historic  proofs,  gave  rise  to  what  is  called  the  "  legendary  by-  ' 
pothesis,"  and  has  been  chiefly  combated  by  Pressens6.  Prof. 
Seeley's  "  Ecce  Homo  "  presents  a  striking  view  of  Christ  as 
the  great  inspirer  of  "  the  enthusiasm  of  humanity,"  tlie  sub- 
ject of  "  Christ  as  the  creator  of  modern  theology  and  reli- 
gion "  being  reserved  for  another  volume,  not  yet  published. 
The  object  of  "  Ecce  Deus,"  by  Dr.  Joseph  Parker,  is  to 
supplement,  and  in  part  to  controvert,  the  views  presented  in 
"  Ecce  Homo."  The  views  of  Dr.  Furness,  while  he  admits 
the  essential  authenticity  of  the  gospels,  are  peculiarly  natu- 
ralistic, and  somewhat  in  sympathy  with  Dr.  Schenkel'g. 
Beecher's  Life,  which  is  not  yet  completed,  is  evangelical 
with  broad  sympathies.

Note.  —  The  opinion  held  by  Hume  that  Cromwell  was  a 
"  fanatical  hypocrite,"  was  conimoi.ly  accepted  by  the  biogra- 
phers of  the  last  century.  Soutliey's  brief  meinoir  arrives  at 
the  conclusion  that  Cromwell  was  penitent  for  his  career. 
Kussell's  is  a  popular  balancing  of  testimonies.  Forster,  in 
his  lives  of  tlie  statesmen,  advanced  a  belief  in  CromweH's 
essential  hypocrisy,  without  indiscriminate  denunciation  of 
him:  but  in  iiis  later  essaj' he  sumewhat  changed  his  views 
in  favor  of  a  higher  estimate.  Carlyle's  book  introduces 
"  elucidations,"  in  which  the  author  takfs  the  decided  ground 
of  a  champion;  and  his  position  has  greatly  inlluenced  tlie 
more  recent  opinions.  See  also  Carlyle's  "  Heroes  and  heio- 
worship"  [l.'")a5.19].  Lamartiiie  has  embraced  this  belief  in 
Cromwell's  sincerity.  Merle  d'Aubigne  has  vindicated  him. 
Guizot,  while  admiiing  his  genius  and  sympathizing  with  liis 
courage,  does  not  wholly  accept  the  sincerity  theory.  Gold- 
win  Smith's  lecture  views  liiin  simply  as  a  ruler.

Note.  —  Joan  of  Arc  has  been  the  subject  of  a  large  number 
of  books,  and  those  publislied  before  1847  are  enumerated  in 
Barthelemy  de  Beauregard's  life  of  her,  which  is  a  standard 
life.

Note.  —  In  an  historical  introduction  to  his  Origin  of  spe- 
cies, Darwin,  in  tracing  the  history  of  opinion  on  this  subject, 
names  thirty-four  authors,  who,  pievious  to  the  publication  of 
his  book  in  1859,  had  expressed  views  tending  to  prepare  the 
way  for  his  theory  of  natural  selection,  of  which  the  book 
that  most  popularly  affected  contemporary  views  was  probably 
the  "  Vestiges  of  creation  "[1515.17]  of  an  anonymous  writer, 
which  in  Darwin's  opinion  removed  prejudices,  and  prepared 
the  way  for  the  reception  of  analogous  views.  Tvndall  epito- 
mized the  history  of  the  idea  in  Nature,  1874,  which  was  re- 
printed in  no.  1581  of  Living  age.  During  the  ten  years  sub- 
sequent to  Darwin's  promulgation  of  his  theory,  the  change 
from  a  disbelief  in  it  to  a  championship  of  it,  is,  according  to 
Huxley,  well  shown  in  articles  that  appeared  in  the  Quarterly 
review  in  July,  1860,  and  July,  1871.  Wallace  is  allowed  to 
have  reached  Darwin's  conclusions  independently;  but  the 
latter  had  the  priority  of  publication ;  but  Wallace's  assist- 
ance in  support  of  Darwin  has  been  rendered  in  the  Quarterly 
journal  of  science,  Oct.,  18()7,  and  also  in  his  Contributions  to 
the  theory  of  natural  selection  [6(516.4;  («.!(».l].  published  as  a 
book.  Of  the  older  scientists,  most  held  to  conservative 
views,  but  the  most  remarkable  change  was  in  the  case  of 
Sir  Charles  Lyell,  in  the  10th  and  subsequent  editions  of  hia 
»'  Principles  of  geology  "  [66:11.7].  Agassiz  was  not  ready  to 
accept  the  theory,  and  his  views  would  have  been  fully  ex- 
plained had  he  lived  to  complete  the  series  of  articles  in  the 
Atlantic  monthly,  which  was  begun  in  Jan.,  1874.  John 
Fiske  combatted  Agassiz's  views,  in  the  Noith  American  re- 
view, Oct.,  1873;  but  see  also  Fiske's  "Cosmic  philosophy" 
[5824.2].  ,       , 

The  success  of  his  first  announcement  of  the  theory  led 
Darwin  to  publish,  in  his  lifetime,  what  he  had  intended  for  a 
posthumous  work,  as  his  fears  had  been  that  a  too  early  appli- 
cation of  his  belief  in  detail  to  the  c^uestion  of  the  origin  and 
descent  of  man  would  incite  prejudices  against  the  question 
in  its  purely  scientific  bearing.  His  "  Descent  of  man  "  was 
consequently  a  logical  outgo  of  the  theory,  and  to  answer  the 
physiological  objection  that  man  has  certain  nruscles  not  in 
the  brute,  given  him  to  express  his  emotions,  thus  interring  a 
different  origin,  he  was  led  to  his  other  work  named  above  oa 
that  subject.  Darwin  acknowledges  that  had  he  known  the 
work  of  the  German  naturalist,  Haeckel,  "  Naturliche  Schop- 
fungsgeschichte,"  of  which  there  is  an  English  rendering,  His- 
tory of  creation  [()6I5.5],  to  have  been  iu  progress,  there 
would  have  been  no  occasion  for  his  effort. 

Some  of  the  most  determined  opposition  to  Darwinism  has 
appeared  in  Mivart's  "  Genesis  of  sjjccies  "  |^1536..51,  which  is 
reviewed  in  the  North  American  review  [511(. 1.113].  Huxley 
took  up  Darwin's  defence,  in  the  Contemporary  review,  vol. 
18  (see  also  his  Lay  sermons,  etc.,  1922.1).  Mivart  answered 
Huxley  in  the  Contemporary  review,  vol.  19.

Jfoie.  —  Herodotus  pives  the  earliest  connected  account, 
edited  by  Rawlinson  [6112.2],  whose  edition  is  of  particular 
value.  Baldwin,  m  his  •' Pre-historic  nations"  [824.7],  gives  a 
popular  summary  of  what  is  known  of  the  time  before  Menes. 
Sir  Gardner  Wilkinsons  books  are  of  the  highest  authority, 
and  his  ''Popular  account"  is  sufficiently  elaborate  for  the 
general  reader.  His  bo(jk  on  Thebes  and  Egj-pt,  1835.  was 
afterwardsthebasisofMurray's Handbook, which  is,  perhaps, 
the  most  convenient  manual  of  all  for  Ejiyptian  history, 
topography,  manners,  etc  ,  ancient  and  modern.  His  elabo- 
rated summary.  "  Manners  and  customs,"  is  to  be  found  in 
Bales  Hall.  See  Pliilip  Smitli's  •'  History  of  the  world  " ;  Grote's 
•'  Histoiy  of  Greece '  [o926.1.3.  ch.  20]!  Bunsen  and  Lepsius 
have  inde|)endently  worked  out  the  chronology  of  ancient 
Egypt,  and  Bunsen  has  drawn  out  opposition  to  such  views  as 
are  antagonistic  to  the  old  opinions  regarding  biblical 
chronology.  Bunsen's  chronological  system  is  explained  in 
the  Christian  examiner,  Nov.,  IX'u,  wiiere  his  adverse  re- 
viewers of  the  Journal  of  sacred  literature,  Oct.,  Ig59.  of  the 
Dublin  review,  Feb..  18(10,  of  the  Quarterly  review,  185!»,  and 
of  Smiths  Bible  dictionary  [B2.1:]  are  considered.  Canon 
Cook,  in  the  Speaker's  commentary  [in  Central  Library],  has

an  essay  on  the  bearing  of  Egyptian  history  on  the  Penta- 
teuch.

Draper,  in  his  "Intellectual  development  of  Europe  "  [.5<J2I.2], 
traces  the  elfects  of  Egyptian  civilization.  Lepsius  had  the 
advantage  of  the  support  of  the  Prussian  government  in  pur- 
suing his  arehaiological  researches,  ]842-4<>.  His  I^etters  are 
popular.  The  advanced  student  can  find  in  the  Central  Library 
Lepsius's  splendid  results  in  his  "  Chronologic  " ;  in  his  "  Dcnk- 
maler";  and  in  his  "  K6nigsbiich;  "  and  can  also  consult  the 
Bates  Hall  catalogues  for  the  Important  results  of  the  expedi- 
tion authorized  by  Napoleon  [see  Lanfrey's  Napoleon  K22  1.1, 
ch.  x],  and  for  the  works  of  the  Cliampollioiis,  Leibnitz.  Bel- 
zoni,  Heeren,  and  others;  and  the  recent  works  on  the  great 

Eyramid  by  John  Taylor,  who  aims  to  establish  a  connection 
otween  the  dimensions  and  a  universal  system  of  meusures; 
and  of  Piozzi  Smyth,  who  throws  light  on  the  ancient  Egyptian 
learning,  etc..  taking  views  against  Bunsen  on  the  chronol- 
ogy; and  indulging  in  some  fanciful  theories.  For  popular 
accounts  of  the  pyramids,  see  chapters  in  many  of  the  above 
books,  and  also  in  Warburton's  "  Crescent  and  cross"  [317.8], 
etc. 

The  general  subject  ct  Egyptian  art  will  be  found  treated  In 
comprehensive  treatises  on  the  history  of  architecture,  paint- 
ing, sculpture,  etc.  (vvhich  see);  in  Winckelmann  [0211.1]; 
and  in  Wornum's  "Epochs  of  painting"  [(i213..3]. 

On  the  modern  Egyptians,  Lane  is  the  best  authority ;  and 
for  other  editions  of  some  of  the  above  travels  and  descrip- 
tions, and  for  many  others,  see  the  Bates  Hall  catalogues.

JVo^e.  — An  elaborate  general  histoij  of  English  literature 
has  not  been  written  in  English ;  but  Taine,  in  pursuance  of  a 
theory  of  climatic  and  ethnological  influences,  has  written  a 
brilliant  '•  History  of  English  literature  "  [5613.1],  which  may 
not,  however,  always  command  assent  from  English  readers. 
It  has  been  abridged  in  English  by  Fiske  [5614.7].  Morley's 
"  English  writers  "  is  a  work  to  be  referred  to.  Craik's  studies 
in  this  field  have  been  of  importance.  His  first  work,  "Sketches 
of  the  history  of  literature  and  learning,"  was  the  basis  of  his 
contributions  to  the  chapters  on  the  literature  in  the  "  Pictorial 
history  of  England,"  and  was  again  enlarged  into  his  "  Com- 
pendious history,"  which  may  rank  as  the  best  native  general 
history  of  the  literature  since  tlie  Norman  conquest,  and  it  is 
accompanied  by  specimens.  Chambers's  "  Cyclopaedia  of 
English  literature  "  is  a  very  good  selection  of  extracts,  with 
sufficient  commentary  for  the  ordinary  reader,  but  is  very 
meagre  for  recent  times.  Underwood's  is  of  similar  charac- 
ter but  less  extensive.  F.  I).  Maurice,  in  his  "  Friendship  of 
books"  [613(i.8],  aptly  characterizes  the  chief  English  writers 
down  to  Cowper. 

Of  the  briefer  compendious  manuals.  —  Spalding  is  compact ; 
T.Arnold  is  judicious;  C.  D.  Yonge's  "Three  centuries  of 
English  literature"  gives  extracts  from  the  principal  writers 
of  each  age,  but  is  considered  inexact;  and  Tauchnitz  s 
"  Five  centuries"  is  a  series  of  selections  from  eight  principal 
writers  from  Wyclift'e  to  Gray.  The  introduction  to  Allibone 
gives  a  summary  of  the  earliest  literature  with  a  tabular  state- 
ment of  the  writers  from  the  6th  to  the  19th  century.  Jeffrey 
briefly  summarizes,  in  his  review  of  Ford  in  his  "  Essays  " 
[5610.8],  the  changes  in  the  history  of  the  literature. 

Southey's  Cowper  [5H27.4]  sketches  the  English  poets  from 
Chaucer  down.  Eandor's  •'  Conversation  on  Southey  and 
Porson "  pertains  to  the  poets.  An  account  of  the  poets 
laureate  can  be  found  in  Disraeli's  "  Curiosities  of  literature  " 
[5tJ26.6].  and  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  1858. 

For  the  period  covered,  15th,  l6tli  and  17th  centuries,  the 
chapters  on  English  literature  in  Hallam's  "  Introduction  to 
the  literature  of  Europe"  [1531.2]  will  be  found  characteris- 
tically just  and  comprehensive;  and  Warton's  "  History  of 
English  poetry,"  for  its  period,  1 100-1600,  is  learned,  but  not 
engaging,  while  a  recent  editor,  W.  C.  Hazlitt,  has  much  im- 
proved it.  Wliipplti's  "Literature  of  the  age  of  Elizabeth" 
IS  the  work  of  an  acute  critic  and  popular  writer.  Masson,  in 
his  Milton  [5422  2],  surveys  the  field  duiing  the  time  preceding 
the  Commonwealth. 

For  the  Queen  Anne  period,  see  particularly  the  last  chap-' 
ter  of  Stanhope's  History  [5418.3],  and  the  lives  of  Swift, 
Addison,  Steele,  etc. 

For  the  first  half  of  this  century,  see  chapters  in  Alison's 
Europe,  1815-52  [5913.6].  There  are  many  biographies  neces- 
sary to  the  full  understanding  of  the  literature  of  tills  century 
in  connection  with  its  literary  society,  like  those  of  Scott, 
Byron.  Leigh  Hunt,  Southey,  Thomas  Moore,  Miss  .Mitford, 
Crabhe  Robinson.  Chorley,  Hood,  Landor,  Lamb,  Dickens, 
etc.  See  also  Broughams  "Men  of  letters  of  tJie  reign  of 
George  III "  [5014.4  2]. 

There  are  monojrraphs  on  the  novelists,  like  Scott  [5914.2] 
and  Forsyth  [613().l];  on  the  historians,  like  J.,awrence 
[1224.7];  on  the  comic  writers,  like  Hazlitt,  etc.  George 
MacDonald's  "England's  antiphon"  is  a  popular  sketch  of 
the  religious  poetry,  wiih  specimens. 

For  old  songs  and  ballads,  see  the  essay  to  Percy's  "Reli  lues" 
[1(>13.12],  and  Scott's  introduction  to  his  "  Border  minstrelsy." 

Johnson's  Lives  must  always  remain  a  noteworthy  book, 
though  given  to  the  recording  of  some  poets,  now  wholly  for- 
gotten ;  and  the  reader  must  always  make  allowance  for  his 
prejudices  regarding  Milton  and  Gray. 

Stedman's  "Victorian  poets "[1837  1]  is  a  marked  charac- 
terization of  the  poetic  representatives  of  our  day. 

See  also  Coppee's  "  English  literature  considered  as  an  in- 
terpreter of  English  history,"  and  the  chapters  on  literature  in 
Emerson's  "  English  traits"  [425.4]. 

The  sketches  in  Knight's  "Popular  history  of  England" 
[5413.1]  are  only  sufficient  to  illu.^trate  the  condition  of  the 
people;  but  in  the  appendix  to  vol.  V  there  is  a  chronological 
table  of  writers. 

For  the  English  literature  of  America,  see  United  States, 
literature,  note.  For  accounts  of  individual  writers,  both  Eng- 
lish and  American,  the  most  convenient  first  researches  can 
always  be  made  in  -Allibone's  "  Dictionary  of  authors;  "  the 
accounts  of  those  occurring  in  the  alphabet  before  the  letter  O 
are,  however,  brought  down  no  later  than  abimt  1858. 

For  the  history  of  the  drama,  so  far  as  it  may  have  been 
treated  independent  of  its  connection  with  the  geneial  litera- 
ture of  England,  the  fullest  narrative  down  to  the  death  of 
Queen  Anne  is  by  Ward. 

For  the  history  of  newspapers,  see  the  note  in  the  Bulletin  for 
Oct.,  1875,  p.  427.  The  growth  and  progress  of  magazine 
literature  is  touched  upon  in  Curwen's  "History  of  booksellers"

Ifote. —  Dr.  Doran's  book  is  much  the  best  comprehensive 
history  of  the  English  stage,  being  recent  and  entertaining. 
Genest  is  a  voknninous  record  down  to  18.'10  of  the  presenta- 
tions of  tlie  various  seasons  ontlie  metropolitan  and  provincial 
stages,  with  little  interest,  however,  to  the  general  reader.  In 
Percy's  "  Reliques  "  [1013.12]  will  be  found  an  essay  on  the  ori- 
gin of  the  stage;  and  a  paper  on  the  tirst  traj^edy  and  the  tirst 
comedy  is  given  in  Disraeli's  "  Amenities  of  literature " 
[1.533.13].  Warton's  "History  of  English  poetry"  also  covers  the 
earlier  period.  In  connection  with  the  lives  of  Shakespeare  by 
his  principal  editors  there  are  usual  histories  of  the  stage  pre- 
ceding and  during  his  time,  as  in  Knight,  White,  Iludson, 
*  etc.  See  also  the  biographies  of  Shakespeare,  Betterton,  Qtiin, 
Colley  Gibber,  Garrick,  Macklin,  Foote,  Siddons,  Kemble, 
Kean,  Young,  Cooke,  Mathews,  —  which  in  tliis  order  consti- 
tute of  themselves  a  consecutive  history  of  the  stage  to  nearly 
our  time.  Much  of  interest  apropos  of  the  stage  can  be  found 
for  their  respective  periods  in  the  lives  of  Dryden,  Pope,  Addi- 
son, Steele,  Sheridan,  Byron,  Scott,  Planche,  Dickens,  etc.

Note.  —  Evidences  of  prehistoric  man  in  Europe  are  traced 
in  Dawkins's  "  Cave  hunting  "  [6632.5],  but  see  further  in  tiie 
note  in  Bulletin,  vol.  II,  p.  298.  For  Europe  during  tlie  period 
of  the  Roman  sway,  histories  of  Rome,  Gaul,  etc.,  must  be 
consulted. 

Tlie  best  introduction  to  the  general  history  of  modern  Eu- 
rope is  Gibbon's  "Decline  and  fall  of  the  Roman  empire" 
[824.9],  which  may  be  followed  by  Hallam  on  the  Middle 
ages  [5916.1].  an  able  work,  written  in  an  enlightened  spirit. 
The  accounts  which  make  up  the  history  by  the  Misses 
Sewell  and  Yonge  cover  tiie  interval  from  the  11th  to  the  13th 
century.  For  the  14th  century,  Froissart  [5920.2]  fills  an  im- 
portant gap.  Guizot,  in  the  lltli  lecture  of  his  "  History  of  civi- 
lization "  [5924.8],  mak»s  it  tiie  marking  line  between  the  mid- 
dle ages  and  the  modern  time.  Kirk's  "  Charles  the  bold  " 
[5511.1]  embraces  mucii  of  the  15th  century.  For  the  period  of 
the  Reformation,  a  central  study  is  Robertson's  "  Charles  tlie 
fifth  "  [12i6.9],  wherein  his  "  Progress  of  society  "  from  the  fall 
of  the  Roman  empire  is  an  able  review.  See  also  under  "  Re- 
formation," '•  Luther,"  etc.  Fisher's  "  Reformation  "  [5813.7, 
appendix  2]  gives  a  list  of  authorities  on  the  general  iiistory 
of  this  period.  Motley's  histories  porae  in  here,  and  there  is 
a  paper  in  tlie  Quarterly  review,  1874,  on  his  tendency  to  put 
the  Netherlands  for  all  Europe.  Schillei's  clear  and  brilliant 
monograph  on  the  "Thity  years'  war"  [826.2]  will  partly 
bridge  tlie  gap  before  the  French  revolution  finally  embraced 
all  Europe.  Alison's  History  is  voluminous,  but  if  his  ultra 
conservative  views  are  understood,  it  ott'ers  the  best  English 
account;  and  he  did  not  add  to  his  reputation  by  his  continua- 
tion of  the  record  to  1852.  "Writers  like  Buckle  speak  scorn- 
fully of  Alison. 

Russell's  '*  Modern  Europe  "  is  a  concise  review,  written  in 
the  form  ai  letters,  addressed  by  a  nobleman  to  his  son.  of  the 
period  beginning  with  the  decline  of  the  Roman  empire  and 
closing  originally  in  1763;  but  it  has  been  continued  to  1837. 

Castelar's  papers  on  "The  republican  movement  in  Europe 
in  late  years    will  be  found  in  Harper's  magsizine,  vols.  45-50. 

The  "  Epochs  of  history  "  series  of  condensed  monographs 
on  salient  points  of  European  history  promises  to  be  when 
finished  a  valuable  aid  to  popular  study.  Smyth's  ••  Lectures 
on  modem  history  "  [5012.10;  5925.7]  is  a  useful  guide. 

Literary  history. 

The  beginnings  of  European  literature  are  traced  in  Gui- 
zot's  History  of  "civilization"  [5924.8]  and  in  Milnian's 
♦  "  Latin  Christianity  "  [5817.11]. 

There  is  notliing  better  for  the  period  it  covers  than  Hal- 
lam's  excellent  criticism  and  condensed  narrative  [1531.2], 
Longfellow,  who  was  assisted  by  Prof.  Felton  and  others, 
gives  a  brief  sketch  of  the  different  literatures,  followed  by  ac- 
counts of  the  poets  belonging  to  each,  with  citations.  The 
strength  of  Sismondi's  book  is  in  its  account  of  Italian  litera- 
ture, his  account  of  the  Spanish  literature  being  superseded 
by  Ticknor's  book  [5922.2]. 

Interestmg  accounts  of  literary  society  in  Europe  in  tliis 
century  are  Ibund  in  such  books  as  the  lives  of  Irving,  Prescott, 
and  Ticknor.    See  also  the  literatures  of  dittereut  coimtries.

General  and  comprehensive  works. 

The  latest  history,  and  for  the  general  reader  perhaps  the  best,  because  less  extensive,  though  still  elaborate,  is  Martin's,  for  the  period  previous  to 
the  first  revolution,  digesting  as  it  does  the  labors  of  Sismondi,  Guizot,  Thierry,  and  Barante.  It  has,  however,  been  only  in  part  translated  into  English, 
and  upon  it  is  based  "  The  students  France,"  above  named,  a  brief  compendious  account.  Crowe's,  covering  1465-179.5  [828.2],  is  a  concise  popular 
account.  Sir  James  Stephen's  Lectures  [5514.8]  are  of  high  repute,  and  De  Tocqueville  saj's  of  them  that  they  show  a  "  clear  comprehension  of  our  ideas, 
laws  and  habits."  The  chapters  on  French  history  in  Smyth's  "  Lectures  on  modern  history  "  [5012.10;  5925.7]  are  of  importance  to  the  general  reader  seek- 
ing to  know  the  character  of  the  books  to  be  read.  E.  A.  Freeman's  essay  on  "  The  Franks  and  the  Gauls  "  [5913.4]  is  a  rapid  survey  of  French  history 
from  the  earliest  times  to  our  day. 

The  ingenious,  brilliant,  poetic  Michelet,  though  without  method  and  regularity  in  his  eloquent  narrative,  by  combining  graphic  descriptions  with  a 
tone  of  philosophy,  and  by  praises  of  liberty  and  virtue,  and  as  the  adversary  of  the  Jesuits,  has  always  been  popular  in  France.  See  Flint,  "  Philosophy 
of  history"  [5921.7],  on  Michelet  and  the  democratic  school  of  historians.  Catholic  writers,  like  Bishop  Dupanloup,  regret  his  impiety,  and  think  he 
degenerates  into  pamphleteering.  There  is  an  English  translation  of  the  iirst  section  of  his  history,  covering  the  interval  to  A.  i).  1483  [811.7] ;  but  the 
reader  can  find  the  entire  sequence  in  French  in  the  Bates  Hall.    Michelet  is  reviewed  in  J.  S.  Mill's  Dissertations  [5824.4]  and  in  Alisons  Essays  [1531.7]. 

From  political  grounds  the  opposite  to  Michelet's,  Capeflgue  reviews  French  history  in  a  voluminous  series  of  works,  which  are  in  some  respects 
anomalous  and  eccentric.  lie  is  a  staunch  royaliit,  a  defender  of  the  papacy,  believes  the  reformation  an  impious  innovation,  but  he  has  great  research,  is 
brilliant  and  imaginative  in  style,  and,  where  not  influenced  by  political  views,  impartial.  He  constantly  takes  issue  with  Guizot,  Thierry,  Michelet, 
Thiers,  and  Mignet.    The  series  in  French  is  in  Bates  Hall,  but  they  have  not  been  translated  into  English. 

The  rise  of  the  modern  schools  of  French  historians,  which  add  a  purpose  beyond  mere  narrative,  and  have  sought  illustrations  beyond  battles  and 
the  life  of  courts,  is  largely  due  to  Augustin  Thierry's  "  Letters  on  the  history  of  France ;  "  and  he  illustrated  his  idea  in  his  monograph  on  the  history  of 
the  middle  class  (tiers  etat)  [5517.9]. 

The  highest  repute  acquired  by  a  French  historian  probably  belongs  to  Guizot,  for  his  "  History  of  civilization  from  the  fall  of  the  Roman  empire 
to  the  revolution  "  [5924.8].  With  a  dignified  style,  he  is  able  in  analysis,  in  generalization,  takes  great  range,  is  impartial,  and  of  protestant  views.  Gui- 
zot is  examined  in  Flint  [5921.7] ;  in  Alison's  Essays  [1531.7],  etc.  A  history  of  France,  which  Guizot  originally  prepared  for  youths,  and  which  he  lived 
only  to  bring  down  to  1789  [5510.2,  etc.],  may  be  considered  the  best  of  the  general  histories  for  popular  use.

Besides  Ctesar's  "  Commentaries  "  [6116.5],  see  Merivale's  "  Roman  empire  "  [5515.3,  vol.  1.  ch.  5] ;  the  "  History  of  Caesar  "  by  Napoleon  ut  [.')521.1] ; 
and  other  general  works  on  the  Roman  empire.    The  summary  in  Guizot's  France  [5510,2]  is  the  most  accessible  narrative  in  English. 

Merovingian  period,  A.  D.  428-752. 

The  picturesque  and  animated  work  of  Augustin  Thierry,  written  with  the  modern  appreciation  of  the  value  of  antiquarian  lore,  is  of  the  highest 
importance.    See  also  Montalembert's  "  Monks  of  the  West "  [5514.5], 

Chapter  38th  of  Gibbon  [824.9]  is  given  to  the  founding  of  the  French  monarchy.  The  important  battles  of  Chalons,  A.  r>.  451,  and  Tours,  A.D.  732, 
are  described  in  Creasy's  "  Decisive  battles  "  [824.6].    Hallam's  "  Middle  ages  "  [5916.1]  begins  A.  D.  486.    Guizot's  France  [5510.2]  aflfords  a  summary . 

Carlovingian  period.  A,  D.   752-987. 

Guizot's  19th  lecture  of  his  "  History  of  civilization  "  [5924.8],  concerns  the  transition  from  the  Merovingian  period;  lecture  20th  is  given  to  Char- 
lemagne, and  the  24th  to  the  dismemberment  of  his  empire.  Palgrave's  Normandy  begins  with  the  death  of  Charlemagne,  goes  to  Charles  the  simple 
in  vol.  1,  and  to  William  the  conqueror  in  vol.  3.  Hallam's  "  Middle  ages  "  [5916.1]  covers  this  period;  and  Guizot's  France  [5510.2]  may^be  consulted  for  a 
summary.  . 

On  Charlemagne,  beside  the  above  authorities,  see  the  history  of  him  by  G.  P..R.  James  [5528.9] ;  Milman's  "  Latin  Christianity  "  [5817.11.2];  Gibbon's 
Rome  [824.9,  chap.  49];  and  Bulfinch's  "  Legends  of  Charlemagne"  [824.2].

The  Capets,  A.  D.  987-1328. 

See  the  8th  chapter  of  Guizot's  "  History  of  civilization "  [5924.8]  for  an  excellent  account  of  the  crusades.  Guizot  considers  the  civilization  in 
France  to  begin  in  thi.s  period.  Michelet  [811.7]  and  Hallam's  "  Middle  ages  "  [6916,1]  should  be  consulted.  For  fiction  read  James's  "  Philip  Augustus  " 
[722.7];  £.£.  Hales  "In  His  name"  [732.28]  for  the  Waldenses;  and  Miss  Yonge's  "  Richard  the  fearless  "  [927.20]. 

House  of  Valois,  A.D.  1328-1589. 

Follow  first  the  general  histories  like  Guizot's  History  [5510.2]  and  his  "  Plistory  of  civilization  "  [5924.8];  and  Hallam's  "  Middle  ages  "  [5916.1] . 

Of  the  prominent  characters  of  this  period  Louis  IX,  or  Saint  Louis,  is  portrayed  in  Guizot's  "  Great  Christians  of  France"  [5937.6].  English  history 
mates  with  French  history  in  the  invasion  under  Edward  III  and  the  Black  prince;  and  of  the  battle  of  Cressy,  A.D.  1346,  there  is  an  account  in  Creasy's 
"  Decisive  battles  "  [824  6],  as  also  of  the  later  conflict,  A.D.  1356,  at  Poictiers.  There  is  a  life  of  the  Black  prince  by  James;  an  account  of  Edward  Ill's 
reign  by  Longman,  and  illustrative  matter  can  be  found  in  Strickland's  "  Queens  of  England"  [5416.4.2],  in  Froissart  [5920.2],  and  in  Miss  Yonge's 
"  Cameos  "  [826.12].  Under  Du  Gueselin  the  French  succeeded  in  driving  the  English  from  the  country,  A.  D.  Io70,  etc.,  and  the  accounts  in  the  general 
histories  may  be  supplemented  by  Dumas's  "  Knight  of  Mauleon."  For  the  Peasants'  revolt  in  1358,  see  James's  "  Jacquerie"  [722.5].  Of  Henry  v's 
victory  at  Agincourt,  A.  D.  1415,  the  English  as  well  as  French  histories  must  be  consulted,  and  illustrative  fiction  will  be  found  in  James's  "  Agincourt  " 
[327.12]  and  in  Miss  Yonges  "  Lances  of  Lynwood  "  [737.8].  Shakespeare's  plays  of  Henry  v  and  Henry  VI  come  in  collaterally,  and  carry  the  progress 
of  events  along  the  English  occupancy,  and  by  the  episode  of  Joan  of  Arc,  for  whom  see  the  note  under  Dare,  Jeanne.  Within  this  period  also  falls  James's 
"  Agnes  Sorel  "  [730. G].    The  conquest  and  loss  of  France  to  the  English  crown  is  followed  in  Gairduer's  "  Lanca.ster  and  York  "  [628.4]. 

The  reign  of  Louis  ^/extended  1461-8;^,  and  in  this  time  the  modern  kingdom  was  consolidated.  Michelet  is  translated  [811.7]  for  this  period,  and 
thereisasummary  in  Guizot's  last  history  [5510.2];  and  for  Louis's  relations  to  the  church  history,  see  Milnian's  "Latin  Christianity  "  [5817.11],  and  the 
references  in  McClintock  and  Strong's  Cyclopa;dia.  Also  see  Gurney's  "  Chapters  from  French  history  "  [5517.2] ;  and  illustrative  fiction  can  be  found  in 
Scott's  "  Quentin  Durward"  [324.2;  523.4];  and  in  "V^ictor  Hugo's  "  Hunchback  of  Notre-Dame"  [511.27;  2016.2]. 

Contemporary  with  Louis  was  Charles  the  hold,  duke  of  Burgundy,  and  his  relations  to  the  history  of  Louis's  reign  is  traced  in  Kirk's  "  Life  of  Charles 
the  bold "[5511.1].  Charles  figures  in  Scott's  "  Anne  of  Geierstein"  [324.1;  533.1];  in  Charles  Reade's  "  Cloister  and  hearth "  [316.24] ;  in  Scott's  "Quentin 
Durwaid  "[324.2;  523.4];  and  in  James's  "  Mary  of  Burgundy  "  [722.11]. 

See  also  Herz's  drama  of  "  King  Rene's  daughter  "  [Kilo.Li]  for  Provence  at  this  time. 

The  old  chronicler  Froissart  [5920.2]  covers  the  early  part,  1326-140O,  of  this  Valois  period. 

The  summary  on  Louis  All's  reign  in  Guizot's  France  [5510.2]  will  suffice  the  general  reader  before  passing  on  to  the  period  of  Francis  /,  whose 
life  and  court  are  described  by  Pardee  [1223.11];  a  summary  of  whose  reign  will  be  found  in  Guizot  [5510.2],  and  whose  relations  to  general  European 
politics  can  be  studied  in  Robertson's  "  Charles  V "  [1226.9].  The  famous  Field  of  the  cloth  of  gold  is  depicted  in  James's  "Damley"  [327.16];  and 
Ainsworth's  "  Constable  de  Bourbon  "  [322.21]  falls  within  his  time. 

The  historical  narratives  concerning  the  following  reigns  of  this  house  may  be  illustrated  by  James's  "Henry  of  Guise"  [722.12],  and  Yonge's 
«' Chaplet  of  pearls"  [318.4]  for  Henry  ll's  reign,  1547-.59.  Dumas's  "Margaret  of  Valois"  answers  for  Charles  XIl's  period,  1560-74.  Within  this  period 
falls  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew,  A.  D.  1572,  upon  which  there  is  a  special  monograph  by  White,  a  chapter  in  Elliot's  "  Old  court  life"  [329.4],  an  account 
in  Motley's  "  Dutch  republic  "  [8:^2.2],  and  an  "  apology  "  in  Disraeli's  "  Curiosities  of  literature  "  [5626.6].  There  is  much  variance  between  protestant  and 
catholic  historians  on  this  event,  and  Lingard  in  his  "  History  of  England"  [5417.8],  and  others  on  the  catholic  side,  hold  views  that  need  to  be  weighed 
•while  reading  their  opponents.    All  histories  of  the  reformation  and  of  the  Huguenots  necessarily  cover  this  and  other  events  of  this  contentious  period. 

For  Henry  Ill's  reign,  1574-89,  the  histories  may  be  paralleled  with  the  novelists,  Aiusworth  in  his  "Crichton"  [722.13] ;  James  in  his  "Henry  ot 
Guise  "  [722.12];  and  Dumas  in  his  "Chicot"  [718.8]  and  "  Forty-five  guardsmen"  [510.6]. 

The  manners  of  the  ICth  century  are  depicted  in  James's  "  Leonora  d'Orco  "  [730.5]  and  "  Corse  de  Leon  "  [5526.7] ;  in  Manning's  "  Madame  Palissy," 
and  in  Dumas's  "  Countess  of  Charny  "  [511.7]. 

Buckle,  in  his  8th  chapter  [54171],  traces  the  changes  in  French  intellect  from  this  time  to  the  age  of  Louis  XIV. 

The  Bourbons,  A.  D.   1589-1793. 

Henry  TV,  the  founder  of  the  line,  ruled  from  1589  to  1610;  and  a  full  note  on  the  literature  pertaining  to  him  and  his  reign  will  be  found  in  the  Bulletin 
for  July,  1875,  p.  369. 

There  is  a  regular  biography  by  James  [5525.12].  His  connection  with  Netherlandish  history  is  covered  in  Motley's  "  United  Netherlands  "  [5912.1] 
and  in  his  "  John  of  Barneveld  "  [5713.3].  See  also  Gurney's  "  Chapters  from  French  history  "  [5517.2].  The  wars  of  the  League  array  historians  by  their 
protestant  or  catholic  sympathies.  Guizot,  both  in  his  "  History  of  civilization  "  [5924.8]  and  in  his  "  History  "  [5510.2],  must  be  read  as  a  protestant, 
though  of  broad  sympathies.  See  also  the  Due  d'Aumale's  "Lives  of  the  Condes"  [5522.9];  Thierry's  "History  of  the  tiers  6tat "  [5517.9];  Smiles's 
"  Huguenots  "  [5514.1] ;  White's  "  Saint  Bartholomew ;  "  and  Elliot's  "  Old  court  life  "  [329.4]. 

Illustrative  fiction  can  be  found  in  James's  "  Henry  of  Guise  "  [722.12] ;  his  "  Gowrie  "  [730.8] ;  his  "  Rose  d'Albret "  [730.7] ;  Ainswoith's  "  Crichton  " 
[722.13] ;  and  for  poetic  treatment,  in  Macaulay's  ".Ballad  of  Ivry  "  [1614.17]. 

Louis  XIII,  —  1610-4.3.  —  The  most  accessible  full  account  is  the  section  of  Martin's  History  which  has  been  translated  into  English.  Buckle's  8th 
chapter  in  his  Civilization  [5417.1]  gives  a  clear  outline  of  the  progress  of  events.  The  first  chapter  of  James's  "  Reign  of  Louis  xiv "  [5526.5] 
summarizes  this  period,  and  note^the  chief  references  for  fuller  study.  James's  novel  of  "  Richelieu  "  gives  some  of  the  dramatic  aspects  of  the  time,  and 
their  rendering  in  this  novel  can  be  compared  with  Bulwer's  delineation  in  his  play  of  "  Richelieu  "  [1614.5],  and  De  Vigny's  working  up  of  the  same  period 
in  his  excellent  novel  "  Cinq-Mars  "  [5.37.21].    See  also  Dumas's  "  Three  guardsmen  "  [511.10],  where  the  siege  of  La  Rochelle  is  particularly  described. 

Louis  XIV,  —  1643-1715.  —  See  the  note  in  the  Catalogue  of  history,  etc.,  of  the  Lower  Hall,  p.  171,  and  p.  97  for  references  for  closer  study  than  the 
Branch  library  admits  of.  Martin's  "Age  of  Louis  xiv"  is  temperate  in  character  and  the  fullest  of  the  monographs.  The  English  reader  will  find  a 
good  survey  in  chapters  of  Russell's  Europe  [5913.3] ;  and  in  James's  "  Life  and  times  of  Louis  Xiv  "  [5526.5]  all  that  will  ordinarily  be  needed. 

For  his  military  success,  see  Due  d'Aumale's  "  Lives  of  the  Condes  "  [5522.9]. 

Voltaire  neglected  to  give  due  prominence  to  the  literary  influences  of  this  age;  but  the  English  reader  will  find  this  influence  amply  set  forth  by 
Hallam  [1531.2],  and  popularly  by  Astie.  See  also  the  lives  of  Pascal,  Corneille,  Racine,  Moliere,  Boileau,  La  Fontaine,  Fenelon,  etc.  Bungener's 
"  Preacher  and  the  king  "  [716.4]  has  a  slight  thread  of  fiction,  but  it  is  in  effect  a  treatise  on  Bourdaloue  and  the  other  sacred  orators  of  the  court. 
See  also  Farrer's  "  Bossuet  and  his  contemporaries"  [5526.14].  Buckle  [5417.1,  chap.  11]  contends  that  the  literary  reputation  of  this  reign  was  in  spite 
of  the  king,  not  because  of  him. 

Of  the  court  and  private  life  of  the  king,  Miss  Pardee's  book  [1233.11]  is  the  best  for  the  English  reader.  There  are  estimates  of  Louis  in  Buckle's 
11th  chapter  [5417.1]  and  in  Guizot's  14th  lecture  of  his  "  History  of  civilization  "  [5924.8].    See  also  J.  C.  Morrison,  in  the  Fortnightly  review,  1874. 

For  the  religious  aspects  of  the  reign,  and  tlie  results  of  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  see  Smiles's  "Huguenots"  [5514.1];  and  for 
illustrative  fiction,  James's  "  Huguenots  "  [722.10]  and  Mrs.  Manning's  "  Jacques  Bonneval "  [738.6].  The  catholic  historians  need,  however,  to  be  closely 
compared  with  the  protestant. 

Dumas  has  a  series  of  novels  covering  this  period,  —  "  The  three  guardsmen  "  [511.10] ;  "  Twenty  years  after  "  [511.31]  for  Mazarin,  etc. ;  "  Bragelonne  " 
[511.8],  for  Louis'  connection  with  the  revolution  in  England ;  "  The  iron  mask  "  [511.9] ;  and  "  Louise  la  Valliere  "  [511.12],  which  may  be  compared  with 
Bulwer's  play  of  the  same  name  [1614.5]. 

Louis  XV,— 1715-74. 

The  Count  de  Tocqueville,  in  1846,  complained  of  the  paucity  of  historical  treatises  upon  this  reign,  which  he  thought  of  so  much  interest  as  covering 
the  great  change  of  manners  and  ideas  that  led  to  the  French  revolution,  which  change  the  reader  will  also  find  portrayed  in  the  early  part  of  Carlyle's 
"  French  revolution"  [827.1].  Buckle's  12th  chapter  [5417.1]  is  on  the  preparation  for  the  revolution.  The  fullest  treatment  will  be  found  in  Martin's  "  De- 
cline of  tlie  monarchy."  An  article  by  De  Tocqueville  on  "France  before  the  revolution"  is  given  in  his  "Memoirs."  Carlyle's  "French  revolution" 
[827.1]  has  a  chapter  on  Louis  XV's  last  days. 

Illustrative  fiction  will  be  found  in  Dumas'  "Memoirs  of  a  physician"  [511.11];  in  James's  "  Ancient  regime"' [722.14];  in  White-Melville's  "Cerise" 
[321.10] ;  in  Ainsworth's  "  John  Law  "  [322.14],  for  the  financial  Mississippi  bubble ;  and  Bungener's  "  Priest  and  the  Huguenot "  [627.4]. 

See  Germany,  Seven  years' war,  for  France's  relatipn  to  European  history. 
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Louis  XVI,  — mi-Sd. 

The  histories  of  the  French  revolution  necessarily  begin  with  going  over  the  causes  of  the  revolution  as  developed  in  this  reign.  The  chapter  in  Sybel 
[5514.2]  is  valuable.  Carlyle  enumerates  them  in  a  characteristic  way  [838.10].  The  most  recent  showing  of  the  smouldering  fires  of  the  coming  revolution 
is  in  Taine's  "  Ancient  r6gime."  The  economic  conditions  as  portrayed  in  Young's  Travels,  one  of  the  best  authorities,  are  well  summarized  in  Alison's 
Europe  [5913.6.1].  Buckle  [5417.1]  is  erudite  and  suggestive.  Sec  also  Morley's  "  Rousseau  "  [5523.3]  and  his  "  Voltaire  "  [5523.2] ;  and  Marmontel's  Memoirs. 
See  further  in  tlie  note  under  Louis  XVI  in  the  Lower  Hall  Catalogue  of  history,  etc. 

Bancroft's  view  of  Louis  and  his  cabinet,  in  relation  to  the  American  revolution,  is  taken  in  his  "  United  States  "  [6012.3.7,  ch.  7,  and  8,  eh.  61]. 

Dumas  has  a  series  of  novels  illustrating  this  period,  —  "Memoirs  of  a  physician"  [511.11];  "The  queen's  necklace"  [511.6,  — see  also  Carlyle's 
Essays  on  "  The  diamond  necklace,"  and  "Count  Cagliostro  "] ;  "Six  years  later"  (taking  of  the  Bastile,  etc.)  [511.14];  "Countess  of  Charny"  [511.7]; 
*'  Andr6e  de  Taverney  '  [510.U],  to  the  deatli  of  Louis  xvi ;  and  "  The  conspirators  "  [718.7]. 

For  manners,  see  George  Sand's  "Mauprat"  [526.22]. 

The  French  revolution,  A.  D.   1789-99. 
Alison  [5913.6]  prefixes  a  list  of  authorities,  and  in  his  preface  characterizes  the  contemporary  records  and  journals.    President  White,  of  Cornell,  adds 
a  bibliographj'  with  characterizations  to  Morris's  condensed  history  of  the  revolution  [628.5]. 

Among  the  histories  of  considerable  extent,  the  latest  of  them,  that  of  Sybel  [5514.2],  which  covers  1789-95,  and  extends  the  survey  over  all  Europe,  is  on 
some  grounds  the  best  yet  written,  though  somewhat  heavy.  It  enjoys  great  reputation  in  Germany,  elucidates  particularly  the  German  policy  of  that 
period,  and  the  author  was  allowed  access  to  the  French,  Prussian,  and  Neapolitan  archives,  and  uses  material  never  before  brought  forward. 

Among  the  French  histories,  that  by  Thiers  [.5511.3]  is  a  complete,  highly-finished,  voluminous  plea  in  defence  of  the  revolution,  which  later  he  would 
hardly  have  made,  but  which  is  in  great  favor  with  the  liberals.  In  the  early  chapters,  however,  he  is  thought  to  be  given  to  a  loose  pamphleteering  spirit. 
Miguet  (like  Thiers,  of  the  fatalist  school)  believes  in  the  inevitable  evil  of  the  revolution,  and  his  book  [5517.4]  has  been  very  successful.  He  is  rapid  and 
concise  in  survey,  selects  few  but  apposite  details,  and  characterizes  with  precision.  He  also  has  since  somewhat  modified  his  views.  Michelet's  "  Historical 
view  "  has  been  translated  into  English  [5517.3],  but  it  is  considered  somewhat  one-sided. 

Bailly's  "  Mernoires  "  and  Madame  De  Stael's  work  on  the  revolution,  are  the  occasion  of  Jeffrey's  enunciation  of  the  average  views  of  the  English 
people  of  that  day,  in  his  Essays  [5610.8]. 

Of  the  English  histories,  Carlyle's  is  the  most  famous,  but  its  unquestioned  ability  is  much  marred  to  many  by  its  strained  melodramatic  effects  and 
jerky  succession  of  pictures.  In  his  essay  he  enumerates  the  chief  authorities  in  vogue  forty  years  ago,  for  an  understanding  of  this  period.  Alison  takes 
the  aristocratic  view  [5913.6]  ;  and  Scott's  toryism  was  clear  in  his  "  Life  of  Napoleon  "  [1221.5].  Burke  and  Mackintosh  took  respectively  the  conservative 
and  liberal  side  at  the  time.    Smyth's  Lectures  [5517.10]  are  in  good  repute.    See  also  Brougham's  Statesmen  [5614.4.3]. 

The  politics  and  philosophy  of  the  French  revolution  make  a  chapter  in  C.  K.  Adams's  "  Democracy  and  monarchy  in  France  "  [5515.4].  The  consti- 
tution of  1790-91  is  discussed  in  Sybel  [5514.2],  and  in  Burke's  "  Reflections  "  [56,34.L3;  5635.1.3]. 

Of  episodical  monographs,  Lamartine's  on  the  Girtmdists  [827.25]  is  probably  of  most  repute,  though  he  is  accused  of  inaccuracy  and  copies  the  ancients 
in  assigning  imaginary  speeches  to  the  actors ;  and  he  surprised  the  public  by  his  democratic  sympathies  and  laudatory  view. 

On  the  ifeiyn  0/ terror,  1792-94,  see  Alison's  Essay  [1531.7];  Bulwer's  [336.5.1];  Macaulay's  Essays  on  Barere  and  Mirabeau  [1238.13];  and  Carlyle's 
Essay  on  Mirabeau.    Mignet  and  Thiers  may  be  considered  the  principal  writers  on  the  side  of  the  revolution.    See  also  Lamartine's  Girondists  [827.25]. 
The  defeat  of  the  Pruseians  at  Valniy,  1792,  forms  one  of  Creasy's  "  Decisive  battles"  [824.6]. 
On  La  Vendue,  see  Fosteriana,  and  Jeffrey's  Essays  [5610.8]. 

On  the  4«se»i&Jy,  see  Thiers ;  Mackintosh's  Essays  ;  and  Sybel  [5514.2]  on  its  Communistic  tendencies  ;  Burke's  "  Reflections  "  is  a  commentary  on 
their  action. 

For  illustrative  fiction,  see  Bulwer's  "  Zanoni "  [336.6];  Dickens's  "Two  cities"  [338.20;  1824.14];  Victor  Hugo's  " Ninety-three "  [734.18] ;  Baring- 
Gould's  "Gabrielle  Andre"  [710.39];  Dumas's  "Love  and  liberty;"  Schwartz's  "Birth  and  education"  [531.6];  C.  Tucker's  "Lady  of  Provence;" 
Muehlbach's  "  Marie  Antoinette  "  [531.32] ;  Keddie's  "  Citoyenne  Jacqueline  "  [736.14] ;  Erckmann-Chatrian's  "  Madame  ThSrese  "  [524.4] ;  and  "  On  the 
edge  of  the  storm  "  [315.19]. 

Napoleonic  period,  A.  D.  1799-1814. 
The  consulate  extended  from  1799  to  1804,  when  the  empire  began. 

The  principal  English  writers  are  the  tory  Scott  [1221.5]  and  the  aristocratic  Alison  [5913.5;  5913.6].  Thiers,  for  his  "  Consulate  and  empire,"  holds 
the  very  highest  rank,  and  is  of  great  popularity.  His  views  are  modified  from  those  in  his  "  History  of  the  revolution ; "  but  he  is  accused  of  concealing  the 
emperor's  bad  traits.  Bishop  Dupanloup  thinks  that,  in  the  close  of  the  last  volume,  he  has  hit  what  will  be  the  abiding  estimate  of  Napoleon.  Since  the 
publication  of  Napoleon's  "  Correspondance  "  [see  account  in  Parton's  "  Topics  of  the  times,"  1935.3],  Lanfrey  [5522.1]  has  begun  the  publication  of  a  life 
of  Napoleon,  which  is  written  so  ably  and  with  such  new  developments,  that  it  has  taken  high  rank,  and  may  be  considered  as  representing  the  reaction 
from  Thiers.    Lanfrey  is  reviewed  in  A.  Hayward's  Essays  [5833.3.3].    Abbott's  Napoleon  [1021.1]  is  a  popular  and  highly  eulogistic  account. 

Of  the  military  histories,  Jomini  holds  the  highest  rank ;  though  for  a  special  monograph,  Col.  Napier's  "  History  of  the  war  in  the  peninsula  "  [5920.1] 
is  unsurpassed.  Tlie  military  history  of  this  period  is  told  critically  and  concisely  in  Hamley's  "  Operations  of  war."  See  a  full  note  on  the  Waterloo  cam- 
paign in  the  Bulletin  for  Oct.,  1875.    The  best  summary  of  all  is  perhaps  in  Hooper's  "  Waterloo  "  [5511.2].

of  France  in  1814  "  [913.23].  The  Waterloo  campaign  and  the  Hundred  days  offer  themselves  as  topics  to  Dumas,  incidentally,  in  his  "  Count  of  Monte- 
Cristo  "  [511.30] ;  to  Hugo,  in  his  "  Les  miserables  "  [710.19] ;  to  Lever,  in  his  "  Charles  O'Malley  "  [332.1 ;  516.13] ;  to  Thackeray,  in  his  "  Vanity  fair  "  [335.7 ; 
1820.1] ;  to  Erckmann-Chatrian,  in  their  "  Waterloo  "  [913.24] ;  and  Byron's  third  canto  of  his  "  Childe  Harold  "  [1614.12.2],  and  Scott's  "  Field  of  Water- 
loo," commemorate  the  defeat  of  Napoleon.

JVo«e.— Franklin's  Autobioptraphy  comes  down  only  to  1758, 
and  was  originally  printed  from  a  somewhat  imperfect  copy 
of  his  manuscript.  The  autobiography  in  this  form  has  been 
repeatedly  printed,  in  t)ie  most  authoritative  form  with 
Sparks's  continuation,  prefixed  to  his  edition  of  Franklin's 
Works,  to  be  found  in  the  Bates  Hall.  Mr.  Bigelow  a  few 
years  since  discovered  the  original  manuscript,  which  cor- 
rected some  parts  of  the  usual  copies,  and  added  a  few  sen- 
tences at  the  end,  and  in  his  edition  [101S.3]  has  added  the 
letters  of  authentication,  preserved  with  the  original  draft.

Gardiner's  "  Thirty  years'  war"  [628.2]  is  an  approved  sum- 
mary of  the  most  recent  German  authorities  on  the  history  of 
that  struggle  for  German  unity,  in  the  seventeenth  century, 
known  as  tlie  Thirty  years'  war  between  the  Protestant  and 
Catholic  forces  of  Europe,  1618-48.  A  still  more  condensed 
review,  without,  however,  the  advantage  of  the  latest  re- 
searches, will  be  found  in  Dr.  Smytli's  well-known  "  I.,ecture8 
on  modern  history  "  [5012.10;  5925.7];  and  genern,l  views  in 
connection  with  contemporary  European  history  will  be 
gained  from  the  more  comprehensive  histories  of  Europe, 
Germany,  Austria,  Prussia,  Sweden,  etc.  Schiller  is  un- 
favorable to  Wallenstein,  but  his  readable  monograph  has 
popularly  the  most  extended  reputation  of  any  on  the  war. 

Tne  causes  of  the  war  iiave  been  elaborately  traced  in  Mot- 
ley's "  John  of  Ba:neveld"  [5713.3].  See  Trench's  lecture  on 
Gustavus  Adolphus  in  Germany  [.5717.2];  J.  K.  Hosmer's 
paper  on  Eiitzen,  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  April,  1876,  and  the 
note  in  tlie  Bulletin,  vol.  II,  p.  277.

Prose.  This  department  has  been  specially  cultivated  in 
English  by  Carlyle  in  his  "  German  romance  [5725.2],  wiio 
gives  memoirs  of  the  writers,  and  reviews  of  their  works,  from 
Slusaus  to  Goethe.  Dr.  Hedge's  book  [5732.1]  gives  the  same 
treatment,  with  more  extensive  scojje. 

Poetry.  The  English  reader  will  consult  the  section  in 
Longfellow's  "  Poets  and  poetry  of  Europe  "  [5922.1],  and  the 
authorities  there  named.  Baskerville"s  book  [1G25.4]  is  an  an- 
thology, with  brief  memoranda,  with  German  and  English 
text. 

In  German,  Gervinus's  History  is  extremely  elaborated, 
marked  by  great  industry  and  patience,  but  it  has  not  been 
translated. 

Drama.  The  section  in  the  translation  of  Schlegel's  Lec- 
tures [6136.2]  is  the  best  brief  summary  in  English.  See 
Lady  Pollock,  on  the  German  and  French  drama,  in  the  Con- 
temporary review,  Feb.,  1873;  and  Carlyle,  on  German  play- 
wrights, in  his  Essays  [5610.7].

Note.—  Dr.  "William  Smith  considers  Grote's  contributions  to  historical  science  the  most  valuable  that  have  been  made  within  the  present  generation, 
and  Grote's  History,  notwithstanding  the  author's  tendency  to  theorizing,  is  commonly  esteemed  the  most  valuable  of  all  for  the  student,  and  except  for  ita 
voluminousness  for  the  ordinary  reader.  He  presents  the  early  legendary  history,  but  begins  to  write  in  the  modern  critical  spirit  when  he  reaches  B.  O.  776, 
and  continues  tlie  narrative  to  the  close  of  Alexander's  generation,  B.  C.  300.  Grote  undertook  his  work  to  correct  the  errors  of  Mitford,  and  to  counteract 
the  ettects  following  upon  Mitford's  illiberal  views  of  the  popular  institutions  of  the  Greeks,  which  were  also  controverted  in  Bulwer's  "Athens  "  [828.10], 
which  comes  down  only  to  B.  C.  429,  and  is  reviewed  from  Mitford's  stand-point  in  Alison's  Essays  [1531.7]. 

The  modern  critical  and  philosophical  manner  of  writing  history  has  thrown  somewhat  into  disrepute  the  heroic  and  exaggerating  method  of  Plutarch, 
many  of  whose  Lives  [5932.5]  trace  the  progress  of  Grecian  history  which  was  copied  by  Rollin  in  his  "  Ancient  history  "  [5913.1]. 

For  the  legendary  history,  see  Max  Muller's  "  Chips  "  [5G16.1];  and  the  manuals  mentioned  in  the  note  under  Mythology.  The  2d  chapter  of  Mure's 
"  Critical  history  "  [6113.5]  discusses  the  historic  value  of  the  mythical  legends. 

The  niostpo;jM/ar  of  the  German  histories  is  that  of  Curtius,  which  is  to  come  down  to  B.  C.  404,  but  it  is  not  yet  completed;  but  an  English  translation 
is  in  progress.  In  some  respects  he  is  more  learned  than  Grote.  Less  extensive  scope  will  be  found  in  Cox's  History  [5911.5],  and  still  less  in  Cox's  smaller 
work  [5916.3],  coming  down  to  the  death  of  Alexander  the  great,  and  in  Sewell's  "  First  history  "  [828.13].  Philip  Smith  gives  a  good  summarized  narrative 
in  his  "  History  of  the  world."  Important  episodes  with  their  bearing  on  the  sequence  of  events  are  given  in  Creasy's  "  Decisive  battles  "  [824.6].  Newman 
has  an  essay  on  the  striving  of  ancient  Greece  for  unity,  in  Fraser's  magazine,  1874.  Other  illustrative  matter  will  be  found  in  Freeman's  *'  Essays  "  [5913.4] 
and  in  his  "  History  of  federal  government "  [5921.11]. 

Those  who  wish  to  go  to  Herodotus  as  an  original  authority,  will  find  much  help  from  Rawlinson'a  notes  in  his  edition  [6112.2],  and  will  follow  it  with 
Lloyd's  "  Age  of  Pericles  "  [.5921.12],  before  going  on  to  a  later  period  with  Thucydides  [6115.8].  The  view  taken  by  Herodotus  of  Greek  history  is  contro- 
verted in  Plutarch's  "  Morals  "  [6113.1.4]. 

On  the  life  and  manners  of  the  ancient  Greeks,  Grote  is  still  the  best,  while  Becker's  Charicles,  though  a  novel,  embodies  the  critical  researches  of  Ger- 
man scholarship,  accompanied  with  illustrative  notes;  and  Barth61emy's  Anarcharsis  is  a  book  of  imaginary  travels  in  the  ripest  times  of  ancient  Greece. 
In  this  connection  the  books  above  named  by  Fustel  de  Coulanges,  Guhl  and  Koner,  and  Mahaffy  deserve  examination. 

On  the  mythology,  see  Clarke's  "  Ten  great  religions"  [1523.2] :  Max  Muller's  "  Chips  "  [5616.1.1  and  2] ;  an  article  on  the  relations  of  the  religion  of 
ancient  Greece  to  her  mythology,  in  the  North  American  review,  July,  1869;  and  Higginson's  essay  on  the  goddesses  [1915.2;  also  in  the  Atlantic  monthly, 
July,  1869].  See  a  chapter  in  Muller  on  religion.  See  De  Quincey  on  Pagan  oracles  in  his  "  Memorials  "  [182i.8],  and  an  examination  of  De  Quincey's  views 
on  the  religion  of  the  Greeks  in  the  Christian  examiner,  March,  1866.

Felton's  Lectures,  as  the  work  of  a  genial  writer  and  the  foremost  of  American  Greek  scholars,  and  as  embodying  personal  observations  of  travel,  are 
of  great  usefulness  to  the  general  reader.    Smith's  Dictionaries,  named  above,  embody  the  latest  erudition  and  are  of  great  excellence. 

Emerson  says,  "  An  excellent  popular  book  is  J.  A.  St.  John's  Ancient  Greece;  the  life  and  letters  of  Niebuhr,  even  more  than  his  lectures,  furnish 
leading  views.  The  secret  of  the  recent  histories  in  German  and  in  English  is  the  discovery,  owed  first  to  Wolff  and  later  to  Boeckh,  that  the  sincere  Greek 
history  of  that  period  nnist  be  drawn  from  Demosthenes,  especially  from  the  business  orations,  and  from  the  comic  poets." 

For  the  period  of  the  Trojan  war.  Homers  poem,  which  Gladstone  holds  to  be  substantial  fact,  and  has  illustrated  in  his  "  Juventus  mundi"  [1523.9], 
may  be  compared  with  Shakespeare's  treatment  in  Ids  "  Troilus  and  Cressida." 

History,  — middle  period. 

Gibbon's  Rome  [824.9]  may  be  consulted  for  the  '•  middle  period  "  of  Greek  history. 

On  the  war  for  independence  begun  in  1821,  beside  Howe,  see  Felton's  Lectures  and  Mr.  Everett's  elegant  essay  in  the  North  American  review  for 
October,  1823  [also  in  his  works],  and  Mr.  "Webster's  speech  in  congress  [in  liis  works,  5013.1]  for  the  recognition  of  Greek  independence. 
For  description  and  travel,  beside  the  books  named  above,  see  "W.  C.  Prime's  paper  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  17. 

Literature,  etc. 

For  the  general  history  of  Greek  literature,  the  English  reader  will  find  compendious  accounts  in  some  of  the  lectures  of  Felton's  Greece;  while  Grote's 
view  of  the  literature  is  as  valuable  as  his  history  is  in  other  sections.  And  similar  side  treatment  will  be  found  in  Curtius;  in  Bulwer's  "Athens "'  [828.10]; 
and  in  Lloyd's  "  Age  of  Pericles  "  [5921.12].  Mueller,  who  died  in  1840,  left  incomplete  what  promised  to  be  a  most  valuable  history,  but  it  has  been  con- 
tinued by  Donaldson  [6113.3].  The  work  of  Col.  Mure  [6113.5]  is,  however,  the  most  elaborate  monograph  in  English.  See  also  De  Quincey's  article  on 
"  style  "  in  his  "  Historical  and  critical  essays  "  [1825.3]. 
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On  the  lyrical  poetry,  see  Felton's  Lectures,  and  Grote  [6926.1.4].

Art. 

See  Dr.  Lodge's  translation  of  Winckelmann's  well-known  history  of  art  among  the  Greeks  [C211.1 ;  also  Atlantic  monthly,  April,  1873].  Taine's  book 
is  written  in  pursuance  of  his  favorite  theory  of  ethnological  and  climatic  influences.  Tiie  English  reader  will  find  the  history  of  Greek  art  treated  in  gen- 
eral histories  of  art,  of  sculpture,  and  of  painting;  and  special  chapters  in  the  books  already  referred  to,  by  Grote,  Fclton,  Lloyd,  etc.  See  also  Foster's

NOTE     OUST     HISTORY. 

Study  and  philosophy  of  history. 

The  purpose  of  Buckle's  elaborate  and  voluminous  introduction  to  his  "  History  of  civilization  "  [5417.1]  —  his  incomplete  history  not  going  beyond 
such  introduction  —  was  to  study  the  different  principles  of  action  among  nations,  in  those  countries  where  they  were  most  developed,  and  then  to  apply  the 
laws  of  them  to  English  history.  His  6th  chapter  follows  the  practice  of  historians  through  sixteen  centuries;  and  subsequently  he  traces  the  progress  of 
historical  writing  by  countries,  for  the  17th  and  18th  centuries.  Bunsen  has  traced  the  manifestations  of  "  God  in  history,"  and  this  same  theory  lies  at  the 
basis  of  the  labors  of  Niebuhr  and  Arnold.  The  peculiarly  modern  spirit  pervades  Goldwin  Smith's  paper  [Atlantic  monthly,  Jan.,  1870],  who  opposes 
the  views  of  Buckle  and  Comte ;  and  that  on  history  in  Macaulay's  Essays  [1918.4].  Carl  Bitter  has  unfolded  the  relations  of  physical  geography  to  the  his- 
tory of  races,  and  his  theory  has  been  illustrated  by  Guyot,  in  his  "  Earth  and  man  "  [1523.15].  See  also  Contemporary  review,  vol.  5.  Draper,  in  his  "  His- 
tory of  the  American  civil  war  "  [811.6],  devotes  a  large  portion  of  the  first  volume  to  illustrating  his  theory  of  the  dependence  of  events  upon  physiological 
causes,  arising  from  race  and  from  the  natural  conditions  of  the  southern  states.  Buckle's  [in  his  "  History  of  civilization,"  5417.1]  necessitarian  theory 
admits  more  that  ia  spiritual,  but  he  evolves  an  imperative  law  of  averages  to  regulate  and  preserve  the  character  of  events.  Froude[see  his  "  History  of  Eng- 
land"] seems  to  have  no  theory  beyond  the  wayward  forces  of  a  diversified  human  nature;  but  he  has  expressed  his  views  in  his  essays,  "  The  science  of 
history,"  and  "  Scientific  method  applied  to  history,"  in  his  "  Short  studies  "  [1914.5]. 

Guizot's  theory  is  examined  by  J.  Stuart  Mill,  in  his  Dissertations  [5824.4.2] ;  and  again  by  Alison  [Essays  on  Guizot  and  Michelet,  1531.7].  in  compari- 
son with  the  principles  of  other  historians,  from  the  time  of  Machiavel,  "  who  seems  first  to  have  formed  a  conception  of  the  philosophy  of  history." 
Prescott's  views  are  given  in  his  review  of  Irving's  Granada,  in  his  Essays  [1537.8;  5237.3].  .John  Fiske,  in  the  North  American  review,  July,  1869,  examines 
the  views  of  Draper  in  his  "  Intellectual  development  of  Europe  "  [5921.2]  and  of  Maine,  in  his  "  Ancient  law." 

Bishop  Dupanloup  gives  his  counsel  to  young  French  students  on  the  study  of  history.

•  Universal  history. 

Probably  the  best  general  history  of  the  world  is  Philip  Smith's,  which  will  satisfy  the  reader  of  this  day  by  embodying  the  latest  researches,  and  test- 
ing all  by  that  critical  spirit  which  separates  myth  from  fact.  He  claims,  also,  to  be  the  only  writer  in  English,  since  Raleigh,  who  has  traced  the  story  of 
Divine  providence  and  human  progress  conjointly.  The  German  work  of  Mueller  gained  a  good  reputation  in  ttie  early  part  of  this  century  by  a  method  that 
brought  events  together  by  their  affinities,  ratlier  than  in  tlie  order  of  occurrence.  The  Eiiglisii  work  of  Tytier  dates  about  the  same  time,  and  his  plan  wat 
to  select  the  successive  prominent  nations,  and  make  their  history  the  thread  of  a  general  narrative. 

Bryce's  "  Holy  Roman  empire"  [5814.19]  outlines  the  cause  of  civilized  history  from  the  time  of  the  Romans.  VioUet-le-Duc's  "  Annals  of  a  for- 
tress "  [6223.4],  under  the  guise  of  fiction,  traces  the  progress  of  military  history  during  successive  ages. 

Ancient  history. 

The  most  scholarly  English  edition  of  the  ancient  Herodotus  is  that  of  the  Rawlinsons  [6112.2].  J.  T.  Wheeler's  "  Life  and  travels  of  Herodotus,  an 
imaginary  biography  "  [0117.2],  is  a  good  book  for  the  general  reader.    See  Herodotus. 

Rollin's  day  of  usefulness  is  past,  the  science  of  historical  writing  having  advanced  beyond  him  [5913.1].  Rawlinson,  in  his  Manual,  coming  down  to 
the  fall  of  the  Western  empire,  has  embraced  modern  researcii  up  to  1809. 

George  Rawlinson's  "  Five  ancient  monarchies  "  [5922.3],  covering  Assyria,  Babylon,  Chaldaea,  Media,  and  Persia,  is  of  high  standing.  Later  vol- 
umes cover  Parthia  [5932.6]  and  the  Sassanian  empire  [.5923.11]. 

Baldwin's  "  Pre-historic  nations  "  [824.7]  traces  the  origin  of  the  Phoenicians,  Chaldaaaiis,  Egyptians,  etc.,  to  the  Cushites  of  Arabia. 

Lord's  "  Ancient  states  "  [815.83  follows  in  a  compendious  way  the  general  plan  of  Philip  Smith's  work,  and  is  intended  to  do  for  the  other  ancient 
nations  (Egypt,  Assyria,  Babylon.  Media,  Persia,  Asia  Minor,  and  Phoenicia)  what  is  usually  done  for  Greece  and  Rome.  Smith's  comes  down  to  Alexan- 
der's conquest,  and  avails  of  both  Rawlinson's  and  Opperts  researches  in  cuneiform  inscriptions. 

Plutarch's  Lives  [5932.5],  as  gathering  the  events  around  the  most  famous  personages,  presents  an  attractive  grouping  of  much  of  ancient  history.  F. 
D.  Maurice,  in  his  "  Friendship  of  books  "  [6136.8],  characterizes  the  chief  ancient  historians.

Modern  history. 

Dr.  Smyth's  Lectures  are  an  admirable  introduction  to  the  study  of  modern  history,  and  he  gives  critical  opinions  on  the  authors  to  be  read  upon  each 
period,  aiming  as  much  to  assist  as  to  inform  readers.  In  his  own  views  he  is  liberal  and  impartial,  and  Sparks,  who  edits  the  American  edition,  and  adds 
a  list  of  books  on  American  history,  praises  Smyth's  candor  in  the  lectures  devoted  to  the  American  revolution.  Dr.  Arnold's  book,  which  is  simply  intro- 
ductory to  the  study,  the  American  edition  of  which  is  edited  by  Henry  Reed,  consists  of  lectures  delivered  in  1842,  and  shows  the  author's  own  liberal  habits 
of  mind  and  Christian  impulses,  though  he  is  thought  to  be  somewhat  blind  to  the  merits  of  the  side  opposed  to  his  sympathies.  His  treatment  is  simple 
and  original.

Of  the  translations  named  above,  Chapman's  is  an  early  racy 
English  version,  with  an  heroic  swing  and  fitness  that  has 
given  it  great  celebrity,  which  is  well  commemorated  by 
Keats's  sonnet  in  his  poems.  Pope's  is  far  from  exact  or 
fiom  suiting  modern  notions  of  Homer's  grandeur,  but  it  is  of 
great  repute,  and  almost  becomes  an  origmal  poem  from  the 
infusion  of  Pope's  characteristics.  Bryant's  version  is  the 
latest  of  all  the  well-known  versions,  and  shows' the  quality 
of  his  rliythmical  skill. 

Collins's  outline  and  explanation  is  the  readiest  medium  for 
the  beginner  in  Homeric  studies  to  learn  the  proportions  and 
nature  of  the  subject.

Of  general  histories,  the  best  for  popular  use  is  Cusack's  "  Illustrated  history,"  of  which  "  The  patriots  history"  is  a  condensed  summary.  See 
Baldwin's  summary  [824.7]  for  pre-historic  times.  There  is  an  article  on  the  "  Ancient  Fenians  "  in  Scribner's  monthly,  vol.  1.  Montalembert's  "  Monks  of 
the  West"  [5514.6]  covers  the  era  of  Saint  Patrick  and  the  early  Cliristian  history.  Wright,  in  his  "  Middle  ages,"  has  a  chapter  on  the  Anglo-Norman 
conquest,  and  it  is  treated  of  in  the  2d  vol.  of  Thierry's  "  Norman  conquest "  [5417.2].  See  also  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  43.  There  is  an  account  of  ancient 
laws,  etc.,  in  Maine's  "  History  of  institutions  "  [0313.6].  Strongbow's  invasion  in  the  xnth  century  is  fully  described  in  Lingard's  "  History  of  England"

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hi8  views.  Jeffrey,  in  his  essays  [ofilO.S],  enforces  the  argument  for  legislative  union.  Lacky  has  an  adnirable  book  on  the  "  Leaders  of  public  opinion  in 
Ireland  "  [102.5.9],  chiefly  as  regards  her  relations  with  England,  from  the  days  of  Switt  down,  and  this  can  be  traced  also  in  the  lives  of  Flood  (d.  1791)  , 
Emmet  (executed  1803),  Curran  (d.

and  whose  "  Rosanna"  [511.1.2]  is  given  to  farming  life.  Gerald  Griffin's  "  Collegians  "  [517.7]  concerns  the  rural  middle  class  in  Munster,  and  gave  rise 
to  the  drama  of  "  Colleen  bawn."

reader ;  but  for  the  thorough  student  of  painting  the  new 
work  by  Crowe  and  Cavalcaselle  supplies  the  most  satisfac- 
tory account. 

For  Italian  sculpture,  the  valuable  monograph  of  Perkins 
is  of  the  first  importance.  See  also  Luebke's  •'  History  of 
sculpture"  [6210.3],  and  for  popular  use,  the  "Wonders  of 
.  sculpture"  by  Viardot,  above  named.

NOTEJ     ON     IT^LI^N-     TRAVEL,     ETC. 

The  memorials,  which  give  chief  or  exclusive  attention  to  the  classical  associations  of  Italy,  are  Forsyth's  reputable  work  on  the  antiquities,  arts, 
and  letters,  and  it  is  reckoned  by  Hare  tg  be  the  best  book  on  general  Italian  travel. 

Of  modern  traveller's  guides,  there  are  Baedeker,  and  later  editions  of  Murray. 

Of  German  travellers,  the  most  famous  is  Goethe,  and  Niebuhr  says  of  him  that  "  he  beheld  without  love." 

Of  French  travellers,  Taine  is  the  most  important  of  recent  ones. 

Of  English  travellers,  Mrs.  Jameson's  "  Diary  "  [427.3],  though  fictitious  in  form,  embodies  that  lady's  fine  criticism,  particularly  upon  art  and  literature. 
In  Dickens,  the  reader  finds  shrewd  observation  during  a  brief  run  through  the  peninsula,  with  glimpses  of  character.  See  also  tlie  journals  and  letters 
of  English  authors,  who  have  lived  long  in  Italy,  like  Byron,  Slielley,  Landor,  etc. ;  and  the  descriptive  essay  by  Alison,  in  his  Essays  [1531.7]. 

Hare's  "  Days  near  Rome  "  [5527.15]  and  his  "  Cities  of  northern  and  central  Italy  "  [5527.17],  taking  the  region  farther  north  up  to  the  Alps,  are  both 
works  of  excellent  character. 

Of  American  travellers,  Hawthorne's  Note-books  do  not,  perhaps,  embody  more  observation  than  was  reproduced  in  his  fiction pf  "The  marble  faun" 
[1813.2].  Hillard's  book  has  been  widely  praised  and  used  with  satisfaction,  as  a  scholarly  portrayal  of  fact  and  feeling  regarding  what  comes  naturally 
within  the  observation  of  the  visitor,  and  its  concluding  chapters  give  excellent  characterizations  of  preceding  writers  on  Italy  from  the  times  of  the  earliest 
pilgrims.  Howells's  books  are  graceful  narratives  of  personal  experience  while  the  author  was  consul  at  Venice.  Jarves  has  some  close  observation  in  his 
paper  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  10.  Norton's  book  is  a  scholar's  jottings,  about  matters  not  in  the  way  of  every-day  observers.  Pleasing  pictures  of  life  are 
given  in  Lowell's  "  Fireside  travels"  [426.4].    See  the  paper  on  "  Peasant  life  in  Northern  Italy  "  in  Frazer's  magazine,  1875. 

Italy  is  the  subject  of  some  well-known  works  of  the  imagination,  which  the  reader  cannot  well  omit  considering.  Madame  de  Stael's  '*  Corinne  " 
[527.17 ;  in  French,  2015.3]  connects  the  nptest  pictures  of  life,  manners  and  scenery,  with  a  romantic  love  story.  Hans  Andersen,  besides  his  "Poet's 
bazaar  "  [426.18],  wrote  "  The  improvisatore  "  [714.25],  which  is  a  very  vivid  portrayal  of  the  externals  of  the  land.  See  also  the  passionate  sketches  of  Byron's 
"  Childe  Harold  "  [1614.13.2],  and  Rxjgerss  calmer  pictures  in  his  "  Italy." 

Ruffini's  "Doctor  Antonio"  [316.17]  and  "Lavinia"  [316.18]  also  afibrd  pictures  of  Italian  life  and  character;  as  also  T.  A.  Trollope's  "  Siren" 
[334.20]  and  other  of  his  novels.  See  also  the  humorous  view  in  De  Mille's  "Dodge  club"  [511.22];  in  "Mademoiselle  Mori"  [313.13];  and  the  Italian 
characters,  which  figure  in  Wilkie  CoUins's  "  Woman  in  white  "  [326.12],  and  in  Bulwer's  "  My  novel "  [336.17]. 

Of  brigandage  in  Italy,  besides  the  book  of  Moens  [see  also  Harpers  monthly,  vol.  33],  there  are  other  representations  in  Irving's  "  Tales  of  a  trav- 
eller "  [715.7  i  1815.9],  and  in  De  MUle's  "  American  baron  "  [511.19].

For  the  beginnings  of  modern  Italian  history,  see  the  69th  and  70th  chapters  of  Gibbon,  in  his  "Roman  empire"  [824.9],  who  leaves  the  story 
with  the  final  acquiescence  of  Rome  in  the  power  of  the  popes ;  and  two  chapters  in  Hallam's  "  Middle  ages  "  [5916.1]. 

Much  referred  to  under  Rome  on  the  period  of  its  mediceval  history  broadly  pertains  to  Italy,  and  particularly  the  work  of  Gregoroviui,  of  which 
there  is  an  examination  under  the  title  of  "  The  Borgias  and  their  latest  historian,"  in  the  North  Britisli  review,  1871.  Hallam's  "Middle  ages"  [5916.1] 
covers  Italy  for  this  period. 

The  period  of  the  renaissance  may  be  considered  as  beginning  with  the  fall  of  Constantinople  in  1453,  and  ending  with  the  sack  of  Rome  in  1527. 
Symonds  [5522.8]  is  the  latest  single  authority  for  this  epoch;  and  for  the  wars  with  Spain,  see  Prescott's  "  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  "  [5922.5],  and  also  the 
histories  of  France  for  Francis  I's  time. 

For  the  power  of  Florence  in  Italy  there  is  the  well-known  history  by  Machiavelli  [5516.8],  who,  in  bringing  down  the  narrative  to  the  death  of 
Lorenzo  de'  Medici,  partly  surveyed  his  own  days,  and  while  his  reputation  is  not  high  for  careful  research,  his  manner  is  animated.  Roscoe  furnishes,  in 
the  "  Life  of  Lorenzo  de'  Medici,"  d.  1492  [5525.1],  an  excellent  narrative  for  the  general  reader,  who  can  follow  it  with  the  same  writer's  "  Life  of  Leo  X," 
d.  1522  [5526.6],  both  works  of  excellent  reputation.  The  lives  of  Michael  Angelo,  d.  1564,  particularly  Grimm's  [1022.2,  in  which,  in  vol.  1,  p.  72,  the 
historical  sources  are  characterized],  the  autobiography  of  Cellini,  which  Roscoe  has  translated  [1225.17],  and  the  lives  of  other  prominent  men  of  the  period, 
aflord  much  illustrative  help  on  the  period  of  Florentine  supremacy ;  while  in  his  "  History  of  the  commonwealth  of  Florence  "  [5512.3],  Trollope  has  given 
in  some  respects  the  best  survey  from  1107  to  the  fall  of  the  republic  in  1531,  which  is  available  for  the  English  reader,  constituting,  as  it  does,  a  narrative 
of  the  political  afiairs  that  fitly  complements  Roscoe's  accounts  of  the  aesthetic  culture  of  the  Medicean  era.  Napier's  "  Florentine  history  "  [5516.2]  is  a  book 
of  good  repute,  copious  in  treatment,  of  adequate  research,  held  to  be  honest  and  impartial,  and  it  brings  the  record  down  to  1824.  See  also  Symonds's 
"  Renaissance,"  chapter  3  [5522.8]. 

For  the  influence  of  Teniceand  Jiome  upon  Italian  history,  see  those  heads. 

For  the  history  of  this  centxiry,  see  the  special  heads  of  Sardinia,  Florence,  Rome,  Venice,  and  Naples ;  and  for  the  influence  of  Austria  and  France  upon 
Italian  history,  see  those  countries. 

For  an  account  of  the  recent  dissolution  of  the  relati(ms  between  the  state  and  church,  see  Fortnightly  review,  1872;  and  Mazzini's  article  on  "  The 
religious  side  of  the  Italian  question,"  in  Atlantic  monthly,  July,  1867,  or  Westminster  review,  July,  1867.  There  are  several  special  memoirs  on  the  war  of 
1859,  and  the  military  history  of  it  can  be  studied  in  Hamley's  "Operations  of  war"  [5910  6].  For  the  war  of  1866,  see  Germany.  See  also  Harper's 
monthly,  vol.  43,  etc. 

An  examination  of  the  present  condition  of  united  Italy  is  made  in  the  Edinburgh  review,  Oct.,  1875;  and  Hare's  "  Cities  of  northern  and  central 
Italy"  [5527.17]  represents  the  views  of  those  who  find  more  to  disapprove  than  approve  in  the  present  state  of  affairs. 

For  the  ecclesiastical  history,  see  the  summary  as  mapped  out  in  McClintock  and  Strong's  Cyclopjedia.  Ranke's  "  History  of  the  popes  "  [5516.7]  covers 
the  16th  and  17th  centuries.  Macaulay's  review,  in  his  Essays  [1918.4],  is  sufl[icient  for  the  general  reader,  who  may  refer  to  the  note  under  Reformation,  for 
general  works  touching  the  convulsion  in  Italy,  and  to  chapter  11  of  Fisher's  '  Reformalion  "  [5813.7].  For  the  part  borne  by  Savonarola  in  preparing  for 
the  reformation,  see  the  delineation  in  George  Eliot's  "  Romola"  [810.23],  and  in  Mrs.  Stowe's  "  Agnes  of  Sorrento  "  [.527.16]. 

There  is  an  examination  of  the  Italian  historians  in  Disraeli's  "  Curiosities  of  literature,"  second  series  [522(5.6]. 

Illustrative  imaginative  literature  will  be  found  for  the  13th  century  in  Dante's  great  poem,  and  in  Leigh  Hunt's  "  Story  of  Rimini."  For  the  14th 
century,  see  Bulwer's  "  Rienzi "  [391.1],  and  Byron's  tragedy  of  "Marino  Faliero  "  [1614.13  5].  For  the  loth  century,  Byron's  tragedy  of  "The  two 
Foscari"  [1614.13.5];  Guerrazzi's  "Isabella  Orsini "  [.",36.9],  and  Shelley's  tragedy  of  the  "Ccnei"  [1613.11].  Guerrazzi's  "Beatrice  Cenci ''  [716.5]  is  a 
story  of  the  latter  part  of  the  Kith  century.  For  recent  history,  Cliarles  Albert  of  Sardinia  figures  in  Mrs.  Jenkiu's  "  Who  breaks  —  pays  "  [313.3];  the

BUtory.  For  the  ancient  period,  beside  the  record  of  the  Bible  and  Josephus  [592.3.5],  the  general  reader  will  find  the  Old  Testament  and  New 
Testament  histories  in  Dr.  Smith's  series  of  Student's  histories  the  most  convenient,  for  more  extended  accounts  than  are  given  in  Smith's  "  Bible  dictionary  " 
and  the  cyclopjedias  of  McClintock  and  Strong  [elaborate  article]  andKitto;  in  chapter  4  of  "  Our  work  in  Palestine"  [423.10;  5915.6],  and  otliers.  The 
story  of  the  siege  and  destruction  by  Titus  lias  been  told  among  moderns  by  Milman,  in  books  14  and  15  of  his  "  History  of  the  Jews"  [5927.1];  and  by  Meri- 
vale,  in  his  Romans,  chap.  59  of  6th  book  [5515.3].  There  is  an  illustrative  historical  tale  in  Whyte- Melville's  "  Gladiators  '  [321.15].  After  the  histories  of 
the  crusades,  of  which  Tasso's  "  Jerusalem  delivered  "  [5537.1]  is  a  poetic  illustration.  Gibbon  and  the  eastern  histories  come  next,  in  detail.  See  James's 
"  History  of  Richard  Cocur-de-Lion  "  [.5526.7]  for  the  story  in  part  of  the  crusading  period.  Besant's  "  City  of  Herod  and  Saladin  "  [5924.3]  covers  the  post 
biblical  period,  A. D.  33  to  our  day,  and  the  author  " studiously  avoids  things  ecclesiastical;"  giving  chap.  6  to  Christian  pilgrimages,  and  chap.  7  to  the 
Christian  kingdom  of  Jerusalem,  A.  D.  1099,  etc.    See  also  Palestine,  n(Ae. 

Topography.  Peculiarly  in  regard  to  Jerusalem  the  record  of  topographical  discovery  is  closely  allied  with  the  expansion  of  our  historical  knowledge 
of  the  city  and  its  vicissitudes.  The  reader  may  trace  the  literature  of  this  subject  in  the  Lower  Hall  Catalogue  of  history,  etc.  The  general  reader  will  find 
a  very  good  sunmiary  of  antagonistic  theories  regarding  the  walls  of  ancient  Jerusalem,  and  the  position  of  the  Holy  sepulchre,  in  Murray's  Handbook 
[5936.1].  Fergusson  has  advanced  peculiar  views  in  identifying  Mount  Zion  with  the  site  of  the  sepulchre,  in  an  essay  which  originally  appeared  in  Smith's 
"  Bible  dictionary,"  where,  in  Hackctt  and  Abbot's  edition,  he  is  carefully  controverted  by  Dr.  "Wolcott.  There  is  a  paper  on  the  site  of  Solomon's  temple 
in  Scribner's  monthly,  Dec,  1875.  Porter,  the  editor  of  Murray,  has  a  section  on  Jerusalem,  in  his  "  Giant  cities  of  Bashan  "  [5915.7].  The  recent  theories 
about  the  site  of  the  Temple  are  stated  in  chapter  8  of  "  Our  work  in  Palestine  "  [423.10;  5915.6].  Ritter's  methods  of  connecting  history  and  geography  are 
given  with  sufficient  exactness  tor  the  general  reader  in  Burt's  "Tlie  land  and  its  story  ''  [421.8],  which  has  a  chapter  on  Jerusalem. 

The  great  promoter  of  this  study  in  England  has  been  Dean  Stanley,  who  devotes  the  third  chapter  of  his  "  Sinai  and  Palestine,"  1853  [5923.1],  to  Jeru- 
salem ;  and  though  his  book  is  too  scholarly  for  the  most  popular  use,  its  reputation  is  high  with  all  interested  in  developing  the  sacred  history  by  its  connec- 
tion with  the  sacred  geography,  while  his  care  for  detail  makes  him  very  interesting.  See  references  under  Stanley  in  Allibone.  A  chapter  on  Jerusalem  is 
given  in  the  2d  volume  of  Thomson's  "  Land  and  the  Book  "  [224.5],  who,  as  a  missionary  for  twenty-five  years,  had  unusual  opportunities  for  studying  the 
manners  and  customs  of  the  people,  and  has  done  much  to  popularize  the  subject.  Tlie  reader  will  not  forget  popular  and  recent  accounts  in  Hepworth  Dix- 
on's "Holy  Laud"  [428.1];  Thackeray,  in  his  "  Cornhill  to  Cairo"  [513.1.7];  Creagh's  "Scamper  "[5931.10];  'W.  C.  Prime's  "  Holy  city,"  in  Harper's 
monthly,  vol.  14;  and  E.  D.  G.  Prime's  "  Round  the  world  '  [233.1]. 

The  most  elaborate  of  recent  topographical  surveys  we  owe  to  the  Palestine  exploration  fund  of  England.  The  government  of  Great  Britain  aided 
them  by  detailing  engineers  to  make  the  most  thorough  explorations  and  survey  of  Jerusalem,  and  the  result  is  an  admirable  work,  with  every  advantaj4e  of 
engraving  and  photography  on  a  large  scale,  which  can  be  seen  in  the  Bates  Hall.  The  Fund  have  for  some  years  issued  a  quarterly  statement  by  which  the 
biblical  student  could  follow  the  advances  of  science;  and  to  epitomize  results  and  present  the  general  reader  with  a  complete  review  of  what  had  been 
accomplished,  they  lately  (1870)  issued  "  The  recovery  of  Jerusalem  "  [5933.1,  —  see  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  43],  which  is  the  best  summary  of  existing 
knowledge  that  the  reader  can  avail  himself  of;  to  be  found,  however,  more  condensed  in  the  more  recent  "  Our  work  in  Palestine  "  [423.10;  5915.6],  See 
also  Blackwood's  magazine,  under  "  Explorations,"  1873.  I.  P.  Warren's  "  Jerusalem,  ancient  and  modern  "  [821.6],  is  a  compact  resumfi  of  existing  knowl- 
edge. Hackett  and  Abbots  edition  of  Smith's  "  Bible  dictionary  "  and  McClintock  and  Strongs  Cyclopsedia  give  elaborate  sumniaries  of  all  the  topographi- 
cal data.

yote.  —  Milraan's  early  editions  were  published  over  thirty 
years  ago,  and  his  book  has  maintained  a  reputation  for 
scholarly  candor  and  accuracy,  with  picturesque  presentation, 
but  he  incurred  some  detraction  for  his  critical  examination 
of  the  historic  truth  in  the  sacred  records.  His  revised  edition 
is  enlarged  principally  in  the  later  periods,  and  gives  the 
authorities,  which  of  late  years  have  added  to  our  kTiowledge; 
and,  in  a  preface,  which  he  thinks  will  suit  neither  extreme, 
the  author  reaffirms  his  previous  views  on  the  duty  of  an 
historian.  Both  Milnian  and  Stanley  acknowledge  great 
indebtedness  to  Ewald  [.')813.15],  who  first  brought  that  critical 
spirit  to  the  task,  which  had  so  rewarded  Wolf  and  Niebuhr 
in  the  history  of  Greece  and  Rome.  Though  his  conclusions 
are  not  always  adopted,  nor  his  statements  invariably  agreed 
to,  his  work,  for  the  period  before  the  commencement  of  the 
monarchy,  u.  o.  1095,  is  the  most  comprehensive,  and  his 
successors  only  except  a  certain  dogmatism  in  his  opinions 
from  their  general  praise.  Bnnsen's  "  God  in  history " 
[5813.13]  is  written  on  a  speculative,  conjectural  system,  that 
does  not  commend  itself  to  sturdy  truth-seekers  like  Milman. 
Sharpe's  "  History  of  the  nation  and  its  literature  "  [5928  3]  is 
the  latest  English  contribution. 

The  general  reader  will  find  Dr.  Smith's  Old  Testament  his- 
tory a  sufficient  narrative  down  to  about  B.  C.  400,  when  Jose- 
phus  [592;153  and  the  Roman  historians  take  up  the  story. 
Jsmith's  New  Testament  history,  which  substantiallj'  closes 
A.  i>.  70,  is  prefaced  by  a  cursory  sketch  bridging  the  interval 
between  the  old  and  new  record.  See  Froude's  essay  on  criti- 
cism and  the  gospel  history,  in  his  "  Short  studies  "  [1914.5.1]. 

Lessing's  "  Nathan  the  wise"  [1613.6;  5737.1]  was  a  protest 
against  uncharitable  views  of  the  Jewish  character;  and  Dis- 
raeli in  some  of  his  novels  has  delineated  the  Jewish  character 
to  disarm  prejudice.  The  same  may  be  said  of  MissSheppard's 
"Charles  Auchcster"  [532.1]  and  "Counterparts"  [531.19]. 
There  is  a  paper  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  49,  on  "The  Jews 
and  their  persecutors."  Macaulay  has  an  essay  [1918.4]  on 
their  "Civil  disabilities"  in  England;  and  Parton,  in  his 
"Topics  of  the  time  "  [193.5.3],  tells  of  the  "  Israelitish  Breth- 
ren '''  in  America.  The  stoiy  of  their  expulsion  from  Spain 
is  told  in  Prescott's  "Ferdinand  and  Isabella"  [5922.5,  ch. 
xvii],  and  this  event  is  illustrated  in  Grace  Augilar's  "  Vale  of 
cedars  "[533.17].

under  Herod;  F.  A.  Strauss's  "  Helons  Wallfahrt  nach  Jeru- 
salem," also  published  as  "  The  glory  of  the  house  of  Israel "

Note.  —  Boswell's  Life  is  the  most  famous,  and  in  many 
respects  the  best  biography  in  the  language,  and  Croker's  edi- 
tion is  the  best,  notwithstanding  the  severity  with  which 
Macaulay  reviewed  it  in  his  Essays  [1918.4.1J;  while  the  latter's 
biographical  sketch  shows  the  author  at  his  best  for  brilliant 
characterization.  Carlyle,  also,  reviews  Croker's  edition,  in 
his  Essays  [.5610.7],  and  characterizes  Johnson  in  his  "  Heroes 
and  hero-worship"  [1535  19].  Arthur  Murphy's  well-known 
essay  on  Johnson's  life  and  genius  is  usually  prefixed  to  the 
works  [5422.'!].  Scott's  is  the  best  of  the  briefer  lives,  in  his 
"  Lives  of  the  novelists  "  [5914.2],  and  there  is  a  notice  in 
Brougham's  •'  Men  of  letters  "  [5()14.4.2],  and  much  relating 
to  Johnson  in  Forster's  "I^ife  of  Goldsmith"  [1022  1].

ISrOTE     ON     LONDON". 

There  are  many  boolts  describing  the  great  metropolis,  which  trace  the  historical  associations  connected  with  its  topographical  features,  and 
for  completeness  and  purposes  of  reference  tlie  best  is  probably  Cunningham's  Handbook,  whose  alphabetical  arrangement  makes  it,  however,  somewhat 
unattractive  for  the  ordinary  reader.  Its  store  of  information  is  vast,  its  accuracy  surprising,  and  great  use  is  made  by  the  author  of  illustrative  citations 
from  past  writers,  particularly  from  the  old  dramatists.  As  a  continuous  narrative  under  diiferent  heads,  with  a  great  deal  of  antiquarian  lore  and  interest 
from  associations  of  all  kinds,  the  general  reader  will  find  more  enjoyment  perhaps  from  Charles  Knight's  six  royal  octavos  on  London,  in  which  he  was 
assisted  by  many  hands,  and  of  which  his  Cyclopaedia  is  a  convenient  abridgment.  These  books  must  be  sought,  however,  in  the  Bates  Hall,  unless 
sufficient  is  gleaned  from  Grant's  "  Great  metropolis"  [827.2],  and  others  to  be  named.  Knight's  account  is,  however,  twenty  years  old,  and  some  of  the 
more  recent  writers  have  had  the  advantage  of  the  later  developments,  and  London  has  much  changed  in  a  score  of  years.  The  most  fertile  and  one  of  the 
most  readable  of  these  is  Timbs,  who  in  various  books  has  grouped  a  great  store  of  curious  antiquarian  research.  The  enlarged  edition,  1868,  of  his 
"  Curiosities  of  London"  [5485.1],  gives  by  an  alphabetical  arrangement  the  labors  of  a  long  life  in  this  field.  Of  his  separate  books,  his  "  Club  life" 
[5417.3],  describes  the  life  at  clubs,  coftee-houses  and  taverns  during  the  17th-19th  centuries,  with  sketches  of  characters ;  his  "  Romance  of  London  "  [5617.15] 
gives  many  historic  sketches,  with  accounts  of  famous  duels,  highwaymen,  crimes,  etc.;  his  "Walks  and  talks"  [in  Bates  Hall]  gives  us  the  historic 
associations  of  Vauxhall  (of  which  in  its  last  days  we  have  a  picture  in  Thackeray's  "  Vanity  fair  "),  Mayfair,  the  Temple,  etc. ;  while  in  his  "  London  and 
Westminster  "  [5435.4]  he  develops  particularly  the  changes  of  metropolitan  life.  The  conmion  highwayman  occurrences  of  Hampstead  heath  in  the  last 
century  are  described  in  Howitt's  "Northern  heights"  [5423.6].  One  of  the  most  agreeable  and  compact  books  is  Leigh  Hunt's  "Town,"  above  named. 
Jesse  is  another  antiquarian,  whose  books  are  well  known,  liis  "  Literary  and  historical  memorials  "  being  followed  by  his  "London  and  its  celebrities,"  and 
the  two  reappeared  amalgamated,  with  additions,  in  1871,  in  his  "  London :  its  celebrated  characters  and  remarkable  places  "  [5435.3].  Another  recent  book 
by  Miss  Mcteyard,  "  Hallowed  spots  of  ancient  London  "  [5436.3],  is  of  moderate  compass,  and  has  fresh  researches.  Thornbury's  "  Old  and  new  London  " 
[5432.1]  depicts  the  city  by  successive  stages  of  its  growth,  as  Roman,  Saxon,  Chaucer's  London,  with  the  historic  associations  of  the  Temple,  St.  Paul's,  etc. 
Macaulay  [838.1],  in  his  3d  chapter,  gives  a  graphic  description  of  London  in  1685. 

There  are  some  valuable  monographs  of  confined  localities,  like  Wheatley,  on  the  region  about  Piccadilly  [54.35.2],  the  court  end  of  the  town; 
and  William  Howitt,  on  "  The  northern  heights  of  the  metropolis  "  [5423.6],  with  full  appreciation  of  their  literary  memories. 

On  the  Tower,  there  is  that  by  Hepworth  Dixon  [838.4],  who  traces  its  mournful  history  with  much  antiquarian  zeal,  and  sections  will  be  found  in 
Jesse's,  and  other  general  accounts. 

On  the  Abbey,  there  is  Dean  Stanley  [5414.2],  but  the  chapters  in  the  general  accounts  will  suffice  the  general  reader. 

On  the  cAartJtes  of  London,  there  is  much  in  the  "  Romance  of  the  streets  "  [5438.2]  on  the  Ragged  schools  and  City  missions;  and  incidentally  in 
Grant's  "  Great  army." 

The  subject  of  London  schoolt,  which  forms  so  considerable  interest  in  the  writings  of  Coleridge,  De  Quincey,  Leigh  Hunt,  and  others,  can  be  under- 
stood from  Staunton's  "  Great  schools  of  England,"  from  Lamb's  essay  on  "  Christ's  hospital,"  etc.    See  also  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  1. 

On  the  life  and  manners,  Knight  has  an  instructive  chapter  about  those  of  the  last  century,  and  about  the  aspects  of  London  in  Walpole's  day.  For 
the  present  century,  much  can  be  learned  in  the  biographies  of  prominent  Englishmen,  and  in  such  special  books  as  Nadal's. 

Much  has  been  done  to  illustrate  the  low  life  of  the  metropolis,  and  by  none  so  extensively  as  by  Henry  Mayhew,  in  his  valuable  "  London  labour  and 
the  London  poor  "  [in  the  Bates  Hall],  embracing  those  who  will,  who  cannot,  and  who  will  not  work ;  but  there  is  an  epitome  of  his  labors  and  others  in 
"  London  characters; "  and  much  further  can  be  gleaned  from  Wynter's  several  books,  like  "  Our  social  bees,"  "  Curiosities  of  toil,"  "  Peeps  into  the  human 
hive  "  [6436.8],  etc.    The  divertisements  of  the  lower  classes  at  diiferent  periods  are  set  forth  in  Morley's  "  Bartholomew  fair  "  [5418.8]. 

The  illustration  which  London  and  its  life  has  received  from  fiction  should  not  be  passed  over.  For  the  period,  1547-49,  see  Mrs.  Manning's  "  Edward 
Osborne."  Ainsworth's  "  Tower  of  London  "  closes  with  the  execution  of  Lady  .Tane  Grey,  1.553;  and  see  other  of  his  novels.  Williams's  "  Sliakespeare 
and  his  friends  "  [531.23]  is  an  elaborate  study  of  life  at  the  Mermaid,  etc.,  in  the  curly  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  Knight's  "  Life  of  Shake- 
speare "  [5420.4]  should  be  read  in  the  same  connection,  as  also  the  essay  on  Shakespeare's  London  in  Rodenberg's  England.  Scott's  "  Fortunes  of  Nigel  " 
[324.12;  523.2]  gives  us  the  city  in  the  time  of  James  l.  De  Foe's  book  on  the  plague,  16(35  [in  the  Central  Library],  is  a  fiction,  but  so  minutelys  wrought  that  it 
passed  for  truth  for  a  long  time.  This  epoch,  which  covers  also  the  period  of  the  great  fire  of  1606,  is  also  depicted  in  Mrs.  Maiming's  "  Cherry  and  'Violet," 
and  in  Ainsworth's  "  Old  Saint  Pauls  "  [712.0].  Thackeray,  in  his  "  Henry  Esmond  "  [335.10;  513.1.4],  made  a  veiy  careful  study  of  the  life  in  the  time  of 
Queen  Anne,  a  field  embraced  also,  but  not  so  closely  studied,  by  Bulwer,  in  his  "  Devereux  "  [;^.3].  Dickens,  in  his  "  Barnaby  Rudge  "  [1824.5],  has 
taken  the  period  of  the  Gordon  riots,  1780.  Macaulay  says  Miss  Bumey's  "Evelina"  [311.28]  depicts  the  fashionable  and  vulgar  life  of  the  same  period 
with  great  force. 

There  are  conspicuous  examples  of  the  treatment  of  the  low  life  of  the  metropolis  of  our  day  in  Dickens's  "Oliver  Twist"  [338.8;  1824.7]  and 
"Nicholas  Nickleby"  [338.4  ;'l824.2];  in  Douglas  Jerrold's  "  St,  Giles  and  St.  James  "  [313.9];  and  it  is  carefully  studied  in  Greenwood's  "  History  of  a 
little  ragamuffin  "  [521.6].  ,

Note.  —  The  life  by  Michelet  is  mainly  autobiographic,  by 
making  Luther's  own  writings  tell  the  story.  Michelet  is  a 
catholic,  but  he  ie  in  sympatiiy  with  the  spirit  of  the  reformer, 
and  he  has  thoroughly  studied  his  character.  From  Audin, 
the  chief  catholic  authority,  who  is  able,  but  less  satisfactory  to 
Protestants  than  Michelet,  Hazlitt  borrows  details  of  Luther's 
early  years  to  complete  in  the  translation,  in  the  above  list, 
Michelet's  account  of  that  period,  and  he  has  also  added  to 
other  parts  of  the  narrative  so  as  to  make  it  the  most  complete 
for  the  general  reader  for  what  is  more  particularly  the  per- 
sonal history  of  the  reformer.  The  English  reader  will  also 
consult  Carlyle's  estimate,  in  his  "  Heroes  and  hero-worship  " 
[15,S5.19] ;  Hallam's  view  in  the  first  volume  of  his  "  Literature 
of  Europe"  [153I.2J  and  in  his  " Middle  ages  "[.5916.1];  the 
concise  and  generally  just  review  by  Robertson  in  his 
"Charles  V ''  [1226.9] ;  Roscoe's  "  Leo  X  "  [5526.6],  where  the  ten- 
dency is  to  explain  favorably  the  action  of  the  church  autlior- 
ities,  while  justice  is  still  done  to  Luther;  Ranke's  *'  History 
of  the  popes  "  [5516.7],  who  presents  the  obstacles  in  the  re- 
former's way;  and  D'Aubignfi's  Reformation,  a  book  rather 
tedious,  and  at  times  exaggerated  in  sentiment.  Froiide  has 
a  paper  in  his  "  Short  studies  "  [1914.5]  on  Luther  and  Eras- 
mus.

J\^o<<!.  —  Mi8s  Strickland  says  that  "more  books  have  been 
written  about  Mary  Stuart  than  all  the  (lueens  in  the  world  put 
together."  The  views  of  Buchanan,  the  earliest  of  her  accus- 
ers, have  fashioned,  perhaps,  the  predominating  opinions, 
such  as  are  held  by  Rapin,  De  Thou,  Boyle,  Voltaire,  Sharon 
Turner,  Dargaud,  Raumer,  etc.;  and  the  principal  cyclo- 
paedias, and  such  writers  of  history  for  young  readers  as 
Dickens. 

In  the  last  century  Hume  [5413.2]  and  Robertson  [5610.1, 
less  harsh],  who  shortly  followed,  were  more  than  strong 
enough  in  a  literary  sense  to  counteract  any  sympathy  which 
may  liave  been  excited,  and  Hume,  as  the  ablest  and  most 
indulgent  of  her  accusers,  has  probably  done  most  to  establish 
prevalent  views,  while  Lingard  [5417.8]  has  ccnitroverted  him 
m  this  as  in  other  matters,  but  without  apparently  much 
confidence  in  her  innocence.  In  17(10,  William  Tytler's  ar- 
gumentative Inquiry  weighed  the  evidence,  and  he  first  criti- 
cally examined  the  sonnets  and  the  confession  of  Paris,  and 
sustained  the  queen  against  Hume  and  Robertson,  and  his 
book  was  reviewed  by  Dr.  Johnson  [5422.3.2]. 

Brougham,  in  an  appendix  to  his  '•  Statesmen  of  the  time 
of  George  ill "  [.51)14.4.5],  thinks  the  evidence  quite  decisive  of 
her  guilt,  without  being  such  as  would  convict  her  in  a  court 
of  justice.  Bell  [1228.1]  aims  to  balance  (he  evidence  and 
Bides  with  her  vindicators.  Miss  Benger  [1224.11]  sides  with 
her  defenders,  and  her  life  is  full  upon  Mary's  residence  in 
France. 

Miss  Strickland,  in  her  "  Queens  of  Scotland  "  [5916.4,  v.  3 
to  6],  who  has  added  to  our  knowledge  of  Mary's  history  more 
than  almost  any  other,  has  vindicated  the  queen  against  the 
views  of  Mignet.    Sainte  Beuve  [1025.3]  exculpates  her. 

The  latest  of  her  detractors,  and  called  by  her  friends  the 
most  reckless  and  vituperative,  is  Froude,  in  his  "  History  of 
England  "  [826.9],  who  accepts  in  full  faith  the  authenticity  of 
the  Casket  letters;  and  he  has  provoked  much  opposition  for 
his  laudation  of  the  usurping  nobles,  and  his  vindication  of 
Elizabeth.  See  also  Guiz«ts  popular  "History  of  France" 
[5510.2.4];  Lodge's  "Portraits"  [5.537.6.2];  and  Lyman  Ab- 
bott, in  Harper  8  monthly,  Feb.,  1873. 

The  latest  of  her  vindicators  is  Petit  [5410.2],  who  surveys 
all  that  has  been  written  in  the  controversy,  and  claims  to 
liave  completely  refuted  the  various  charges  against  her. 

Mai-y  has  been  almost  always  pictured  with  pity,  if  not  with 
vindication,  by  writers  of  the  imagination.  Scott's  famous 
ehaiacterizatiou  in  "The  abbot"  [324.10;  523.10]  carries  her 
through  her  escape  from  Lochleven  and  the  battle  of  Lan^- 
side,  and  w  here  he  discusses  the  question  of  her  guilt  in  his 
"  History  of  Scotland,"  he  pronounces  the  case  not  proven. 
See  also  "The  queen's  Maries"  (her  maids  in  France),  by 
Whyte-Melville  [321.17].  Perhaps  of  the  dramas  upon  her 
the  most  famous  is  Schiller's.

The  very  important  narrative  of  Governor  Winthrop,  cov- 
ering the  history  of  the  colony  from  the  sailing  of  the  first 
colonists  in  1630  to  Winthrop's  death  in  1649,  and  the  early 
documents  collected  in  part  or  wholly  with  careful  editing  in 
Dr.  Young's  "  Chronicles  of  Massachusetts  "  must  be  sought 
in  the  Bates  Hall.  See  Everett's  Orations  [1921.1.1]  on  the 
Bettlement. 

Hutchinson  covered  originally  the  period  1628-1749,  in  a 
substantial  narrative  that  takes  the  highest  rank  among  the 
historical  writings  of  the  colonial  period,  but  in  continuing 
his  history  to  1774,  making  the  3d  volume  subsequently  pub- 
lished by  his  grandson,  he  showed  a  decided  lack  of  sympa- 
thy with  the  growing  political  sentiments  of  the  colony.  Al- 
den  Bradford  continued  Hutchinson  from  1775  to  1789;  and 
subsequently  wrote  a  compendious  history,  l<i20-l«20.  The 
latest  and  most  comprehensive  history  of  Massachusetts  is 
by  Barry,  divided  into  I,  Colonial  period,  to  1692;  II,  Pro- 
vincial period,  to  1775 ;  III,  Commonwealth  period,  to  1820. 
The  History  by  G.  L.  Austin  is  a  popular  narrative  bringing 
the  record  down  to  the  present  time.

Histories  of  the  United  States,  like  Bancroft's  [5012.3],  Bry- 
ant's [610.5],  and  Cassell's  [810,11],  often  are  full  enough  for  the 
general  reader,  particularly  upon  the  early  liistory. 

The  founders  of  Massachusetts  were  puritans,  as  distinct 
from  the  separatists  who  settled  at  Plymouth,  and  this  distinc- 
tion has  been  much  dwelt  upon  of  late.

For  the  Spanish  conquest  under  Cortes,  the  English  historian 
Robertson  [1226.9]  prefixes  his  authorities,  and  treats  the 
theme  with  his  accustomed  dignity;  and  Smyth,  in  his  2l8t 
lecture  on  "  Modern  history  "  [5012.10;  5925.7]  points  out  his 
value.  The  first  choice  on  this  subject,  however,  will  neces- 
sarily be  Prescott's  graphic  history,  m  which  the  narrative  is 
carried  down  to  the  death  of  Cortes,  and  the  reader  is  in- 
structed at  intervals  with  his  clear  estimates  of  his  chief 
authorities.  He  added  much  to  previous  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  and  AUibone  gives  a  full  list  of  critiques  on  his  book, 
with  a  collation  of  the  important  ones.  Arthur  Helps,  in  the 
second  volume  of  his  "Spanish  conquest"  [816.6],  has  told 
the  story  over  again,  with  the  special  aim  of  tracing  the  re- 
sults of  the  conquest  in  the  rise  of  slavery  and  the  founding  of 
colonial  governments.  The  general  reader  will  find  a  popular 
narrative  of  the  conquest  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  12.

A'ole.  —  The  middle  ages  are  generally  considered  to  embrace 
the  period  from  the  fall  of  Rome,  A.l).  47C,  to  the  overthrow 
of  the  Eastern  empire  in  1453,  or  perhaps  to  the  time  of  the 
reformation.  The  causes  and  effects  of  the  overthrow  of 
Rome  are  traced  in  Guizot's  "  History  of  civilization" 
[5924.8],  and  there  is  a  summary  in  Alison's  essay  on  Guizot 
[1531.7].  Hallam's  book,  above  named,  is  the  chief  English 
authority;  but  Gibbon's  great  work  on  the  "  Decline  and  fall 
of  the  Roman  empire"  [824.9]  covers  A.  D.  100-1420,  and  is  the 
grand  authority  for  all  the  relations  of  that  empire  during  this 
period.  The  reader  will  do  well  to  examine  iSmvth's  third 
and  fourth  lectures  in  his  "Modern  history"  [5012.10; 
6925.7]. 

The  view  of  the  progress  of  society,  which  Robertson  pre- 
fixed to  his  "Charles  V"  [1226.9],  has  been  praised  as  the 
greatest  step  yet  made  in  the  pliilosophy  of  history.  A  recent 
authority  of  high  repute  is  Lecky,  on  the  "  History  of  morals 
from  the  times  of  Augustus  to  Charlemagne  "  [."igii.l]. 

The  military  history  of  the  epoch  will  be  studied  in  connec- 
tion with  tlie  Crusades,  and  in  the  lives  of  such  heroes  as 
Richard  Coeur-de-Lioii  and  Philip  Augustus,  and  collaterally 
in  VioUet-le-Duc's  "  Military  architecture  of  the  middle  ages," 
above  named. 

For  the  religious  element  of  the  latest  era,  there  is  the  protest- 
ant  Ranke's  ■'  History  of  the  popes  "  [5.516.7].  Mrs.  Oliphant's 
"  Francis  of  Assisi  "  [5937.10].  gives  a  good  picture  of  the  re- 
ligious life  at  the  beginning  of  the  13th  century. 

For  the  popular  myths,  see  Baring-Gould  [716.2],  which 
covers  such  subjects  as  the  Wandering  Jew,  Prester  John,  etc.

A^><e.— There  had  been  editions  of  Napoleon's  "  Correspond- 
ence "  before  an  edition  was  undertaken  by  Napoleon  ill,  the 
flrst  fifteen  volumes  of  which,  covering  Oct.  1793- Aug.  1809, 
being  printed  under  directions  "  to  make  no  alteration  or 
suppression,"  when  a  new  conmiissLon  continued  the  work 
through  the  28th  volume,  inserting  "  only  what  the  emperor 
would  have  printed,"  and  bringing  the  record  down  to  the 
embarkation  for  St.  Helena.  The  disclosures  of  the  first  fif- 
teen volumes  aflbrded  much  assistance  to  Lanfrey  in  his  un- 
favorable estimate  of  Napoleon ;  and  they  gave  rise  to  a  review 
in  Partou's  "  Topics  of  the  time  "  [1935.3]. 

Lives  in  French.  The  highest  military  authority  is  that  of 
Jomini,  one  of  Napoleon's  generals,  who  after  1813  went  over 
to  the  Russian  service,  and  who  makes  Napoleon  in  elvsium 
rehearse  the  story  of  his  careerto  Alexander,  Cajsar,  and  Fred- 
erick the  great,  who  finally  agree  that  he  surpasseid  them  all. 
A  large  part  of  the  success  ot  Thiers's  "  Consulate  and  em- 
pire" has  been  owing  to  his  championship  of  Napoleon,  but 
he  is  accused  of  concealing  the  bad  traits  of  his  character 
and  of  finding  scapegoats  for  his  mistakes. 

The  reaction  from  Thiers,  represented  by  several  episodical 
■writers,  has  found,  since  the  publication  of  the  last  edition  of 
the  Correspondanee  threw  such  new  light  on  Napoleon's  char- 
acter, emphatic  utterance  in  Lanfrey's  work,  in  which  the 
sympathies  are  rather  republican  tHan  revolutionary,  and 
which  is  not  yet  C(nnpleted.  It  is  review<d  in  Hayward's

Thelater  historians  of  New  England  find  the  earliest  authority  in  Winthrop' s  Journal  [814.7].  After  Dr.  Robertson's  death,  his  "  Summary  of  the 
history  of  New  England  to  16.52,"  which  was  not  originally  included  in  his  history  of  America,  was  published  in  1796  [5<)10.1J.  The  Kev.  George  E.  Ellis, 
D.  D.,  in  liis  lecture  of  tlie  Historical  society's  course,  has  learnedly  traced  the  relations  of  the  colonists  to  the  baptists  and  qnakers.  Longfellow,  in  his 
"  New  England  tragedies, "  has  rendered  the  story  of  quaker  persecution  dramatically,  and  R.  H.  Allen  has  supplied  the  historical  basis  of  the  poem  in  a 
popular  compilation  [817.4].    See  also  Salem  witchcraft,  note. 

Palfrey  left  little  to  be  desired  in  his  scholarly  and  circumspect  work,  and  it  must  be  awarded  by  far  the  highest  place  yet  attained  by  a  history  of  New 
England.  He  has  since  abridged,  for  the  general  reader,  the  narrative  of  this  larger  work,  which  ends  with  the  revolution  of  1688;  and  has  recently  contin- 
ued the  narrative  in  the  same  abridged  sliape  to  1727,  which  abridgments  are  far  better  compends  for  the  period  covered  than  Bradford's  Chronology,  1497- 
1820,  or  Hannah  Adams's  History.    There  are  of  course  chapters  in  Bancroft's,  and  in  Hildreth's  United  States,  and  also  in  Cassell's,  and  in  Bryant's,

For  the  genealogies  of  New  England,  see  Savage's  Dictionary,  who  has  traced  three  generations  of  those  who  came  before  May,  1692,  and  the  New 
England  historical  and  genealogical  register  [611.1]  is  rich  in  material  of  this  kind. 

For  the  assooiations  of  places,  in  connection  with  revolutionary  history,  see  Lossing's"  Field-book  of  the  revolution"  [810.17];  while  S.  A.  Drake's 
"  Middlesex  "  [814  4]  and  "  Nooks  and  corners  "  [411.4]  treat  similarly  tlie  coast  and  our  inland  country  by  describing  their  associations  with  the  entire 
course  of  New  England  history. 

For  the  rural  aspects  of  the  country,  Flagg's  books,  above  named,  are  the  results  of  long  and  close  observation.  See  also  Porte  Crayon's  "  Summer 
in  New  England,"  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol  27. 

Fiction.  The  phases  of  the  earliest  period  are  studied  in  Mrs.  Lee's  "Naomi"  [538.8],  where  the  scene  is  at  Boston;  in  Dr.  Holland's  "Bay-path" 
[536.3],  which  touches  early  religious  dissensions  in  the  back  country;  in  Cooper's  '"Wept  of  Wish-ton-wish  "  [525.12],  at  the  time  of  the  regicides,  who 
were  concealed  by  tlie  colonists ;  in  Mrs.  Sedgwick's  "  Hope  Leslie  "  [725.21],  scene  in  the  western  part  of  the  state,  with  Indians  as  characters ;  in  Haw- 
thorne's "  Scarlet  letter "  [3117 ;  1813.11],  Boston  in  Governor  Bellingham's  time,  and  in  several  of  his  " Twice-told  tales  "  [1813.7] ;  and  in  Whittier's  "Mar- 
garet Smith's  journal "  [1937.1.1]  date,  ]()78. 

The  slave  trade  of  Newport  in  the  last  century  is  touched  upon  in  Cooper's  "Red  Rover"  [525.24],  and  in  connection  with  Hopkinsianism  in  Mrs. 
Stowe's  "Minister's  wooing"  [314.24].  Newport  of  a  later  time  is  depicted  in  Higginson's  "Malbone"  [524.24]  and  "  Oldport  days "  [5036.2].  The 
Calvinistic  and  Arminian  controversy  which  once  racked  the  social  circles  of  New  England  is  graphically  drawn  in  Mrs.  Stowe's  "  Oldtown  tblks  " 
[314  22]. 

Manners  of  a  period  somewhat  gone  by  are  drawn  in  D.  G.  Mitchell's  "Doctor  Johns;"  in  Edmund  Quincy's  "Wensley;"  in  Miss  Sedgwick'i 
"  Redwood;"  in  Gilman's  "  Village  choir"  [1238.22];  and  in  Hawthorne's  "  House  of  tlie  seven  gables"  [1813.1]- 

Traces  of  the  peculiar  New  England  quality  of  life,  not  so  apparent  now,  except  in  remoter  sections,  are  cunningly  portrayed  in  Dr.  Holmes'  "  Elsie 
Venner  "[526.20]  and  •' Guardian  angel"  [526.21];  and  with  quiet  precision  in  Longfellow's  "Kavanagli,"  [1838.4.2].  There  is  another  delineation  of  the 
Yankee  schoolmaster  in  D.  P.  Thompson's  "  Locke  Amsden  "  [734.5].   Cooper,  in  "The  pilot "  [525.29],  depicts  in  Long  Tom  Coffin  the  Nantucket  whaleman. 

Life  on  the  coast  of  Maine  is  drawn  in  Mrs.  Stowe's  "Pearl  of  Orr's  island"  [527.20];  factory  life  in  Miss  Phelps's  "Silent  partner"  [537.11];  and 
there  is  some  sharp  characterization  of  every  day  life  in  Mrs.  A.  D.  T.  Whitney's  books.  Other  trairs  of  New  England  character  can  be  found  in  Judd's 
"Marj{aret"  [5;j5.1.'j]:  in  Trowbridge's  "  Neighbor  Jackwood  "  [73.1.21];  in  Beecher's  "  Norwood  "  [524.5];  and  in  Cummins's  "Lamplighter"  [322.28],  a 
realistic  picture  of  humble  town  life.  Haliburtoii's  "  Sayings  and  doings  of  Sam  Slick  "  [535.12]  is  a  somewhat  conventional  and  amusing  presentation  of 
the  Yankee  character.

Note.  —  Recent  discovery  has  settled  the  question  of  the 
sources  of  the  Nile  as  follows:  Bruce,  in  1768-73,  traced  the 
sources  of  the  Blue  Nile,  or  the  Eastern  tributary  of  the  main 
stream,  which  with  the  other  tributaries  have  been  more  fully 
explored  by  Baker,  in  his  "Nile  tributaries  of  Abyssinia," 
wiio  establishes  that  in  this  region  the  rainfall  takes  place  that 
causes  the  yearly  inundation  of  tlie  lower  Nile.  The  main 
source  of  the  constant  stream,  which  for  fifteen  hundred  miles 
sweeps  without  a  tributary  to  the  Mediterranean,  conies  from 
the  great  lake  sources  of  the  White  Nile  in  Centnal  Africa,  one 
of  whieb.  the  Victoria  N'yanza,  which  is  the  easterly,  Speke 
discovered  in  1858,  and  revisited  with  Capt.  Grant  in  IStil,  and   - 
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Nile,  continued. 

the  other,  the  Albert  N'yanza,  the  westerly,  Baker  discovered 
in  18(51,  and  writes  further  on  it  in  his  ''Isinailia"  [51)33.6].

General  histortet.  The  general  reader  -will  probably  find  Wornum's  "  Epochs "  the  most  useful  survey  of  the  whole  field,  the  edition  of  1864 
[6213.3]  being  much  improved  over  previous  ones.  It  does  not,  however,  include  living  painters.  The  notes  make  a  very  useful  bibliographical  record. 
Miss  Tj'tler's  "  Old  masters  and  their  pictures  "  [1516.21;  6210.3]  covers  the  various  national  schools,  and  is  a  concise  popular  statement,  and  she  has  also  a 
similar  handbook  on  "  Modern  painters  "  [6216.4].  The  recent  popular  German  work  by  Luebke,  of  which  there  is  an  English  translation  [6210.4],  is  a  very 
comprehensive  introduction  to  all  phases  of  the  subject.  See  Lossing's  popular  outline  sketch  [1517.1].  Ruskin's  "  Modern  painters  "  [6236.18]  contains 
little  of  biography,  but  is  chiefly  confined  to  criticism  of  modern  principles,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  older  schools ;  and  is  in  considerable  portions  a 
comparison  of  Turner,  the  English  landscape  painter,  with  Claude  Lorraine.  Lessing's  "Laocoon"  [6216.2]  is  a  search  for  the  liiwits  of  poetry  and 
painting.  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds's  Lectures  [62;!0.1]  are  deemed  sound  criticism,  but  they  have  a  tendency  to  the  Academic  principles,  not  so  much  in  vogue 
now  as  in  Sir  Joshua's  day.    Tyrwhitfs  Handbook  [6213.12]  is  a  convenient  manual. 

Ancient  painting.  Digby  Wyatt's  "Fine  art"  [6232.2]  has  a  summarized  sketch  of  ancient  art.  The  material  for  its  history  among  the  ancient 
nations  is  necessarily  scant,  but  chapters  in  Wornum  [6213.3]  will  probably  suffice  the  general  reader  regarding  the  painting  among  the  Aztecs,  the  Asian 
peoples,  Japanese,  etc. ;  but  he  may  desire  the  fuller  accounts  of  JJflr^ptian  painting  to  be  found  in  Wilkinson's  "  Manners  and  customs  of  the  ancient 
Egyptians  "  [5926.3].  And  so  of  Greece,  to  which  Wornum  devotes  tluee  chapters  (he  also  wrote  the  article  '•  Painting  "  in  Smith's  '*  Dictionary  of  Greek 
and  Roman  antiquities"),  the  reader  may  find  in  Taine  [6217.2],  who  is  ciiiefly  dependent,  however,  on  the  remains  of  sculpture,  an  exposition  of  climatic  and 
ethnological  tiieories,  while  Winckelmann,  in  his  "Ancient  art"  [6211.1],  is  not  to  be  forgotten  by  tlie  student,  and  is  reviewed  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  April, 
1873.  See  also  Van  Brunt's  papers  on  the  principles  of  Greek  art  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  June,  1861,  etc.  There  are  chapters  on  Greek  art  in  Grote'i  "  History 
of  Greece  "  [5926.1],  and  in  Ftlton's  Lectures.  Also  see  chap.  22  of  Lloyd's  "  Age  of  Pericles  "  [5921.12].  Greenough's  "Apelles  and  his  contemporaries  " 
[536.10]  is  a  novel.  There  is  a  chapter  on  Greek  landscape  in  vol.  3  of  Ruskin's  "  Modern  painters  "  [6236.18].  Max  MUllei's  "  Chips"  [5616.1.1]  has  a  paper 
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on  the  art  use  of  their  mythology.  For  Roman  psintinf?,  we  are  largely  dependent  on  the  discoveries  at  Pompeii,  which  see.  See  also  chapters  in  histories 
of  Rome  like  Monimsen's  [5516.1],  and  popular  compends  like  Lord's  "  Roman  world  "  [826.10]. 

Early  Christian  art  forms  a  section  of  Milman's  "  Latin  Christianity  '  [5817.11],  and  several  of  Mrs.  Jameson's  books  point  out  the  connection  of  the 
religious  sentiment  with  its  artistic  treatment.    See  the  note  on  the  Catacombs  in  the  Library  Bulletin,  vol.  ii,  p.  289. 

Italian  paintitvg.  The  English  translation  of  Vasari's  Lives,  above-named,  will  supply  the  general  reader  with  all  that  hb  wants.  The  failure  of 
Lanzi,  in  his  "History  of  painting"  [0215.4],  to  recognize  sufficiently  the  claims  of  the  earlier  Italian  painters,  led  Kugler  to  write  his  history  of  the 
Italian  schools  ftom  the  time  of  Constantine  down,  which,  under  the  editing  of  Sir  Charles  Eastlake,  became  one  of  Murray's  handbooks,  prefixed  to  which 
will  be  found  a  list  of  authorities.  See  Mrs.  Jameson's  brief  memoirs  of  the  earlier  artists,  and  the  historical  surveys  of  Taine  in  his  "  Italy  "  [.5522.2].  See 
also  the  biographies  of  Da  Vinci,  Michel-Aiigelo,  Raphael ;  of  the  later  eclectic  school,  Carracci,  Domenichino,  Correggio,  Guido ;  of  the  Venetian  school, 
Titian,  Tintoretto,  Paul  Veronese;  of  the  naturalists,  Coravaggio,  Spagnoletto,  Salvator  Rosa,  and  of  Cellini  in  this  and  in  the  Bates  Hall  catalogues. 
There  is  a  paper  on  the  Venetian  school  in  the  Westminster  review,  1873;  and  much  of  interest  in  Pater's  "  Renaissance  "  [5925.2].  Roscoe's  "  Lorenzo  de' 
Medici"  [5525.1]  and  "I^eo  X  "  [5526.6]  deal  largely  with  the  artistic  aspects  of  that  period. 

Beside  chapters  (16, 17)  in  Wornum,  the  general  reader  will  find  a  popular  review  in  Viardot's  "  Wonders  of  Italian  art "  [1714  23] ;  w  hile  the  student 
will  seek  the  new  and  elaborate  history  by  Crowe  and  Cavalcaselle  [6213.2].  See  also  Goethe's  "  Winckelmana  und  sein  Jahrhundert,"  in  his  Werke 
[5737.1.13];  and  an  excellent  guide  in  Burckhardt's  "  Cicerone  "  [6216.1].  Travels  in  Italy  almost  always  cover  more  or  less  the  art-sighta,  like  Hillards  "Six 
months  in  Italy  "  [426.8] ;  Jameson's  "  Diary  of  an  ennuyge  "  [427.3],  etc.  Art  novels,  like  Greenough's  "  Ernest  Carroll  "  [737.28]  and  AUston'i  "  Monaldi," 
will  be  found  of  interest. 

German  painting.  The  general  reader  will  find  a  concise  account  of  the  art  of  illumination  in  book  2  of  Womum  [6213.3] ;  but  see  in  this  connection 
the  note  in  the  Library  Bulletin  for  April,  1876. 

Murray's  Handbook  for  the  German  school,  which  was  originally  issued  as  a  translation  of  Kugler,  with  notes  by  Sir  Edmund  Head,  1846,  wa« 
reissued,  so  nearly  re-written  by  Dr.  Waagen,  1864  [6214.1],  as  to  make  a  new  work,  in  the  preface  of  which  he  has  given  a  careful  account  of  the  sources  of 
the  history.    See  also  the  lives  of  Durer,  Holbein,  etc. 

For  later  German  painting,  see  the  pleasing  experiences  in  Mrs.  Jameson's  "  Sketches  "  [5618.3],  and  Miss  Howitt's  "  Art-student  in  Munich."  See  the 
summary  in  the  concluding  chapter  of  Grimm's  "  Life  of  Michael  Angelo  "  [1022.2]. 

Flemish  and  Dutch  painting.  For  the  earlier  art,  see  chap.  30  of  Wornum  [6213.3,  where,  on  p.  459,  will  be  found  an  enumeration  of  authorities] ; 
Waagen 's  "  Handbook  "  [6214.1] ;  but  probably  the  best  special  treatise  is  that  by  Crowe  and  Cavalcaselle  on  "  The  early  Flemish  painters  "  [6215.3].  Taine's 
Essay  [6217.1]  represents  the  philosophizing  element  in  modem  critical  history.    Stephen's  monograph  [6211.8]  is  the  latest  contribution. 

See  also  in  this  and  in  Bates  Hall  catalogues  for  the  Flemish  school  (catholic  Brabant),  the  biographies  of  Rubens,  Vandyck,  Teniers,  Snyders,  etc. ; 
and  for  the  Dutch  school  (protestant  Holland),  those  of  Rembrandt,  Vanderhelst,  Cuyp,  Terburg,  Ostade,  Wouvermans,  etc. 

French  painting.  Kugler  gave  small  space  to  France  in  his  Handbook,  and  so  Sir  E.  Head  prepared  a  special  manual  for  Murray's  series,  in  which  he 
recapitulates  the  authorities.  Chapter  32  of  Wornum  is  devoted  to  France,  and  he  gives  on  p.  490  the  principal  authorities.  There  is  a  chapter  in  Guizot'a 
"History  of  France"  [5010.2]  on  the  art  of  Louis  xrv's  time.    See  Hamerton  [426.19]  for  contemporary  painters,  and  Stigand's  Heine  [5721.1]. 

The  principal  biographies  illustrative  of  French  painting  are  those  of  Poussin,  Claude  Lorraine,  Watteau,  Greuze,  David  (who  revived  the  classical 
school  during  the  first  empire),  Prudhon,  Delaroche,  Vemet,  Schefler,  Delacroix,  Ingres,  etc.,  most  of  which  must  be  searched  for  in  the  Bates  Hall 
catalogues.  On  Frere  and  the  artists  of  this  day,  see  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  43;  Thackeray's  "Paris  sketch  book  "[339.21],  and  the  Atlantic  monthly, 
Sept.,  1875. 

Spanish  painting.  Besides  Head's  Handbook,  the  general  manual  on  Spain  by  Ford  [5917.1],  and  chapter  29  in  Womum  [6213.3,  who  gives  the  chief 
authorities  on  p.  395],  constitute  in  English  a  full  survey.  Hay,  in  his  "  Castilian  days  "  [227.2],  has  a  chapter  on  the  galleries  of  Madrid.  See  also  general 
travels  in  Spain. 

English  painting.  The  lives  of  Holbein,  Rubens,  Vandyck,  and  Kneller,  who  carried  foreign  taste  into  England,  indicate  rather  the  patronage  of  art 
in  that  country,  since  there  could  hardly  be  said  to  be  a  native  school,  until  Hogarth.  Walpole's  "  Anecdotes  of  painting  "  refer  to  this  pre-Hogarthian 
period.    Wornum  [6213.3],  in  his  closing  chapters,  gives  a  summary. 

The  history  of  British  painting  can  be  well  traced  in  the  following  lives: — Hogarth,  Reynolds,  George  Romney,  West,  Richard  Wilson, 
Gainsborough,  William  Blake,  Fuseli,  Opie,  Haydon,  David  Scott,  William  Etty,  Turner,  Constable,  William  Collins,  Lawrence,  Stothard,  Wilkie,  and 
Leslie.    Most  of  the  material  on  these  artists  must  be  sought  for  in  the  Bates  Hall  catalogues. 

There  is  a  paper  on  recent  art  in  Bayne's  "  Essays  "  [1226.15];  "  State  of  English  painting,"  in  Quarterly  review,  1873.  Wilkie  Collins's  "  Hide  and 
seek"  [326.1]  concerns  in  part  recent  artists'  life. 

Painting  in  the  United  States.  Tuckerman's  "  Book  of  the  artists,"  1867  [1511.6],  is  the  best  work,  including  the  fullest  memoir  yet  published  of  Allston, 
and  covering  also  the  careers  of  such  Americans  as  achieved  or  increased  their  reputation  in  England,  like  West,  Copley,  and  Leslie. 

There  are  reminiscences  of  painters  by  John  Neal,  in  the  Atlantic  monthly  for  Dec,  1868,  and  March,  1869.  See  "  First  American  art  academy  "  in 
Lippincott's  magazine,  vol.  9;  Bryant's  address  on  Cole,  in  his  Orations  [1926.1];  "American  artists  in  Italy,"  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  41. 

Biographical  dictionaries.  Spooner's  is  an  extensive  compilation,  and  on  the  whole  the  best  for  general  use.  Biographies  of  artists  will, 
however,  be  found  in  Brande  and  Cox's  Cyclopaedia,  in  Appleton's,  in  Chambers's,  and  in  Thomas's  Biographical  dictionary ;  and  for  the  ancients,  in 
Sjnith's  "  Dictionary  of  Greek  and  Roman  biography; "  and  in  the  case  of  English  or  American  artists,  who  have  also  been  writers,  in  Allibone.

Note.  —  The  second  chapter  of  the  second  volume  of  Gage's 
"  Life  of  Ritter  "  [1024.8]  reviews  the  list  of  authorities  from 
the  Gentile  writers  before  Christ  down  to  our  day,  including 
important  articles  in  periodicals;  and  in  the  third  appendix  to 
the  same  volume  will  be  found  a  summary  of  the  literature  on 
Palestine,  by  Tobler,  the  first  living  authority.

The  modern  scientific  explorations  began  in  1805-7.  In 
1838,  Robinson  made  his  remarkable  advance,  as  an  explorer, 
and  his  books  [5810.5,  etc.],  after  thirty  year*,  are  still  the  most 
valuable  on  the  geography,  and  with  their  ignoring  of  le- 
gendry,  have  found  their  nrmest  admirer  in  Ritter,  and  have 
instigated  the  later  researches  of  Schultz,  Krartt,  Tobler,  and 
Gaduw.  Within  a  few  years  after  this,  tw  o  English  travellers 
gave  vivid  and  popular  accounts  of  Palestine,  —  Kinglake, 
in  his  "Eothen^'  [228.1],  in  1*38;  and  Warburton,  in  his 
"  Crescent  and  cross,''  in  1843  [317.8].  Ten  years  later,  1852, 
the  United  States  government  aided  science  by  the  publica- 
tion of  Lynch's  expedition  to  the  Jordan  and  the  Dead  sea 
[421.9],  the  standard  authority  on  this  region;  and  in  the  next 
year,  1853,  biblical  scholars  received  the  most  important  con- 
tribution in  English  since  Robinson  in  Dean  Stanley's  book 
[5923.1].  Macgregor's  "  Rob  Roy  on  the  Jordan '"  [423.17]  gives 
some  new  views  on  the  site  of  Capernaum.  See  further.  Porter's 
"  Giant  cities  of  Bashan  "  [5915.7];  Dixon's  "  Holy  Land  " 
[428.1];  Prime's  "Tent  life"  [425.1];  Thackeray  s  "  From 
Cornhill  to  Cairo  "  [513.1.7];  and  Thomson's  "  Land  and  the 
book  "  [224.5]. 
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Palestine,  continued. 

Beside  Robinson  and  Kitto  on  the  physical  geography, 
theic  is  in  English  the  valuable  work  of  Tristram,  2d  edition, 
ISijti  [in  Bates  Hall];  but  the  great  German  autljority  is 
Ritter,  1850;  and  Gage's  English  adaptation  retains  all  of  the 
original  that  illustrates  the  Bible.  Rittcr's  views  and  methods, 
witli  the  advantage  of  the  latest  researches,  have  been  pre- 
sented for  popular  appreciation  by  Burt  [421.8].  T)ie  brilliant 
enthusiasm  of  Chateaubriand  [56:32.3 .5]  is  well-known,  but  he 
18  of  no  value  as  an  authority ;  while  the  etiually  famous 
"  Souvenirs  "  of  Lamartine,  by  his  own  acknowledgment,  have 
nothing  either  of  science,  history,  geography,  or  manners. 

What  has  been  done  by  the  Palestine  exploration  fund  of 
England  has  been  mentioned  in  the  note  under  Jerusalem, 
and  will  be  found  epitomized  in  "  Our  work  in  Palestine 
[423.10],  including  Capt.  Warren's  explorations  east  of  the 
Jordan,  in  Lebanon,  etc.,  abridged  from  the  detail  of  the 
quarterly  statements. 

For  guide  books,  that  of  Murray  [5936.1]  is  admirable,  re- 
ceiving the  praise  of  Tobler,  and  the  English  reader  can 
hardly  And  anything  better  for  a  single  survey,  and  it  has  a 
special  summary  of  the  divisions  into  sects  of  the  modern  in- 
habitants, with  enumeration  of  authorities.  In  Kitto,  the 
principal  authorities  on  the  subdivisions  of  the  subject  will 
be  found  grouped  together,  pointing  out  chapters  in  more 
general  works. 

For  maps,  there  is  in  Gage's  "  Life  of  Ritter,"  vol.  2,  ch.  2 
[1024.8],  a  sketch  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  chartography  ; 
but  the  general  reader  will  tind  the  maps  in  the  work  by 
Stanley,  and  Murray's  "  Handbook,"  generally  corrected  up  to 
date  of  publication. 

In  the  6th  vol.  of  Merivale's  "  History  of  the  Romans  " 
[5515.3]  there  is  a  map  of  Palestine  in  the  1st  centuiy.

Note.  —  Neal  is  a  defender  of  the  puritans,  and  he  is  re- 
viewed ill  Whipple's  Essays  [1936.2.1],  where  there  is  a  glow- 
ing tribute  to  their  influence  in  New  England  history;  and 
Higginson,  in  his  "  Atlantic  essays  "  [1915.2,  from  the  Atlan- 
tic monthly,  Sept.,  1863],  depicts  the  life  of  the  puritan  minis- 
ter in  New  England.  Palfrey's  delineation  of  the  puritan 
character,  in  his  "History  of  New  England"  [5016.2],  is  a 
moderate  and  generally  just  one,  as  opposed  to  the  stronger 
light  and  shade  of  Macaulay  in  his  "  Essay  on  Milton  " 
[5422.2],  and  of  Bancroft  in  his  "  History  of  the  United 
States"  [5012.3].  The  historical  relations  of  the  established 
church  to  the  schools  of  independents,  which  grew  out  of 
Puritanism,  is  shown  from  a  churchman's  point  of  view,  in 
Curteis's  Bampton  lectures  [5816.11].  Johnson  gives,  though 
briefly,  the  views  of  a  tory  in  his  Life  of  Butler  [12;i8.20]. 
M.  Arnold's  "  St.  Paul  and  protestantism  "  [5815.24]  has  an 
introduction  on  the  relations  of  puritanism  to  the  church  of 
England.  Parton,  in  Harper's  monthly.  May,  1875,  has  a 
paper  on  the  "  Caricatures  of  the  puritan  times." 

Works  like  Masson's  Milton  [see  note  under  Milton]  will 
afford  much  illustrative  detail  on  one  side  or  the  other. 
Kingsley's  essay  [1223.5]  has  a  popular  defence  of  the  puritan 
character,  and  mstances  the  habits  of  our  own  day  as  justify- 
ing their  views.  Also  see  Carlyle's  "  Heroes  and  hero-wor- 
ship" [1535.19]  and  Jettreasou's  "Book  about  the  clergy" 
[6320.6]. 

Histories  of  Massachusetts,  New  England,  and  Plymouth 
colony  embrace  the  general  subject,  and  particularly  the 
phases  of  the  movement  on  American  soil ;  but  the  distinction 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  settlers  of  Massachusetts 
were  the  proper  puritans,  who  would  purify  within  the 
church,  while  those  of  Plymoutli  were  seekers  of  that  reform 
on  an  independent  basis.  See  in  this  connection  Bacon's

Gibbon's  "  Roman 
empire  "  [824.9],  chap.  71,  is  devoted  to  the  topography  and  monuments ;  and  there  is  a  summary  of  the  antiquities  in  Lord's  "  Old  Roman  world"  [826.10], 
compiled  from  Dyer's  •'  History  of  the  city  "  [5512.5]. 

Becker's  "  Gallus  "  [0117.14]  has  a  thread  of  fiction,  but  is  a  close  study  of  manners.  See  also  the  illustrated  papers  on  the  old  Romans  at  home  in 
Harper's  monthly,  1872;  and  the  article  "Laurentium,"  based  on  Pliny's  letters,  in  Lippincott's  magazine,  Oct.,  1873.  Guhl  and  Koner  [5921.9]  are  of  assist- 
ance in  this  connection. 

Catacombs.  See  the  note  in  the  Library  Bulletin,  vol.  II,  p.  289;  but  a  general  survey  of  the  subject  may  be  found  in  McClintock  and  Strong's  Cyclo- 
psedia.  Murray's  Roiiic  gives  a  good  general  survey.  See  an  illustrated  paper  in  Harper's  monthly,  vols.  10  and  15,  and  April,  18G5,  and  a  chapter  in  Caste- 
lar's  "  Old  Rome  and  new  Italy  "  [824.11].    Cardinal  Wiseman's  historical  tale  "  Fabiola"  [736.19]  caused  a  great  increase  of  interest  on  the  subject. 

Mrs.  Jameson's  "  Sacred  and  legendarj'  art "  will  be  useful  in  this  connection  of  the  early  Christian  art  and  antiquities. 

Hemans's  "  Historic  and  monumental  Rome  "  [5517.7]  answers  for  much  investigation,  and  shows  what  has  been  done  of  recent  years ;  and  E.  A.  Free- 
man has  summarized  the  later  discoveries  in  a  paper  in  Macmillan's  magazine,  1874. 

General  history,  etc.,  modern  authorities. 

Book  V  of  Rawlinson's  "  Manual  of  ancient  history  "  [5921.10]  maps  out  the  subject  best  for  a  reader  intending  to  make  the  history  of  Rome  a  subject 
for  study. 

The  note  in  the  Lower  Hall  Catalogue  of  history  traces  the  rise  of  the  disbelief  in  the  legendary  history,  down  to  Niebuhr,  who  first  advanced  his 
views  in  a  lecture,  then  published  the  first  edition  of  liis  history  in  1811,  his  enlarged  edition  with  somewhat  modified  views  in  1827,  while  his  lectures,  pub- 
lished after  his  deatli  from  notes  taken  by  his  scholars,  bring  the  narrative  down  to  A.  1).  476,  and  present  his  more  matured  views,  beside  giving  a  particular 
review  of  the  sources  of  his  own  history.  With  indisputable  learning,  he  united  a  dogmatism,  and  a  boldness  in  pulling  down  and  building  up,  that  have 
produced  much  opposition  in  particulars,  while  his  general  results  have  been  in  good  part  accepted.  His  theory  of  the  existence  of  early  narrative  ballads, 
upon  which  the  later  Roman  historians  based  their  accounts,  was  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  English  readers  by  Dr.  Arnold,  and  in  his  subse<]uent 
history  [821.5]  he  lucidly  arranged  Niebuhr's  material,  whom  he  reverently  followed;  and  he  had  brought  his  narrative  down  to  the  second  Punic  war,  B.  C. 
218,  when  he  died.    Arnold's  sympathies  were  democratic.    See  Alison's  "  Miscellaneous  essays"  [1531.7]. 

The  clearest  exposition  of  Niebuhr's  ballad  theory  is  perhaps  to  be  found  in  Mocaulay's  preiace  to  his  "  Lays  of  ancient  Rome  "  [1614.17].  It  has  been 
controverted  by  Dyer,  in  the  introduction  to  liis  "  History  of  the  city  "  [5512.5]  and  in  his  *'  History  of  the  kings  "  [5512.6]. 

There  has  been  in  more  recent  writers  a  reaction  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  from  Niebuhr's  iconoclastic  views.  Dyer,  in  his  "  History  of  the  kings," 
1868,  has  aimed  to  preserve  as  nmch  as  possible  of  the  received  history,  maintaining  that  exaggerations  by  the  ancient  historians  do  not  invalidate  the  main 
outline  of  truth,  and  defending  Livy,  making  a  translation  of  him  the  text  of  his  book,  upon  which  he  strings  critical  inquiries.  Dyer,  in  his  "  History  of 
the  kings,"  has  a  dissertation  on  the  sources  of  early  Roman  history,  and  on  the  internal  evidences  of  their  credibility,  and  Michelet,  who  follows  Niebuhr 
nearly,  in  an  appendix  to  his  "Roman  commonwealth"  discusses  this  question,  while  in  his  introductinn  he  traces  the  rise  of  this  critical  doubt.  See 
Seeley's  edition  of  Livy,  Clarendon  press  series  [6112.3],  for  latest  conclusions,  the  editor  giving  a  clear  exposition  of  his  disbelief  in  the  legends. 

The  most  recent  histories  are  German.  Monimsen  [5516.1]  follows  Niebuhr  with  caution,  and  continues  the  history  to  the  establishment  of  the  military 
monarchy,  but  is  hardly  read  to-udvantage  except  by  those  somewhat  advanced  in  tlieir  knowledge  of  Roman  hiatoiy.  He  is  reviewed  in  L.  A.  Freeman's 
Essays  [5913.4.2].    Mommsen  thinks  there  is  no  authentic  history  till  Hannibal's  time. 

For  the  decline  of  the  republic,  I^ong's  history  [5512.2]  extends  from  the  destruction  of  Carthage  to  Cassar's  campaigns  in  Gaul,  and  he  gives  his 
authorities. 

Meri  vale's  "Historyof  the  Romans"  has  foot  note  references  to  his  authorities,  and  he  bridges  the  gap  between  Arnold  and  Gibbon,  B.C.  100  to  A.  l>.  180, 
and  his  1st  and  2d  volumes  cover  the  interval  from  the  first  triumvirate  to  the  death  of  Caesar;  the  3d  brings  the  narrative  to  Augustus;  the  4th  and  5th  to 
Claudius;  the  6th  to  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  A.  B.  70;  and  the  7th  to  Commodus,  where  Gibbon's '•  Decline  and  fall  of  the  Roman  empire"  [824.9] 
begins  A.  ]).  180,  coming  down  to  A.  D.  1420,  and  leaving  the  popes  in  temporal  power.  Seeley's  "  Roman  imperialism"  [5616.3]  is  a  rapid  review  of  the 
progress  and  fall  uf  the  empire. 

On  the  mUitary  history,  beside  the  ancients,  Polybius,  Livy,  Caesar,  etc.,  see  Gibbon's  first  chapter;  Ramsay's  article  "  Exercitus  "  in  Smith's  Dic- 
tionary ;  Napoleon's  Caesar,  and  the  lives  of  other  Roman  generals ;  and  on  their  military  engineering,  see  Viollet-le-Duc's  "  Annals  of  a  fortress"  [6223.4]. 
The  account  of  Joseplms  [5923.5]  on  the  siege  of  Jerusalem  is  instructive  in  this  respect. 

General  history  of  the  city. 

The  city  itself  is  the  subject  of  a  history  by  Dyer,  1865,  recording  its  vicissitudes,  without  entering  into  the  political  causes,  down  to  the  end  of  the 
middle  ages,  which  is  an  enlargement  of  the  excellent  and  very  thorough  article,  "  Roma,"  by  the  same  author,  in  Smith's  Dictionary.  Dyer  makes  good 
use  of  the  German  histories  of  Rome  in  the  middle  ages  by  Gregorovius,  1851,  wliich  begins  with  the  reign  of  Honorius  and  the  siege  by  Alaric  in  the  5th 
century  and  ends  with  the  16th  [5513.6],  and  by  Papencordt,  1857.  In  chapter  24  of  Conybeare  and  Howson's  '*  Life  of  St.  Paul"  there  is  a  good  account  of 
the  city  at  that  time,  and  in  Huebner's  "  Life  of  Sixtus  V  "  [5522.11],  particularly  in  part  6,  there  are  accounts  of  feudal  Rome  and  Rome  of  the  Renaissance 
under  Gregory  XIII  and  Sixtus  V.     For  tiic  middle  age  period,  see  a  chapter  in  Bryce's  "  Holy  Roman  empire  "  [5814.19]. 

Maps  of  the  city.    See  maps  in  Burn,  Merivale,  Murray,  and  other  books. 

History.     By  periods. 

I.  B.  C.  753  to  608.  Regal  period.  Livy  [outlined  6116.22]  is  the  most  copious ;  but  Plutarch's  Lives  [5932.5 ;  5932.7]  of  Romulus,  Numa,  and  Poplicola, 
maybe  read  in  connection.  It  is  the  value  of  these  authorities  that  has  given  rise  to  the  Niebuhr  controversy,  as  explained  above  in  the  section  on 
"  Modern  authorities."  There  is  a  summaiy  of  this  period  in  Philip  Smith's  "Ancient  history,"  ch.  20.  Florian's  "Numa  Pompilius"  [2019.1]  is  a  novel, 
whose  action  lies  in  that  king's  reign. 

Burn's  "  Rome  and  the  Campagna  "  is  a  most  elaborate  survey  to  establish  the  legends  of  the  regal  period  by  physical  geography.  The  sources  of  the 
early  history  are  examined  in  chapter  2  of  Hemans's  "  Historical  and  monumental  Rome  "  [5517.7]. 

II.  B.  C.  508«o340.  Commonwealth.  Livy,  Book  2  to  7  [6116.22]  and  Plutarch's  Lives  [5932.5;  5932.7]  of  Poplicola,  Coriolanus,  and  Cam  ill  us,  are 
still  the  most  accessible  of  the  ancient  authorities.  Of  the  moderns  Mommsen  [551t).l]  is  scanty ;  but  Niebuhr  [5514.6]  and  Arnold  [821.5]  are  copious.  A 
general  summary  of  the  entire  Commonwealth  period  will  be  found  in  Book  I  of  Napoleon's  "Caesar"  [5521.1].  Michelet's  "Roman  republic"  [826.11] 
covers  this  period  and  continues  to  the  founding  of  the  Empire. 

There  fall  within  this  period  the  "Defence  of  the  bridge  by  Iloratius  Codes,"  the  "  Battle  of  Lake  Regillus,"  and  the  well-known  story  of  "Virginia," 
all  of  which  are  celebrated  in  Macaulay's  "  Lays  "  [1614.17].    Coriolanus  is  the  subject  of  one  of  Shakespeare's  tragedies. 

III.  B.  C.  340  to  264.  Roman  supremacy,  etc.  Livy  [6116.22],  and  Plutarch's  Life  [5932.5 ;  6932.7]  of  Pyrrhus  may  be  compared  with  Mommsen  and 
Arnold,  as  before. 

IV.  B.  C.  264  to  133.  Punic  wars,  etc.  Polybius  is  the  preferable  authority,  but  Livy  [6116.22]  will  do  in  part,  supplemented  by  Plutarch's  Lives 
[5932.5;  59.32.7]  of  Fabius  Maximus,  Paulus  iEmilius,  Marcellus,  Marcus  Cato,  and  Flaminius,  with  Nepos  on  Hannibal.  Monimsen  [5516.1],  book  3, 
chap.  11  and  12.  is  particularly  strong  on  the  internal  condition  of  Rome  at  this  time;  and  Arnold's  Roine  [821.5]  is  remarkably  helpful  on  the  second  Punic 
war,  and  Hannibal. 

V.  B.  C.  133  to  30.  Foreign  and  civil  wars.  For  the  early  part  of  the  period  Plutarch,  in  his  Lives  [5932.5;  5932.7]  of  the  Gracchi,  Marius,  Sylla, 
Lucullus,  Crassus,  and  Sertorius,  with  Sallust  on  the  war  with  Jugurtha,  makes  the  chief  source  of  a  study.  For  the  latter  part,  Plutarch  again  in  his  Lives 
[5932.5;  6932.7]  of  Cicero,  Pompey,  CsBsar,  Cato  the  younger,  Brutus,  and  Antonius,  must  be  supplemented  by  Cicero's  speeches  and  letters;  by  Cajsar's 
"  Commentaries  "  [6115.5] ;  by  Sallust,  on  the  "  Conspiracy  of  Catiline,"  and  by  Suetonius,  in  his  "  Lives  of  the  Cfesars  "  [6117.8],  for  Julius  and  Octavius. 

Mommsen,  Michelet,  and  Merivale  are  the  chief  modern  authorities;  and  for  illustration  read  Addison's  tragedy  of  "  Cato,"  and  Shakespeare's 
"  Julius  Csesar"  and  "  Antony  and  Cleopatra."    The  conspiracy  of  Catiline  gives  a  plot  to  Herbert's  "  Roman  traitor  "  [716.13]. 
See  also  Napoleon's  "  Ctesar  "  [6521.1]  and  Forsyth's  "  Cicero  "  [5932,8]. 
Philip  Smith's  "  Ancient  liistory  "  gives  a  good  summary  of  this  period  in  his  7th  book. 

VI.  B.  C.  31  to  A.  D.  192.  Empire.  Tacitus,  Annals  and  History  [6115.7]  extend  from  the  closing  years  of  Augustus  to  the  death  of  Domitian.  Merivale 
thinks  the  History  more  trustworthy  tliaii  the  Annals.  Suetonius  in  his  "  Cassars"  [6117.8]  is  considered  not  always  trustworthy.  Plutarch's  Lives  [5932.5; 
5932.7]  of  Galba  and  Otho,  and  Josephus's  Antiquities  aud  Jewish  war  make  up  the  essential  authorities. 
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The  chief  modern  authority  in  English  is  Meri vale's  "  Romans  under  the  empire  "  [5515.3],  of  which  the  last  chapter  is  on  the  general  condition  of  the 
empire  at  this  time.  Iiecky's  "  History  of  morals"  [5914. IJ  shows  the  moral  effects  of  Christianity,  and  gives  an  account  of  the  persecution  of  the  Christians, 
while  a  further  account  of  their  relations  to  the  empire  can  be  found  in  Milman's  "  History  of  Christianity  "  i'Sn.l}.  "Lives  of  Augustus,  Nero,  Trajan, 
and  Hadrian,  necessarily  illustrate  tlie  period.  Gibbon  begins  liis  "  Decline  and  fall "  [824.9]  with  Commodus,  tlie  last  emperor  of  tliis  epoch.  De  Quincey'g 
'•  Cassars"  [1825.10]  is  a  cursory  sketch  of  tlie  line  of  emperors  down  to  Diocjesian,  touching  on  their  less  known  doings;  and  something  of  interest  will  be 
found  in  the  paper  on  the  barbarism  of  the  empire  in  De  Quincey's  "  Historical  essays  "  [1825.3]. 

There  is  a  summary  of  this  period  in  Book  8  of  Philip  Smitli's  "  Ancient  history.'" 

Illustrations  of  the  life  of  the  period  will  be  found  in  Whyte-Melville'a  "  Gladiators  "  [321.15],  time  A.  D.  (59;  and  in  Bulwer's  '*  Last  days  of  Pompeii" 
[336.13],  time  A.  l>.  79. 

VII.  A.  D.  193  to  284.  Empire,  continued.  The  writers  known  as  the  Augustan  historians  are  the  chief  source  of  our  knowledge,  and  De  Quincey 
bases  his  "  Cajsars"  [1825.10]  largely  upon  them;  and  Rawliuson,  in  his  "Manual  of  ancient  history  "  [5921.10],  points  out  the  details.  Gibbon's  liorae 
[824.9],  however,  supplies  the  best  narrative. 

Pictures  of  the  life  of  the  early  Christians,  and  their  persecutions  during  this  time,  can  be  found  in  Newman's  "  Callista"  [319.9];  in  Mrs.  Charles's 
"Victory  of  the  vanquished  "  [321.6],  and  in  W.  Ware's  "  Aurelian  "  [512.14]. 

VIII.  A.  i).  284  to  3^,  when,  the  Empire  was  divided.  Ammianus  Marcellinus  [6117.9]  may  be  followed  for  a  portion  of  the  time;  but  Gibbon 
[824.9],  iu  chapters  13  to  28,  will  suffice  the  general  reader.  Coiistantine  the  great  and  Julian  the  apostate  are  the  central  figures,  and  books  regarding  them 
may  be  consulted.    Mrs.  Lee's  "  Parthenia  "  [737.11]  concerns  the  apostate. 

IX.  A.  D.  395  to  476,  when  the  Empire  fell.  This  is  the  period  of  Alaric,  Attila  and  Genseric,  and  the  general  reader  will  find  enough  in  Gibbon's 
Rome  [824.9],  chapters  29  to  38,  and  in  Milman's  "  Latin  Christianity  "  [5817.11]. 

For  fiction,  see  Wilkie  CoUins's  "  Antonina  "  [326.4]. 

Lecky  says,  "  There  is  much  curious  information  about  the  growth  of  Roman  luxury  in  Pliny's  '  Natural  history,'  lib.  xxxvl;  and  the  movement  of 
decomposition  has  been  lately  fully  traced  by  Mommsen  in  his  ' History  of  Rome '  [5516.1] ;  by  DOUinger  in  his  'First  ages  of  Christianity '  [5813.4];  by 
Pressense  in  his  '  History  of  the  early  centuries  of  Christianity '  [5816.2] ;  and  in  the  beautiful  closing  chapters  of  Reuan's  '  Apostles '  [5812.8]."  There 
is  an  essay  on  the  Flavian  Caesars  in  E.  A.  Freeman's  "  Essays  "  [5913.4.2]. 

A  summary  of  the  period  of  decline  constitutes  Book  9  of  Philip  Smith's  "  Ancient  history ; "  and  in  Meri  vale's  "  Roman  empire  "  [5515.3],  chap.  33, 
there  is  an  estimate  of  the  sources  of  the  history  of  the  imperial  period.    See  also  in  this  connection  Smith's  "  Dictionary  of  biography,"  under  Tacitus. 

Later  periods  must  be  followed  under  Italy. 

Abridged,  compendious,  and  juvenile  histories. 

For  the  period  B.  o.  753  to  A.  D.  476,  Merivale's  "  General  history  "  [5517.8]  is  perhaps  the  best.  Lord's  "  Old  Roman  world  "  [826.10]  is  a  treatment  by 
topics  and  phases,  and  he  enumerates  authorities  at  the  end  of  his  chapters.  Book  3  of  his  "  Ancient  states  and  empires  "  [815.8]  is  a  compendious  history  of 
Rome ;  and  so  is  Book  5  of  Rawlinson's  "  Manual  of  ancient  history  "  [5921.10].

Literature. 

In  the  English  translations  of  Niebuhr  and  Mommsen,  and  in  Arnold's  History,  there  are  chapters  on  the  literature  of  Rome ;  in  the  biographies  of 
authors  in  Smith's  Dictionary  there  will  be  found  ample  references.  A  summary  of  the  literature  is  given  in  Lord's  "  Old  Roman  world  "  [826.10],  and  the 
64th  chapter  of  Merivale's  "  Romans  under  the  empire  "  [5515.3]  is  upon  the  literature  of  Trajan's  time.  Hallam,  in  his  literary  history  [1531.2],  traces  the 
fortunes  of  Latin  literature  in  the  15th,  IGth,  and  17th  centuries. 

There  is  a  general  survey  of  Latin  literature  in  Blackwood,  1874. 

Mythology. 

For  a  concise  account  of  the  religion  of  Rome,  see  Clarke's  "  Ten  great  religions  "  [1523.2]";  Coulanges'  "  Ancient  city  "  [5923.6] ;  also  the  chapters  in 
Mommsen  [5516.1];  and  Smith's  "  Dictionary  of  biography  and  mythology."  For  a  popular  account,  see  Bulfinch's  "Age  of  fable"  [1523.3.]  See  also 
Myths,  note. 

Travels,  description,   etc. 

The  literature  of  Roman  travel  is  examined  in  chap.  1  of  Hemans's  "  Historical  and  monumental  Rome  "  [5.517.1].  The  most  convenient  general 
descriptions  are  Murray's  [5526.4]  and  Baedeker's  [5528.2.2].  Eaton's  "  Rome  in  the  19th  century  "  [5516.6]  is  a  popular  descriptive  volume,  with  illustrations, 
but  the  most  elaborate  pictorial  helps,  beside  those  mentioned  under  the  head  of  antiquities,  are  Burn's  "  Rome  and  the  Campagna,"  with  maps  and  plans, 
presenting  the  latest  archaeological  and  topographical  investigations,  and  rendered  particularly  useful  to  the  classical  scholar  by  its  index  to  passages  in  the 
ancient  writers,  1871,  and  Wey's  "  Rome  "  [5520.1 ;  5520.2],  rambling  and  unsystematic,  but  devoted  to  both  the  ancient  and  modern  city,  and  it  has  346  excel- 
lent wood  engravings.  The  sumptuous  French  history  of  the  recent  Ecumenical  council  in  the  Bates  Hall  offers  admirable  illustrations  of  the  religious 
ceremonies  of  modern  Rome;  see  also  a  popular  paper  on  Holy  week  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  9,  and  another  on  the  church  ceremonies,  by  L.  Abbott, 
in  vol.  45. 

Story's  "  Roba  di  Roma  "  is  an  excellent  miscellany  of  information  regarding  the  modern  city ;  and  Taine  [5522.2.1]  and  Norton's  "  Travel  and  study  " 
[426.12]  otter  the  observations  of  scholarly  minds.  Among  general  books  of  Italian  travels,  there  may  be  named  as  characteristic:  Hare's  "  Walks  in  Rome," 
1871  [5526.13] ;  Strotlier's  pictorial  narrative  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  15 ;  the  "  Eternal  city  "  in  vol.  44 ;  tlie  "  Rome  of  to-day  "  in  Atlantic  monthly,  April, 
1859;  "  Rome  in  midsummer,"  in  Longfellow's  "  Outre-mer  "  [1838.4.1] ;  Hawthorne's  •'  Marble  faun  "  [1813.2]  and  "  Italian  note-books "  [1839.3]. 

See  also  general  travels  in  Italy,  like  Hillard's  "Six  months"  [426.8],  etc.;  and  a  paper  on  present  social  life  in  Rome  by  T.  A.  Trollope,  in 
Lippincott's  magazine,  June,  1874.    Hare's  "  Days  near  Rome  "  [5527.15]  pertains  particularly  to  the  hilly  country  seen  from  the  city.

Popular  histories  are  those  of  Scott,  both  in  the  "  Tales  of  a  grandfather,"  and  in  the  "  History  of  Scotland."  The  former  is  an  abridged  history  from 
Macbeth  down,  selecting  picturesque  episodes  and  prominent  points ;  the  latter  gives  attention  chiefly  to  the  elucidation  of  principles,  but  Palgrave  says  that 
having  exhausted  his  pleasurable  stores  in  the  tales,  Scott  thus  ruined  his  history. 

The  latest  and  most  elaborate  general  history  is  that  by  Burton  [5418.6].  He  is  a  thorough  antiquarian,  but  as  a  historian  he  possesses  the  modern 
skeptical  view  regarding  the  early  unchronicled  periods,  and  finds  the  dawn  of  true  history  in  Malcolm  Canmore's  reign,  1057-93.  His  narrative  of  the 
Roman  and  unrecorded  ages  of  heathen  belief  is  ample.  His  treatment  of  the  St.  Columba  period  may  be  contrasted  with  the  reverent  belief  of  Monta- 
lembert,  in  his  "  Monks  of  the  West "  [5.514.5].  See  also  in  this  connection  the  Duke  of  Argyle's  "  lona  "  [427.9].  See  also  Palgrave's  "  Normandy  and  Eng- 
land," on  the  beginning  of  Scottish  history  in  Malcolm's  time. 

There  are  three  phases  to  the  earliest  history  of  Scotland!  First,  a  fulness  of  fabulous  detail.  Second,  a  confounding  of  the  Picts  and  Scots.  Third, 
an  obscurity  attending  everything  like  authentic  detail.  The  third  century  is  the  Ossian  period,  and  the  literature  of  that  subject  yields  discussions  more 
or  less  historical.    See  McPherson's  Ossian  [1613.19]  and  its  dissertations. 

For  the  Norwegian  invasion,  1264,  see  the  translation  of  the  old  Saga  of  Haco  in  Buchanan's  "  Land  of  Lome  "  [424.11],  chapter  14. 

The  long  interval  of  the  contest  with  England  will  be  found  illustrated  in  Freeman's  "  History  of  the  Norman  conquest  in  England  "  [5014.4],  and  it 
forms  the  distinctive  feature  of  Burton's  third  volume.  For  illustrations  of  the  period  of  "Wallace  and  Bruce,  see  the  note  under  Scott.  Miss  Porter's  "  Scot- 
tish chiefs"  [1225.19]  pertains  to  this  epoch,  but  though  a  favorite  novel,  it  is  not  considered  trustworthy  as  a  guide  to  the  understanding  of  the  times.  In  a 
later  period,  the  captivity  of  King  James  i  in  England,  Miss  Yonge  has  found  a  subject  for  her  "  Caged  lion  "  [318.12].  Robertson's  well-known  history, 
while  it  is  introduced  by  a  cursory  examination  of  antecedent  Scottish  history,  is  confined  to  the  reign  of  Mary,  and  down  to  James  vi's  accession 'to  the 
English  throne  in  1603.  Buckle  says  of  Robertson  that  he  is  still  valuable  because  of  his  broad  views,  and  that  he  made  wonderful  use  of  the  material  he  had 
in  his  time.    See  the  note  under  Mary,  queen  of  Scots.    Miss  Strickland's  "  Lives  of  the  queens  "  [627.1]  will  be  found  a  companionable  commentary. 

Stanhope's  Queen  Anne,  chap,  viii,  and  Smyth's  25th  lecture,  are  on  the  union  in  Queen  Anne's  time,  and  in  Smyth  will  be  found  the  general  charac- 
teristics of  its  history  and  historians.  For  the  subsequent  rebellions,  see  Jesse's  "Memoirs  of  the  pretenders  "  [5426.14],  and  for  that  of  1745,  see  the  excellent 
account  in  Stanhope's  "  History  of  England  "  [838.3]. 

For  the  manners,  of  which  the  traits  are  gone  or  just  lingering,  nothing  is  better  than  Dean  Ramsay's  book  [.5637.2]. 

For  estimates  of  the  Scottish  character,  see  Macaulay's  third  volume  [838.1]  and  Froude's  third  volume  [826.9]. 

Church  history.  The  history  of  the  church  of  Scotland  is  closely  connected  with  that  of  the  state,  but  it  can  be  distinctively  traced  for  a  general  review, 
dwelling  upon  prominent  points,  in  Stanley's  Lectures  [5812.6],  or  in  particular  chapters  of  Burton,  and  in  AlacCrie's  "  Story  of  the  Scottish  church  "  [5816.22]. 

Dividing  the  record  into  epochs,  we  refer  for  the  early  Celtic  period  to  Montalembert's  "  Monks  of  the  West"  [5514.5]. 

For  the  Ueformation,  period,  see  lives  of  Knox ;  Burton's  4th  volume ;  chapters  in  Froude's  History  [826.9],  and  his  essay  on  "  The  influence  of  the  refor- 
mation on  the  Scottish  character,"  in  his  "  Short  studies  "  [1911.5.1],  in  which  he  rebuts  Buckle's  chapter  on  the  Scotch,  and  in  his  "  History  of  civilization  " 
[5417.1].    See  the  note  under  Reibrmation,  and  the  list  of  authorities  in  Fisher's  "  Reformation  "  [.5813.7,  p.  587]. 

For  the  period  of  the  CovenatUers,  from  the  first  banding  against  enforced  episcopacy  in  1638,  to  the  revolution  of  1688,  Dodd's  book,  "  Fifty  years 
struggle  of  the  Scottish  covenanters  "  [5417.9],  is  a  useful  popular  sketch.  See  also  Burnet's  "  Own  time  "  [.5410.4] ;  and  Macaulay's  History  [838.1] ;  a  paper  in 
Harper's  monthly,  vol.  40;  and  Peter  Bayne's  article  in  the  Contemporary  review,  1875,  on  the  Covenanters,  Charles  II,  and  Argyle. 

There  is  much  in  the  2d  volume  of  Buckle's  "  History  of  civilization  "  [.5417.1]  on  the  condition  of  Scotland  from  the  14tli  century,  and  on  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  Scottish  intellect. 

Literature  and  art. 

David  Irving's  is  the  most  considerable  history  of  Scottish  poetry,  1861,  covering  the  interval  from  Ossian  to  Lady  Wardlaw.  For  dissertations  upon 
Scottish  songs  and  ballads,  see  the  prefaces  and  introductions  to  such  collections  as  Murray's  [5626.5] ;  Chambers's  "  Songs  of  Scotland  prior  to  Burns  " 
[5637.1];  Percy's  "  Reliques  "  [1613.12];  Scott's  "  Minstrelsy  of  the  border,"  in  which  he  runs  over  the  labor  of  his  predecessors  in  preserving  these  records. 
See  a  bibliography  of  this  department  in  Child's  "  Ballads  "  [5628.5.1] ;  and  articles  in  Prescott's  essays  [1537.8 ;  5237.3] ;  and  in  Kingsley's  essays  on  "  Burns 
and  his  school "  [1223.5].

HunTie  weirs  "  Lands  of  Scott  "  [5626.10]  is  a  convenient  key  to  the  scenery  of  Scott's  novels  and  poems ;  and  a  sample  of  the  criticism  with  which  they 
were  received  can  be  found  in  Jeffrey's  Essays  [.5610.8].    See  other  references  later  under  LIVES,  etc. 

Count  liolert  of  Paris,  A.  I).  1090.  This  nov'el  is  a  general  study  of  the  times  of  the  first  crusade,  rather  than  a  close  correspondence  to  the  historical 
events  of  tliat  period.  The  scene  is  in  and  about  Constantinople  at  the  time  when  the  army  of  the  crusaders  had  reached  that  city  on  their  way  to  the  Holy 
Land.  So  far  as  tlie  events  are  historical,  they  can  be  cursorily  surveyed  in  Cox's  "  Crusades  "  [628.1] ;  but  for  more  extended  study,  see  chapters  48,  49  and  50 
of  Gibbon's  "  Roman  empire"  [824.9]  and  Milman's  "  Latin  Christianity  "  [5817.11]. 

The  betrothed,  A.  D.  1187,  etc.  A  tale  of  tlie  warfare  ou  the  Welsh  bolder  at  the  time  when  the  third  crusade  was  in  contemplation,  and  efforts  were 
making  to  turn  the  wairing  propensities  of  the  age  against  the  inlidel.  Scott  himself  says,  "  The  war  between  the  Welsh  and  the  Norman  lords  of  the 
marches  is  a  period  wlien  all  freedom  might  be  taken  with  the  strict  truth  of  history  without  encountering  any  well-known  fact  which  might  render  the 
narrative  improbable."    The  general  histories  of  England  covering  the  reign  of  Henry  ii  will  elucidate  the  historical  bearing  of  the  events. 

The  talUman,  A.  D.  1193.  This  story  of  the  third  crusade,  with  the  scenes  in  Palestine,  contrasts  strongly  the  characters  of  Richard  Cceur-de-Lion  and 
Saladin.  The  personages  are  historical,  but  tlie  action  is  chiefly  fictitious.  As  far  as  the  events  have  a  relation  to  history,  they  can  be  compared  with  the 
summaries  regarding  the  third  crusade  in  Gibbon's  59th  chapter  [824.9];  in  Hume's  [.5413.2];  Lingard's  [5417.8],  and  Knight's  England  [.5413.1]  under  the 
reign  of  Richard  l ;  the  account  given  in  James's  "  History  of  Richard  Ca>ur-de-Lion  "  [.5526.7]  ;  and  the  narrative  in  Guizot's  "  History  of  France  "  [5510.2] 
during  the  time  of  Philip  Augustus,  who  appears  in  "The  talisman;"  but  a  more  particular  delineation  of  this  rival  of  Richard  can  be  found  in  James's 
novel, '•  Philip  Augustus"  [722.7].  An  account  of  this  crusade  will  be  found  in  Palmer  and  Besant's  "City  of  Herod  and  Saladin"  [5924.2].  It  may  be 
of  interest  to  compare  Scott's  delineation  of  Saladin  with  that  of  Lessing  in  his  '•  Nathan  the  wise,"  a  drama  [5736.4]. 

Ivanhot,  A.  D.  1191.  This  novel,  in  s  >me  respects  Scott's  best,  and  his  first  attempt  outside  of  Scottish  history,  introduces  Cceur-de-Lion  in  disguise 
as  a  knight,  and  it  is  an  interesting  study  of  a  period  in  English  history,  when  the  subjugated  Saxons  had  not  yet  lost  their  characteristics  under  the  rule 
of  the  Normans.  Other  well-known  characters  are  Friar  Tuck,  Robin  Hood,  Isaac  of  York,  a  representative  of  the  Jews  in  England  at  this  time,  and  his 
daughter  Rebecca,  the  Jewish  maiden. 

Robin  Hood  appears  in  Ivanhoe,  and  he  is  also  a  character  in  James's  "  Forest  days  "  [327.14].  The  historical  standing  of  this  semi-mythical  hero  is 
explained  in  Prof.  Child's  introduction  to  vol.  v  of  his  "  English  and  Scottisu  ballads  "  [5628.5.5],  also  in  Atlantic  monthly,  Dec,  1859;  and  in  Thierry's 
Norman  conquest  [.5417.2.2].    See  also  Timbs's  "  Abbeys,  castles,  etc."  [5138.1]. 

GaMe  Dangerous,  A.  D.  1306-7.  This  novel  has  its  scenes  in  the  time  of  Bruce  of  Scotland,  and  pictures  the  efforts  of  Lord  Douglas,  "  Black  Douglas," 
one  of  Bruce's  adherents,  to  advance  the  Scottish  attempts  to  wrest  Scotland  from  the  rule  of  Edwaid  of  England.  Considerable  liberty  is  taken  with 
historical  events. 

The  lord  of  the  isles,  A.  D.  1307-14.  The  historic  inteJest  of  this  poem  centres  in  Bruce  and  Bannockburn,  which  conflict  is  described  in  the  last  canto. 
Scott's  "Talcs  of  a  grandfather"  [9.39.5]  may  be  read  in  connection,  and  other  histories  of  Scotland,  particularly  Burton's  [5418.6.2],  and  histories  of 
England  covering  the  reign  of  Edward  I.    Grace  Aguilars  "  Days  of  Bruce  "  [533.19]  is  anotner  imaginative  portrayal  of  this  epoch. 

The  fair  maid  of  Perth,  A.  D.  1402.  Time  of  King  Robert  III  of  Scotland.  Illustrates  the  wild  mediaeval  manners ;  the  wager  of  battle  between  leaders 
of  rival  Highland  clans ;  and  the  haughty  power  of  the  Douglas,  beside  the  throne. 

quentin  Durward,  A.  D.  1470.  This  novel  was  tlie  first  of  Scott's  ventures  on  a  continental  theme,  and  it  shows  the  period  of  the  decay  of  chivalry  in 
France,  under  I.,ouis  XI,  who  with  Charles  the  bold  of  Burgundy  is  the  leading  hero.  The  French  king  is  depicted  with  detestable  characteristics;  and  his 
nature  is  closely  analyzed  in  Scott's  introduction  to  the  novel.  Charles  is  painted  somewhat  grosser  than  Kirk,  in  his  "  Charles  the  bold  "  [5811.1],  admits  to 
be  true ;  but  see  E.  A.  Freeman's  Essays  [5913.4].  Guizot's  "  History  of  France  "  [5510.2]  will  suffice  for  the  general  reader  concerning  the  historical  bearings 
of  this  novel.  For  comparison,  "Victor  Hugo's  "  Hunchback  of  Notre-Dame"  [511.27]  aft'ords  another  study  of  JiOuis's  character;  and  an  altogether  different 
kind  of  delineation  of  these  times  will  be  found  in  Charles  Reade's  "  Cloister  and  the  hearth  "  [316.24]. 

Anne  of  Geierstein,  A.  D.  1474-77.  The  story  turns  in  its  historical  data  on  the  union  of  the  Swiss  with  Louis  XI  of  France  to  defeat  Charles  the  bold, 
and  some  of  the  same  characters  appear,  as  in  "  Quentin  Durward."  The  novelist  has  turned  the  historic  events  pretty  freely  to  his  own  uses,  and  he  wrote 
of  Swiss  scenery  without  personal  knowledge  of  it.  The  reader  will  follow  events  to  his  satisfaction  in  Zschokke's  "  History  of  Switzerland  "  [.5914.5]  and 
Fioissart's  "  Chronicles"  [.5920.2],  beside  the  general  histories  of  France.  Scott,  in  his  introduction,  gives  elucidatory  explanations  of  the  Vehmgerichte> 
the  famous  tribunal  of  Westphalia,  which  makes  a  feature  of  this  novel,  as  it  had  before  in  his  dramatic  sketch  of  "  The  house  of  Aspen,"  and  in  his 
translation  of  Goethe's  "  Goetz  von  Berlichingen." 

Marmion,  A.  D.  1513.  This  poem  shows  the  adventures  of  a  fictitious  personage,  but  they  are  given  an  historical  bearing  as  connected  with  the  causes 
of  the  battle  of  Flodden  Field,  and  with  the  battle  itself,  when  the  Earl  of  Surrey  for  Henry  the  Eighth  of  England  defeated  King  James  IV  of  Scotland. 
The  English  historians,  like  Hume  [5413.2],  Lingard  [.5417.8],  and  Froude  [82l).9],  touch  almost  wholly  on  the  political  aspects  attending  Flodden  Field,  and 
more  details  of  the  conflict  must  be  sought  in  Burton's  Scotland  [5418.6]  and  Scott's  "  Tales  of  a  grandfather  "  [939.53.  There  is  an  account  of  the  locality 
in  Howitt's  "Visits  to  remarkable  places  "  [235.2]. 

The  lady  of  the  lake,  A.  D.  about  1540.  This  poem,  perhaps  the  most  popular  of  Scott's  poems,  depicts  Highland  manners  and  customs  in  contrast  with 
those  of  the  Lowlands ;  has  its  scene  about  Loch  Katrine,  and  turus  in  good  part  upon  highland  irruptions  into  the  lowlands,  and  a  personal  conflict  of  tile 
Scottish  king  with  a  Highland  leader. 
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The  lay  of  the  last  minHrel,  A.  D.  about  1550.  This  poem,  told  in  cantos  by  a  minstrel,  depicts  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  Scotch  and  English 
border,  more  particularly  in  warfare,  and  with  a  mixture  of  Scottisli  popular  demonology. 

The  monastery,  A.  D.  15.59-68.  As  in  "  The  lay  of  the  last  minstrel,"  the  scenery  is  laid  at  Melrose  abbey ;  and  in  his  introduction  Scott  points  out  his 
variations  from  the  geography  of  the  neighborhood.  The  ecclesiastical  life  of  the  abbey  is.  however,  at  a  diflferent  stage,  for  its  existence  is  threatened,  and 
the  story  turns  upon  tlie  contrasts  of  two  enthusiasts,  one  catholic  and  the  other  reformed,  and  upon  the  rivalries  between  the  vassals  of  the  church  and  the 
lay  barons.  The  machinery  of  the  plot  is  derived  from  the  "  White  lady  of  Avenel,"  and  presents  a  view  of  Scottish  superstitions.  Public  events,  though 
not  a  part  of  its  tale,  are  made  to  shape  its  development;  and  Burton's  Scotland  [5418.6.4]  will  afibrd  tlie  historical  commentary,  and  a  likeness  of  Murray 
the  regent,  can  be  found  in  Lodge's  "  Portraits"  [5;i37.0.2]. 

The  abbot,  A.  D.  1508.  This  novel,  partly  a  continuation  of  the  preceding,  includes  the  imprisonment  of  Mary,  queen  of  Scots,  in  Lochleven  castle,  her 
escape  from  it,  and  the  battle  of  Langside,  which  decided  her  future.  The  note  under  Mary,  queen  of  Scots,  will  give  the  historical  parallels,  and  indicate 
other  delineations  of  her  character  in  imaginative  worlis. 

Kenilworth,  A.  D.  1575.  This  novel  turns  upon  the  death  of  Amy  Robsart,  the  countess  of  Leicester,  leaving  the  ambitious  earl  more  at  liberty  to  gain 
the  favor  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  with  a  possibility  of  sharing  her  throne ;  and  it  exemplifies  his  flattery  in  the  splendid  reception  accorded  to  the  queen  at  his 
Castle  of  Kenilworth.  There  is  an  examination  of  Amy  Robsart's  real  career  and  a  history  of  Kenilworth  by  Adlard  [5423.5],  pointing  out  divergencies 
from  Scott's  tale ;  but,  except  as  a  picture  of  the  time,  public  events  other  than  as  stated,  do  not  much  concern  the  progress  of  this  story.  Beside  the  Queen 
and  Leicester  (see  Lodge's  "  Portraits  "  [5337.6],  vol.  2),  the  best  known  of  the  other  historical  personages  represented  is  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  at  an  earlier 
age  than  he  appears  on  a  different  theatre  in  Kingsley's  "  Sir  Amyas  Leigh  "  [.326.14].    The  mysterious  element  of  the  story  centres  in  Wayland  Smith. 

The  fortunes  of  Nigel,  A.  D.  1620.  The  hero  of  this  novel  (besides  Nigel  himself,  the  lover)  is  Heriot,  the  king's  goldsmith,  of  Edinboro',  who 
accompanied  James  VI  of  Scotland  to  London,  M-hen  he  became  James  I  of  England,  and  the  tale  was  an  attempt  by  Scott  to  invest  a  man  without  the 
conventional  attributes  of  heroism,  with  importance  in  a  story.  See  the  accounts  of  Heriot  in  chap,  x  of  Fox  Bourne's  "  English  merchants."  The  tale, 
however,  depicts  the  king  in  a  masterly  manner,  and  it  is  one  of  Scott's  most  famous  delineations.  The  reader  who  wishes  to  see  how  such  a  monarch 
may  be  defended,  can  compare  Disraeli's  "Character  of  James"  [153314].  In  delineating  London  life  of  this  period,  Scott  has  shown  his  familiarity 
with  the  dramatists  of  the  period,  particularly  in  the  wild  existence  of  Alsatia  or  Whitefriars.  The  story  is  without  much  historical  bearing;  but  Knight  and 
the  other  general  histories  will  throw  light  upon  "  Steeiiie,"  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  and  other  historical  characters  which  figure  in  it. 

Rokeby,  A.  D.  1644.  The  scenes  of  this  poem  are  in  Yorkshire,  just  subsequent  to  tlie  battle  of  Marston  Moor,  and  the  character  of  its  personages 
depends  largely  upon  the  troublesome  state  of  the  times,  and  the  events  have  no  connection  with  the  actual  occurrences  of  the  civil  war,  though  typical 
Cavaliers  and  Roundheads  make  up  the  scenes;  but  they  are  not  considered  in  Scott's  handling  to  have  marked  characteristics  of  the  times,  owing  partly 
perhaps  to  Scott's  want  of  sympathy  with  the  puritans,  in  whose  nature  he  saw  little  of  the  poetical,  which  Kingsley  claims  for  them  in  his  "  Plays  and 
puritans"  [1223.5]. 

A  legend  of  Mmxtrose,  A.  D.  1045-46.  The  scene  is  near  the  Trosachs,  and  on  the  west  coast  of  Scotland.  The  central  historical  event  of  this  tale  is  the 
murder  of  Lord  Kilpont  in  Montrose's  camp  by  Ardvoirlich,  who  fled  to  the  Covenanters.  Montrose's  career  is  traced  from  his  escape  to  the  Highlands,  in 
disguise,  to  raise  the  Hii^hlanders  in  King  Charles's  behalf,  and  the  story  carries  hiin  through  much  of  his  year's  victorious  career,  by  wlHch  he  sought  to 
save  the  English  royalists  by  forcing  the  withdrawal  to  their  own  territory  of  the  army  which  the  Covenanters  had  lent  the  parliamentarians.  The  tragedy 
is  enlivened  by  the  humors  of  Capt.  Dalgetty,  a  soldier  of  fortune.  A  contrast  of  characters  is  drawn  in  Montrose  and  Argyle,  or  "  McCallum  More,"  the 
Covenanters'  leader,  and  sketches  of  these  heroes  are  in  Lodge's  "  Portraits"  [53;ff.6].  volumes  4  and  5  respectively.  The  historical  parallels  can  best  be 
read  in  Clarendon's  Rebellion  [.5412.4]  and  in  Burton's  Scotland  [5418.6.7],  chap.  73.    See  also  Cimtemporary  review,  1873,  by  Peter  Bayne. 

Woodstock,  A.  D.  1652-60.  The  scene  of  this  novel  is  mostly  at  the  old  royal  lodge  of  Woodstock  (in  what  is  now  the  domain  of  Blenheim),  and  the  time 
extends  from  just  after  the  battle  of  Worcester,  when  Charles  II  as  a  fugitive  finds  shelter  there,  to  that  monarch's  restoration.  The  machinery  of  the  tale 
comes  from  some  witchcraft  tricks  played  by  a  crafty  royalist,  which  are  explained  at  length  in  the  introduction.  The  important  historical  characters  are 
Cromwell  and  Charles  il,  and  the  public  events  of  the  period  can  be  studied  in  the  general  histories  of  Knight  [5413.1],  Hume  [.541.3.2],  Lingard  [5417.8],  and 
Clarendon's  Rebellion  [5412.4].  Further  study  may  be  given  to  the  biography  ot  Cromwell  by  Carlyle  [12;>8.1],  and  the  more  condensed  one  by  Southey 
[5428.6],  and  to  the  paper  on  his  character  as  a  ruler  by  Goldwin  Smith  [5425.1].  'The  apt  characterizations  of  this  period  by  Macaulay  can  be  found  in  his 
"  History  of  England"  [838.1.1],  and  his  essays  on  Hallam,  on  Milton,  and  on  Hampden  [1918.4].  Some  chapters  in  Masson's  "Life  of  Milton"  [5422.2] 
will  be  of  use  for  further  study.    Cromwell  and  the  king  are  sketched  respectively  in  Lodge's  "  Portraits  "  [.5337.6],  vol.  5  and  6. 

For  other  imaginative  delineations  of  this  period,  see  Horace  Smith's  "Brambletye  house,"  James's  "Cavalier,"  and  "  Arrah  Neil"  [327.11]; 
Ainsworth's  "  Ovingdean  grange"  [.322.13]  and  "Boscobel"  [3.39.10];  Mrs.  Charles's  "  Draytons  and  Davenants  "  [.329.1]  and  its  sequel  "  On  both  sides 
of  the  sea  "  [.321.7] ;  and  Miss  Yonge's  "  Pigeon  pie."  See  also  De  Foe's  "  Memoirs  of  a  cavalier  "  and  "  History  of  Col.  Jack ;  "  and  for  contemporary 
satire  Butler's  "  Iludibras." 

Peveril  of  the  Peak,  A.  D.  1600-80.  This  novel,  which  opens  just  after  the  restoration  of  Charles  II,  and  extends  in  its  action  over  a  score  of  years, 
describes  the  contrasts  of  society  at  that  time,  in  the  jovial  cavalier  (Scott  is  .thought  to  lean  by  preference  to  this  side  of  the  contest)  and  the  soberer 
puritan,  and  the  hero  and  heroine  of  this  story  evince  these  respective  sympathies.  The  scene  is  partly  in  Derbyshire,  partly  in  London,  and  for  a  while  in 
the  Isle  of  Man,  where  the  countess  of  Derby  had  judicially  executed  a  Man.xrnan  for  siding  witli  the  parliamentarians  in  the  late  civil  war,  and  is  now 
pursued  for  this  assumption  of  feudal  right.  The  famous  "  Popish  plot  "  of  1678-80  comes  incidentally  into  the  thread  of  tlie  story,  which  is  carried  in  one 
place  to  the  metropolis,  and  presents  a  picture  of  the  dissolute  court  of  Charles  II.  The  general  histories  covering  his  reign  give  all  the  public  events, 
by  which  the  plot  is  surrounded,  while  the  •'  Diary  "  of  Pepys  [5i;27  1]  forms  an  interesting  commentary  on  the  manners  of  the  day. 

Old  Mortality,  A.  D.  1679-90.  This  is  a  tale  of  the  west  country  Covenanters  and  their  defeats  by  and  their  victories  over  the  royal  troops  under 
Claverhouse,  with  the  actions  at  Drumclog  and  Bothwell  Bridge.  It  is  a  vivid  picture  of  tiie  passions  and  manners  of  the  two  parties  in  politics  and 
church,  while  the  revolution  of  1688  was  impending.  The  friends  of  the  Covenanters  may  claim  that  Balfour  of  Burley,  their  leader,  is  drawn  in  darker 
colors,  and  Claverhouse  with  more  indulgences,  than  the  records  warrant.  Burton's  "  History  of  Scotland  "  [5418.6.7],  chap.  79,  will  give  sufBcient  of  the 
historical  parallel ;  and  a  sketch  of  Claverhouse  is  given  in  Lodge's  "  Portraits  "  [5337.6.6].  The  histories  of  the  Covenanters  necessarily  cover  many  of  the 
historic  events. 

"  Old  Mortality,"  an  aged  religious  wanderer,  who  cleans  gravestones  of  their  mosses,  is  represented  as  furnishing  the  material  of  the  story. 

The  characters  of  the  Covenanters  are  also  drawn  in  Hogg's  "  Brownie  of  Bodsbeck;  "  in  Wilson's  "  Covenanter's  marriage  day,"  etc. 

The  pirate,  A.  D.  about  1700.  This  story  has  no  historical  basis;  but  is  a  picture  of  life  in  the  Orkneys  and  northern  parts  of  Scotland,  about  the 
beginning  of  the  last  century,  and  is  developed  largely  through  the  author's  imagination  from  observation  of  what  he  saw  in  this  region  in  1814. 

The  bride  of  Lammermoor,  A.  D.  about  1700.  This  is  another  private  family  story,  placed  at  about  the  same  period  as  the  last,  but  having  no  reference 
to  public  events. 

The  black  dwarf,  A.  J).  1708.  This  short  story  uses  a  dwarf,  whom  the  author  had  known,  for  a  prototype,  placing  the  incidents  along  the  Midland 
Border,  at  a  period  when  the  Jacobites  were  planning  a  rising,  which  did  not  take  shape  in  rebellion,  till  as  portrayed  in  "  Rob  Roy." 

Eob  Roy,  A.  D.  1715.  This  novel  contrasts  the  wild  Highland  life  with  that  of  the  town  (Glasgow),  and  shows  the  marauding  exploits  of  Rob  Roy, 
the  outlawed  McGregor,  at  the  time  of  the  first  attempt  to  make  head  in  rebellion  for  the  Pretender.  Beside  Rob  Roy,  much  of  whose  historic  career  is 
told  in  the  long  introduction,  no  actual  characters  of  this  era  appear  with  any  prominence;  but  the  historic  names  of  Argyle  and  Mar  were  borne  by  the 
opposing  commanders  of  the  forces.  The  serious  interest  of  the  plot  rests  in  Rob  Roy  and  Diana 'Vernon ;  and  the  comic  in  Bailie  Nicol  Jarvie  and 
Andrew  Fairservice.    The  events  of  this  rebellion  are  also  somewhat  interwoven  in  James's  "  Henry  Sineaton  "  [7o0.3]. 

The  historic  rendering  of  the  events  of  these  years  can  be  followed  in  Scott's  "  Tales  of  a  grandfather  "  [939.5] ;  in  Stanhope's  "  History  of  England  " 
[5418.5],  chap.  6;  in  Jesse's  "  Pretenders  "  [5426  14]  ;  and  in  Burton's  Scotland,  1689-1748  [5418.6.2],  chap.  15. 

Wordsworth's  poem  on  "  Rob  Roy's  grave"  expresses  the  common  estimation  of  the  wild  outlaw. 

The  heart  of  Mid-Lothian,  A.  D.  1736-51.  This  novel,  of  which  the  scene  is  mostly  in  Edinburgh,  with  an  episode  in  London,  opens  with  the  famous 
Porteous  mob,  which  lynched  an  officer  of  that  name  for  hanging  smugglers.  The  story  is  otherwise  a  domestic  one,  with  little  dependence  upon  historical 
events,  but  some  well-known  characters  figure  in  it,  like  John,  Duke  of  Argyle,  who  is  sketched  in  Lodge's  "Portraits"  [5.'537.6.7];  and  Queen  Caroline, 
the  wife  of  George  II,  who  is  portrayed  in  Mrs.  Oliphant's  "  Sketches  of  the  reign  of  George  II  "  [1032.1].  The  pathetic  interest  of  a  touching  story  is  developed 
in  the  characters  of  Jeanie  and  Effie  Deans;  its  mysterious  element  lies  in  the  personage  known  in  the  opening  as  Mudj;e  Wildfire;  and  its  grotesqueness 
in  the  Laird  of  Dumbiedykes.    Its  descriptions  of  the  Edinburgh  of  a  century  and  more  ago  lend  interest  to  the  localities  of  the  modern  town. 

Waverley,  A.  D.  1745.  This  picture  of  the  life  and  manners  of  Scotland,  at  a  time  when  the  old  feudal  feeling  and  the  Covenanter's  fanaticism  had  not 
■wholly  died  out,  though  their  equivalents  had  long  since  disappeared  in  the  southern  country,  accompanies  the  historical  events  of  the  rebellion  of  the 
chevalier  Charles  Edward,  the  battle  of  Preston  Pans,  the  "  race  to  Derby,"  and  the  Pretender's  court  in  Holyrood  Castle,  Edinburgh. 

The  events  of  a  public  nature  which  it  covers  can  be  studied  in  Stanhope's  "  History  of  England  "  [5418.3],  chap.  26;  in  his  separate  monograph  "  The 
Forty-five"  [5418.7];  in  Burton's  Scotland,  1689-1748  [5418.6.2],  chap.  21,  etc.;  in  Jesse's  "Pretenders"  [5426.14],  and  in  Scott's  "Tales  of  a  grandfather" 
[939  6].    Ainsworth's  novel  "  Good  old  times  "  [329.11]  concerns  the  same  period. 
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Guy  Mannerhig,  A.  D.  1730-70.  This  tale  gives  the  southern  coast  of  Scotland  and  its  manners  in  the  last  century,  with  the  life  of  smugglers  and 
gypsies—  Meg  Merrilies  being  of  the  last,  —  and  with  the  portrait  of  a  devoted  old  family  tutor  in  Dominie  Sampson.  Guy  Mannering  hi  iiself  has  been 
said  to  greatlj'  resemble  Scott  in  the  traits  of  a  high-mindud  gentleman. 

Redgaurulet.  A.  D.  1770.  This  novel  has  less  of  historical  interest  than  Waverley,  to  which  it  is  in  some  sort  a  sequel,  pertaining  to  the  last  attempt 
of  the  chevalier  Charles  Edward,  when  an  old  man,  to  liead  a  Jacobite  rising  in  the  north.  The  scene  is  laid  in  large  part  on  both  sides  of  Solway  Frith, 
and  in  tlie  old  lown  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  narrative  derives  more  perhaps  from  Scott's  own  reminiscences  than  any  other  of  his  novels.  The  introduction 
sketches  the  history  of  tlie  Pretender  from  the  rebellion  of  174.5-46,  where  Waverley  leaves  him,  till  he  comes  again  on  the  scene  in  this  novel. 

The  anliqxiary,  A.D.  1798.  Tliis  picture  of  Scottish  manners  during  the  last  ten  years  of  the  last  century,  has  little  to  connect  it  with  public  events, 
except  an  episode  of  the  alarm  felt  along  the  coast  tlirough  fear  of  a  French  invasion,  the  historical  bearing  of  which  may  be  read  of  in  Alison's  "  History 
of  Europe"  [5913.()],  and  in  Knight's  "Popular  history  of  England"  [5413.1].  The  chief  characters  of  interest  are  Jonathan  Oldbuck,  the  Laird  of 
Monkbarns,  and  Edie  Ochiltree,  a  Scottish  mendicant  of  the  privileged  Blue-Gown  order. 

St.  Bonan's  well,  A.  D.  1800.    A  tale  of  life  at  a  Scottish  watering-place  in  Scott's  own  day. 

Chronicles  of  Che  Canongate.  This  is  a  series  of  short  stories,  published  after  Scott  had  dropped  his  incognito,  and  in  the  introduction  he  makes  the 
first  printed  acknowledgment  of  his  authorship  of  the  Waverley  novels,  with  some  details  of  their  composition.  The  Chronicles  themselves  have  pleasant 
prefatory  matter  representing  an  imaginary  editor,  Mr.  Croftangry.    The  two  series  of  this  name  contained :  — 

The  Highland  widow  (A.  D.  1755).  My  aunt  Margaret's  mirror  (A.  D.  1700). 

The  two  drovers  (A.  D.  1765).  The  tapestried  chamber  (A.  D.  1780). 

The  surgeon's  daughter  (A.  D.  1750-70).  The  laird's  Jock  (A.  D.  1600). 

Lives  of  Scott,  etc. 

The  biography  by  his  son-in-law,  Lockhart,  is  the  principal  and  authoritative  life,  and  the  epitome  by  Jenkinson  is  a  popular  summary.  Chambers's 
is  also  a  briefer  narrative.  See  also  Irving's  account  of  Abbotsford  [715.5] ;  the  Essays  by  Prescott  [1537.8 ;  5237.3] ;  by  Jeffrey  [5610.8] ;  and  the  accounts  of 
Allibone  and  Thomas. 

Also  see  Masson's  "English  novelists;"  John  Brown's  "  Spare  hours,"  second  series  [5.37.5.2],  for  Scott's  diversions  with  a  pet  child;  Bryant's

and  44;  Carl.yle's  Essays  [.5610.7],  for  a  review  of  Lockhart;  Jordan's  "  Men  I  have  known"  [542.3.11];  C.R.Leslie's  "  Autobiographical  recollections  " 
[1024.10];  Lodge's  "Portraits"  [5337.6.8];  Magiun's  "  Fraserian  papers "  [1935.5];  Hugh  Miller's  "  Abbotsford  baronetcy,"  in  his  Essays;  an  account  of  a 
visit  to  Scott  in  Moscheles's  "Recent  music"  [6234.4];  Forsyth's  "Novels  and  novelists"  [6136.1];  and  Howitt's  "Homes  and  haunts  of  the  British 
poets"  [1225.5]. 

The  English  magazines,  in  1871,  had  numerous  articles  on  Scott,  that  year  being  the  centenary  of  his  birth. 

The  3d  volume  of  the  memoirs  of  Archibald  Constable  [5424.10]  wholly  pertains  to  Scott  and  his  relations  with  the  Edinburgh  publisher,  and  a  concise 
account  of  this  connection  is  given  in  Curwen's  "  Booksellers  "  [5426.16].  The  lives  of  Scott's  contemporaries  necessarily  throw  much  liglit  on  his  career, 
like  Russell's  life  of  Thomas  Moore;  the  life  of  Irving  [1214.1;  1815.1];  the  life  of  George  Ticknor  [1012.5;  5023.10];  Moore's  life  of  Byron  [5631.4];  and 
Miss  Ferrier's  "  Recollections  of  Scott  at  home  "  in  Temple  bar,  1874.  AUibone's  article  has  letters  of  reminiscences  from  Edward  Everett  and  George 
Ticknor. 

Everett  also  gives  nos.  13  and  15  of  his  "  Mount  Vernon  papers  "  [1534.13]  to  reminiscences  of  Scott. 

Principal  Shairp  has  a  paper  on  the  Homeric  element  in  Scott's  poetry,  in  Good  words,  1875;  and  Eastlake  notes  the  effect  of  the  novels  on  the  revival 
of  mediaeval  architecture  in  his  "  Gothic  revival  "  [6221.2],

Note.  —  Luebke's  is  the  first  comprehensive  general  history 
of  the  plastic  art  ever  written  and  ranks  well.  A  condensed 
history  will  be  found  in  the  5th  lecture  of  Digby  Wyatt's 
"Fine  art"  [6232.2] ;  and  popular  summaries  are  given  in 
Clement  and  Viardot.

A'ote.  — The  readiest  reference  to  learn  the  very  great  extent 
of  English  literature  pertaining  to  Shakespeare,  with  samples 
of  the  diversified  criticisms  upon  him,  is  the  elaborate  ai  tide  in 
Allibone,  which,  coming  down  to  18t)9,  covers  a  w  ider  range 
chronologically  than  any  of  the  other  bibliographies. 

The  progress  of  Shakespearian  criticism  in  England  is  traced 
with  care  in  Knight's  "Studies"  [5C21.7]  and  in  Whipple's 
Essays  [19;i(i.3]. 

So  little  is  absolutely  known  of  the  personal  history  of 
Shakespeare,  that  the  voluminous  lives  are  largely  made  up  of 
the  customs  and  manners  of  his  time,  as  allusions  may  be 
found  to  them  in  his  works. 

There  are  two  excellent  American  lives,  that  by  R.  G.  White 
enlarged  upon  the  memoir  prefixed  to  his  edition  of 
the  works  [5615.4.1];  and  that  by  Hudson  [1024.9],  accom- 
panied by  an  essay  on  liis  art,  his  contemporaries,  the  drama, 
and  his  chaVacters,  recast  from  his  original  memoir,  and  also 
his  memoir  prefixed  to  his  abridged  plays  [5615.3.1].  See  also 
Emerson's  essay  in  his  "Representative  men"  [1916.6; 
1934.6.2] ;  and  those  by  Whipple  [19:56.3]  and  Lowell  [1934.8.1]; 
also  see  Whipple,  in  Atlantic  monthly,  vol.  20;  and  his  •'  Age 
of  Elizabeth"  [1936.5].

The  history  of  Spain  is  singularly  well  illustrated  by  books  in  English,  though  there  is  no  elaborate  general  history  in  English ;  but  Abbott's 
"  Romance  of  Spanish  history  "  is  a  popular  account  of  principal  events. 

Ford  calls  Buckle's  account  in  his  "  History  of  civilization  "  [0417.1]  "  an  excellent  if  rather  violent  commentary  on  Spanish  history."  See  Smyth's 
estimate  of  her  early  history  in  his  8th  lecture  fin  "  Modern  history  "  [5012.10 ;  5925.7]. 

Arabs  and  Mows.  See  Gibbon's  Slst  chapter  of  his  "  Decline  and  fall  of  the  Roman  empire  "  [824.9].  Much  of  this  early  legendary  history  of  the 
8th  and  9th  century  is  told  by  Irving  in  his  "  Spanish  papers  "  [1815.8;  1934.1],  particularly  for  the  union  of  Castile  and  Leon  in  the  13th  century.  For  the 
conquests  of  the  French,  see  Guizot's  "  History  of  France"  [5510.2]. 

Granada,  A.  D.  1238-1492.  The  general  reader  can  depend  upon  Irving's  "  Conquest  of  Granada"  [826.4;  1815.6],  and  consult  Irving's  own  explanation 
of  the  real  nature  of  the  work  and  its  claim  to  historic  truth  in  his  "  Spanish  papers"  [1815.8;  1934.1],  and  the  review  in  Prescott's  Essays  [5237.3],  which 
pronounces  it  "  substantially  an  authentic  record."    See  also  Prescott's  "  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  "  [.5922.5]  and  Hallam's  "  Middle  ages"  [5916.1]. 

Christian  Spain.  Prescott  introduces  his  "  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  "  [5922.5]  with  a  summary  of  the  previous  history  of  the  several  monarchies,  then 
united  i\nder  one  crown,  but  for  the  episodes  of  the  Spanish  discovery  and  conquest  in  America,  see  Columbus,  Cortfis,  Mexico,  Peru,  etc.  Robertson's 
"  History  of  Charles  the  fiftli,"  151.5-56  [1226.9],  follows  next;  but  see  note  under  Charles  V. 

The  reign  of  Philip  II,  155()-98,  had  already  been  illustrated  by  Watson,  in  a  work  of  little  research,  and  confined  chiefly  to  the  War  in  the  Netherlands 
^n  which  he  has  been  superseded  by  Motley;  see  Netherlands,  iwte),  when  Prescott,  to  continue  Robertson's  "  History  of  Charles  the  fifth "  [1226.9], 
begun  his  Pliilip  II,  which  he  left  unfinished  [1222.1].  Motley's  histories  maybe  read  by  parallel  courses  with  Prescott's  Philip  II.  Fronde's  "  History 
of  England"  [826.9],  covering  the  reigns  of  Henry  vill  and  Elizabeth,  concerns  constantly  the  relations  of  that  kingdom  with  Spain,  and  in  his  last  volume 
he  describes  the  overthrow  of  the  Spanish  armada,  sent  to  invade  England,  as  does  Motley  in  his  "  United  Netherlands  "  [5912.1]. 

Later  come  the  wars  of  the  succession,  1700-14,  upon  which  Earl  Stanhope  has  a  special  monograph,  confining  his  narrative  as  much  as  possible  to 
what  occurred  in  Spain,  which  has  been  reviewed  by  Macaulay,  in  his  Essays  [1918.4].  See  also  Smyth's  23d  lecture  on  "  Modern  history  "  [5012.10 ;  592,5.7], 
and  English  history  under  Queen  Anne,  and  the  paper  on  the  Bourbons  in  Spain  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  10. 

On  the  peninsular  war,  see  the  well-known  work  of  Napier  [.5920.1, —  also  see  the  English  battles  and  sieges,  above-named]  and  the  lives  of 
Wellington,  beside  llamley's  "  Operations  of  war "  [5910.6].  Its  political  aspects  can  be  studied  in  such  books  as  Brougham's  autobiography  [5425.2]; 
Alison's  "  History  of  Europe"  [591.3.5],  and  Knight's  "  History  of  England  "  [5413.1].  See  also  papers  in  Alison's  Essays  [1531.7]  on  the  revolution  of 
1820  and  the  Carlist  struggle.  Thieblin's  "  Spain  and  the  Spaniards  "  is  made  up  of  the  letters  of  a  newspaper  correspondent,  during  the  late  revolutions. 
For  this  period,  see  also  Lippincott's  magazine,  Aug.,  1875 ;  and  a  paper  on  Don  Carlos  in  Eraser's  magazine,  1873. 


Literature  and  art. 

Literature.  Buckle,  in  his  "  History  of  civilization  "  [5417.1.1,  chap.  1],  outlines  the  history  of  the  Spanish  intellect  from  the  fifth  century  down. 
The  old  history  of  Spanish  literature  by  Sismondi  in  his  "  Literature  of  the  south  of  Europe"  [5927.10]  has  been  surpassed  by  Ticknor,  who  is  reviewed  in 
Prescott's  essays  [5237.3],  witli  references  in  Allibone.  See  also  the  Life  of  George  Ticknor  [1012.5;  5023.10].  There  is  a  brief  sketch  with  references  in 
Longfellow's  "  Poets  of  Europe  "  [5922.1],  and  a  chapter  in  his  "  Outre-mer  "  [1838.4.1]  on  the  devotional  poetry.  See  also  Lockhart,  on  the  ballad  literature 
[1616.5];  Schlegel,  on  the  drama,  in  his  "Dramatic  literature"  [61.36.2].  See  also  Villemain's  "Moyen  age;"  the  chapters  on  literature  in  Prescott's 
"  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  "  [5922.5]  ;  those  on  Spain  in  Hallam's  "  Literature  of  Europe  "  [1531.2],  and  the  lives  of  Cervantes,  Lope  de  Vega,  etc. 

Art.  There  is  a  recent  guide  to  the  galleries  of  Spain  by  Tollemache  [5916.3],  but  see  Painting,  note,  and  also  chap.  13  of  Poitou's  "  Spain  and  its 
people."    Fergusson's  *'  History  of  architecture  "  [6222.3]  covers  that  art. 

Travels,  etc. 

Ford's  Handbook  in  Murray's  series  is  of  excellent  reputation,  and  the  fourth  edition,  1869  [.5917.1],  is  considerably  recast  in  the  first  part  to  make  the 
routesconformtotherailway  routes,  lately  introduced  into  Spain;  and  in  the  second  part  is  put  a  variety  of  most  valuable  matter  illustrative  of  Spanish 
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history,  manners,  etc.,  with  references  to  authorities.  Buckle's  unfavorable  estimate  of  Ford  pertained  to  the  earlier  editions.  Borrow's  books  have  had 
great  success.  He  resided  in  Spain,  trying  to  introduce  the  protestant  Scriptures.  Irving's  "Alharnbra"  [715.7 ;  1815.15]  is  a  graceful  semi-fiction  of  manners. 
Davilller  has  Dor6's  illustrations.  See  Bayard  Taylor's  article  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  March,  1868,  and  a  paper  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  30.  Hay's  book 
is  a  series  of  essays  on  present  experiences  (also  Atlantic  monthly,  vol.  27  and  28),  and  the  titles  of  others  above  explain  themselves,  to  which  may  be  added 
Prime's  "Alharnbra  and  Kremlin"  [5914.C];  Revere's  " Keel  and  saddle "  [5914.3],  etc. 

Of  modern  manners  there  are  delineations  in  Rose's  "  Untrodden  Spain,"  and  in  a  paper  in  Macmillan's  magazine,  1873. 

In  Fiction. 

For  the  period  of  the  Goths  in  the  8th  century,  see  Southey's  poem,  "Roderick,  the  last  of  the  Goths."  Bulflnch's  "  Age  of  chivalry  "  [824.1] 
illustrates  the  period  of  Charlemagne  and  his  Paladins  in  the  same  century;  and  in  this  connection,  see  Lockhart's  "  Spanish  ballads  "  [1616.5],  which  have 
also  much  concerning  the  Cid  in  the  11th  century.  For  the  15th  century  and  the  Jews,  see  Grace  Aguilar's  "  Vale  of  cedars"  [5.3.3.17];  and  for  the  era  of 
Columbus,  from  the  marriage  of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  1469-92,  Cooper's  "Mercedes  of  Castile  "  [525.14].  Prescott  says  "  Don  Quixote  "  [5927.4]  gives  a 
far  better  view  of  the  Spanish  manners  of  the  middle  ages  than  the  monkish  chronicles.  "  Gil  Bias  "  [517.18]  may  also  be  read  for  its  illustration  of  Spanish 
manners  and  character.  For  the  siege  of  Granada,  see  Bulwer's  "  Leila"  [532.11];  and  for  the  time  of  Philip  III,  sec  "  Bulwer's  "  Calderon,  the  courtier  " 
[5618.5].  A  favorite  story  of  gypsy  life,  started  by  Cervantes,  has  reappeared  in  various  forms,  particularly  in  Victor  Hugo's  "  Hunchback  of  Notre-Dame  "

Alpine  exploration.  Stephen,  in  his  "Playground  of 
Europe,"  1871  [59.'{5.8],  -which  is  made  up  of  articles  originally 
appearing  in  Fraser's  magazine,  the  Alpine  journal  and  the 
Cornliill,  traces  historically  the  growth  of  the  modern  appre- 
ciation of  mnuntain  scenery,  and  the  habit  of  "  mountain- 
eering,"  which  he  thinks  began  about  1760.  with  the  first 
efforts  of  Saussure,  while  the  ascents  of  Auldjo.  Brockedon, 
Forbes,  and  others,  had  ostensibly  at  least  the  object  of 
science,  up  to  about  1851,  when  Albert  Smith  set  the  fashion 
of  Alpine  climbing  as  a  recreation,  which  has  since  been  fol- 
lowed with  a  spiiit  of  rivalry  to  the  accomplishments,  wliich 
a  multitude  of  books  have  recorded.  Wills's" 'Wanderings 
among  the  high  Alps,"  1856,  was  among  the  most  important 
of  the  early  books,  before  the  formation  of  the  English  Alpine 
club  in  1857  (since  followed,  in  1862.  by  an  Austrian,  and  in 
1863  by  an  Italian  and  by  a  Swiss  club),  under  whose  auspices 
a  journal  was  published  from  March,  1863,  through  18<;6,  and 
two  scries  of  "  Peaks,  passes  and  glaciers,"  by  members  of 
the  club  [1st  series,  edited  by  Ball,  5717.1].  Since  then  the 
most  important  English  contributions  have  been  TyndalTs 
Glaciers,  1860,  which  has  both  narrative  and  scientific  sections, 
while  his  occasional  papers  for  the  ne.\t  ten  years  have  been 
collected  in  his  "Hours  of  exercise  in  the  Alps"  [22:11]. 
Whyinper's  beautiful  "Scrambles"  [5932.3]  is  of  interest. 
The  Bates  Hall  catalogues  should  be  consulted  further  on  this 
subject. 

Guide  hooks.  For  general  use,  both  Murray  [227.3  and 
5717.3]  and  Baedeker  [5718.2  and  4]  are  excellent;  but  the 
climber  and  student  of  science  will  prize  Ball's  "  Alpine 
guide"  [5936.6]  accompanied  by  a  general  introduction, 
which  enumerates  the  comprehensive  and  geological  authori- 
ties, while  the  special  local  authorities  are  given  in  connection 
with  each  part.

A'ote.—  The  main  points  of  the  popular  story  of  Tell  are  de- 
rived from  the  old  chroniclers,  Russ  and  Etterliii}^  (15(h  cen- 
tury) repeated  by  Tschudi  (16th  century) ;  but  within  the  same 
century  it  was  first  questioned  as  mythical,  though  not  gener- 
ally disputed  till  Freudenberger,  ]7t)0,  traced  its  resemblance 
to  a  story  told  by  Saxo  Orammaticus  as  connected  with  Danish 
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legendry.  During  the  same  century  the  legend  was  defended 
by  Baltliazar  (ITCO),  Zurlauben  (ITW),  and  others,  llaller, 
Grimm,  Kopp,  and  others  have  pronounced  Tell  mythical. 
Numerous  books  have  since  been  written  in  a  critical  spirit, 
more  or  less  tending  to  contirm  the  doubt.  Writers  like 
Latnartine  [1025.10.3],  in  whom  sentiment  prevails,  usually 
accept  the  trutli  of  the  story,  wiiich  has  its  strongest  ground 
in  the  early  instituting  of  a  festival  and  the  building  of  a 
chapel  in  Tell's  honor.  For  more  recent  discussions,  see  H.J. 
Warner  8  "  Alen  of  Schwyz,"  in  Atlantic  monthly,  March, 
1861,  where  the  evidences  are  balanced;  Baring-Gould's

As  a  novelist,  Thackeray  s  strength  lies  in  his  probing  of 
individual  character,  rather  than  in  any  dramatic  rendering, 
and  in  his  marvellous  style.  His  novels  are  mostly  corrective 
satires  on  cttnteniporary  life;  but  he  has  essayed  historical 
relations  in  his  "  Henry  Esmond,"  which  pertains  to  Queen 
Anne's  time,  its  manners  and  literature;  and  in  his  "Vir- 
ginians," which  gives  us  scenes  in  London  and  in  the  Old 
Dominion  between  1756  and  1780.  His  "Catherine"  is  a 
covert  satire  on  those  novels  which  convert  criminals  into 
heroes.  "  Vanity  fair  "  was  his  earliest  and  perhaps  remains 
his  most  famous  novel.

Biography. 

The  most  recent  and  most  comprehensive  biographical  dictionary  of  Americans  is  F.  S.  Drake's ;  but  Allibone,  Griswold,  and  Duyckinck  for  such  as 
are  writers;  Tuckerraan  [1511.6]  for  such  as  are  artists;  the  Biographical  dictionary  of  Thomas  and  Appleton's  Cyclopaedia  will  often  supplement  or 
expand  the  information.    The  titles  of  the  other  books  under  this  head  will  sufQciently  explain  them. 


HISTORY. 

Comprehensive  works. 

The  only  general  history  of  established  reputation  and  considerable  extent,  coming  down  into  this  centur3',  is  Hildreth's  [5011.10  and  11].  He  is 
painstaking  and  judicial,  but  often  curt  in  his  judgments,  and  held  by  some  to  be  prejudiced,  particularly  where  his  federal  sympathies  find  play.  Lossiug's 
Pictorial  field-books  of  the  revolution  [810.17]  and  of  the  war  of  1812  [810.16],  with  the  introduction  to  the  former  and  the  connecting  links,  prefixed  to  the 
latter,  make  a  history  covering  nearly  the  same  interval,  but  in  the  earlier  work4t  hardly  has  the  shape  of  a  regular  historical  narrative. 

Cassell's  History  [810.11],  when  completed,  with  its  profusion  of  illustrations,  is  the  best  popular  general  history  of  extended  character  written  abroad, 
but  at  the  time  of  writing  this  note  only  the  first  volume  of  the  native  History  by  Bryant  and  Gay  [C10.5]  is  before  the  public.  The  reader  who  desires  further 
examination  will  find  Sparks's  list  of  authorities,  as  given  in  his  edition  of  Smyth's  "  Lectures  on  modern  history  "  [5012.10],  of  use;  as  also  the  more 
popular  selection  made  by  Col.  Higginson,  in  his  condensed  "  Young  folks'  history"  [618.2],  which  is  perhaps  the  best  of  minor  narratives. 
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Colonial  period. 

Bancroft  has  the  leading  reputation,  his  history  as  yet  coining  down  only  through  the  revolution.  His  research  is  laborious,  but  a  somewhat 
declamatory  style,  with  strong  contrasts,  and  the  marked  democralic  sentiments  of  the  author,  with  characteristic  adhesion  to  his  opinions,  have  opened 
his  work  to  criticism.  The  recent  centenary  edition  [815.4]  is  revised  and  somewhat  condensed  from  his  original  issue  [5012.3].  His  early  volumes  are 
reviewed  in  Prescott's  "Miscellanies"  [15.37.8;  5237.3].  His  narrative  can  often  be  compared  with  HildretU's  [5011.10]  with  advantage.  Frothingham 
[5010.5]  has  a  specific  purpose  in  tracing  the  rise  of  the  union  sentiment  till  its  culmination  under  the  constitution.  Robertson's  well-known  general  history 
Of  the  discovery  and  settlement  of  America  has  sections  upon  the  English  colonies. 

For  local  aspects,  see  the  notes  under  the  heads  of  New  England,  Alassachusetts,  Plymouth,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  etc. 

The  French  colonization  is  graphically  traced  by  Parknian,  in  his  series  called  "  France  and  England  in  Nortii  America^'  [5015.5].  Part  1,  "  Pioneers 
of  France,"  contains  an  account  of  the  Huguenots  in  Florida,  and  of  Champlain  and  his  associates  in  Canada,  and  along  the  northern  line  [see  Atlantic 
montlily,  Oct.,  1865] ;  in  part  2,  he  traces  tiie  experiences  of  the  Jesuits,  while  in  part  3  [reviewed  in  North  American  review,  April,  1870]  he  recounts 
"  Tlie  discovery  of  the  great  West,"  by  JLa  Salle ;  and  in  part  4,  " 'J'he  old  regime  in  Canada,"  he  traces  the  growth  and  downfall  of  the  French  power. 
Chapter  2d  of  'ttickerman's  "  America  and  her  commentators  "  [5033.5]  enumerates  the  early  French  discoverers. 

Old  French  war,  1755-62.  Tlie  English  accounts  may  be  read  in  Stanhope  and  the  other  general  histories  of  England.  See  further  accounts  in  Bancroft 
(vols.  3  and  4),  Hildreth,  Cassell,  and  popularly  in  Palfrey's  abridged  *'  History  of  New  England,"  and  in  vol.  II  of  Barry's  "  History  of  Massachusetts" 
[812.5],  etc.  For  Braddock's  expedition,  see  the  appendix  in  vol.  2d  of  Sparks's  "  Life  of  Washington,"  and  the  account  in  Irving's  "  Life  of  Washington" 
[1211.2,  etc.];  and  in  the  opening  parts  of  Parkman's  "  Conspiracy  of  Pontiac  "  [5015.4].  Everett  has  an  oration  on  this  war  as  the  school  of  the  revolution 
[1921.1.1],  and  the  Comte  de  Paris,  in  his  "  History  of  the  civil  war  "  [813.17],  treats  it  in  the  same  way. 

In  fiction  for  this  period,  there  are  Cooper's  "  Last  of  the  Mohicans  "  [.523.10]  and  James's  "  Ticonderoga." 

Parknian,  in  tlie  opening  chapters  of  his  "  Conspiracy  of  Pontiac"  [5015.4],  recapitulates  the  history  of  the  relations  of  the  French  and  English  down 
to  the  close  of  the  war  in  1762,  and  then  takes  up  the  history  of  the  war  between  the  Indians  and  the  English,  carrying  the  story  down  to  the  death  of 
Pontiac,  17(59.

The  revolution  and  preceding  controversy. 

General  histories.  The  earliest  American  accounts  of  value  are  the  history  of  Gordon,  an  English  clergyman,  resident  through  the  war  in  America, 
who  is  little  more  than  an  annalist ;  that  of  Ramsay,  a  South  Carolinian  member  of  congress,  who  had  access  to  official  papers,  and  whose  account  is  concise 
and  candid;  and  the  lii'e  of  Washington  by  Marshall.  The  chief  English  accounts,  written  at  a  like  early  period,  are  the  somewhat  arbitrary  history 
of  George  Hi's  reign  by  Adolphus,  who  sides  with  the  king's  ministers,  and  Eelsham,  who  favors  the  colonists.  The  principal  military  historian  on  the 
royal  side  is  Stedman,  wiio  throws  much  blame  on  Sir  William  Howe,  and  is  strongly  opinionated  in  his  views.  We  have  further  on  the  same  side  Sir 
William  Howe's  own  narrative,  and  Clinton's  account  of  the  campaign  of  1781.  Andrew.s's  History  of  the  war,  1775-S3,  in  Europe  and  America,  is  chiefly 
a  compilation  from  the  public  prints  and  the  debates.  It  was  principally  upon  the  authorities  already  mentioned  that  Smyth  based  the  closing  lectures 
of  his  well-known  "  Lectures  on  modern  history  "  [5012.10;  59i;5.7],  in  which  he  has  with  great  candor  discussed  both  sides  of  the  preceding  controversy, 
and  the  conduct  of  the  succeeding  war.  Sabine's  "American  loyalists"  [1211.1]  gives  the  Tory  side  of  the  question,  and  Chesnej',  in  his  "  Military 
biographies"  [5922.8],  has  a  paper  on  a  "  Carolina  loyalist."  The  reader,  beside  the  treatment  of  the  more  recent  general  historians  of  the  war,  will  find 
much  illustrative  matter  on  the  rise  of  the  controversy  in  Frothingham's  "  Life  and  times  of  Joseph  Warren"  [1010.6],  in  his  articles  in  the  Atlantic  monthly, 
June  and  Aug.,  18(52,  and  Nov.,  1863,  on  the  "  Sam  Adams  regiments,"  and  in  his  recent  "  Rise  of  the  republic"  [5010.5].  See  also  for  this  formative 
period,  Loring's  "  Hundred  orators  "  [5022.9]  ;  Tudor's  "Life  of  Otis"  [1012.2];  Quincy's  "  Life  of  Quincy  "  [5021.9;  6022.16];  Life  and  writings,  including 
diary  ot  John  Adams;  and  the  Letters  to  his  wife;  Wells's  "Life  of  Samuel  Adams"  [5021.7];  the  Autobiography  and  writings  of  Franklin  [1012.3; 
1213.3 ;  5025.13] ;  and  Wirt's  "  Life  of  Patrick  Henry  "  [1012.4].  A  full  guide  to  the  beginnings  of  the  revolution  in  Massachusetts  will  be  found  in  tlie  Library 
Bulletin  for  July,  1875,  under  "  Centennial  reading,"  which  account,  without  the  shelf-numbers  of  the  Central  Library  copies,  is  repeated  in  the  Memorial 
of  Bunker  hill  [810.10]  published  by  the  city  of  Boston. 

Of  the  later  histories  of  the  war,  the  most  important  American  account  is  perhaps  tiiat  contained  in  Bancroft,  who  begins  the  Iiistory  of  the  revolution 
proper  in  his  seventh  volume,  with  1774.  He  is  thought  to  extol  Washington's  military  capacity  by  disparagement  of  others.  Hildreth  treats  the  subject 
concisely,  givingabout  half  of  his  third  volume  to  it  [5011.10.3].  The  lives  of  Washington  by  Sparks  and  Irving  are  also  important  contributions.  Lossing's 
"  Field-book  "  [810.17]  is  a  very  valuable  gathering  of  the  scattered  traditions  and  other  minor  details  of  the  conflict,  arranged  in  the  course  of  an  itinerary, 
covering  all  the  important  localities  associated  with  the  contest. 

Allen's  "Battles  of  the  British  navy"  [.5417.5]  gives  the  English  side,  and  Cooper's  "History  of  the  American  navy  "  [813.4;  813.5]  the  American 
Bide,  of  the  warfare  on  the  ocean.  There  are  English  accounts  in  Knight's  "  History  of  England "  [5413.1],  etc.;  but  the  narrative  ot  Earl  Stanhope 
(Lord  Mahon),  in  his  "  History  of  England  "  [838.3],  is  considered  very  tetnperate  and  fair. 

Ill  closer  illustration  of  the  period,  reference  may  be  made,  for  the  political  aspects,  to  the  lives  of  John  Adams;  Samuel  Adams;  Thomas  Jefiierson ; 
John  Jay;  George  Read;  Madison,  by  Rives,  which  contains  the  fullest  account  of  congress,  1780-83;  Franklin;  Patrick  Henry;  Hamilton;  Morris,  for  the 
finances,  etc. ;  while,  for  the  military  eveiUs,  see  the  lives  of  Arnold ;  Ethan  Allen ;  De  Kalb ;  Gates ;  Greene ;  Heath ;  La  Fayette ;  Lincoln ;  Lee ;  Marion ; 
Montgomery;  Pickering;  Putnam;  Steuben,  by  Kapp,  elaborate;  Schuyler,  by  Lossing ;  Sullivan,  by  Amory ;  and  Stark.  Some  of  these  books  must  be 
sought  for  in  the  Bates  Hall.    The  literature  of  the  first  year  of  the  war,  1776,  is  elucidated  in  the  Library  Bulletin  for  Jan.,  1876.

For  elucidation  of  tlie  part  played  by  the  French  auxiliaries,  see  chap.  3  of  Tuckerman's  "  America  and  her  commentators  "  [5033.5]. 

Hessians.    Beside  Kapp  [above,  in  German],  see  Bancroft  [-5012.3.8]  and  G.  W.  Green's  paper  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  Feb.,  1875. 

Headiey  has  commemorated  the  clergy  of  the  epoch  [1014.1].  The  "  Life  of  Brant,"  by  Stone  [5022.1],  pictures  the  border  warfare  with  the 
Indians. 

Harper's  monthly  contains  various  articles  on  revolutionary  episodes,  chiefly  by  Lossing,—  "Our  national  anniversary,"  in  vol.  3;  on  General 
Putnam,  in  vol.  12;  on  Marion,  in  vol.  17;  on  Bennington  and  King's  mountain,  in  vol.  21;  on  Cowpens,  in  vol.  22;  and  on  Continental  money, 
in  vol.  26. 

There  is  a  paper  on  the  "  Caricature  of  the  revolutionary  period,"  in  Harper's  monthly,  July,  1875. 

Thereisahistory  of  the  United  States  flag  by  Preble,  1872  [5013.5];  and  a  popular  account  of  the  chief  military  careers  in  Headley's  "Washington 
and  his  generals  "  [1216.5]. 

In  fiction.  For  the  early  days  of  the  struggle  in  and  around  Boston,  see  Hawthorne's  "  Septimius  Felton  "  [533.24]  and  Cooper's  "  Lionel  Lincoln" 
[525.9].  Cooper's  "Spy"  [310.11;  525.26]  covers  the  events  of  the  neutral  ground,  between  the  British  in  New  York  and  the  Americans  on  the  Hudson  in 
1780.  D.  P.  Thompson's  "  Green  mountain  boys  "  [734.1]  for  the  opening  scenes,  and  his  "  Rangers  "  [734.2]  covers  the  campaign  in  northern  New  York 
and  Vermont  of  1777.  W.  G.  Simms  [see  his  name]  has  a  series  of  romances  covering  the  events  of  the  struggle  in  South  Carolina.  J.  P.  Kennedy's 
"  Horseshoe  Robinson  "  [725.15]  relates  to  the  tories  of  South  Carolina  in  1780. 

This  period  is  also  delineated  in  Cooper's  "  Chainbearer"  [525.18]  and  in  Miss  Sedgwick's  "Linwoods"  [737.3]. 

The  events  on  the  ocean  find  a  chronicle  in  Cooper's  "  Pilot "  [625.29]  for  Paul  Jones,  and  also  in  Hermann  Melville's  "  Israel  Potter." 

General  political  history,   1789-1875. 

The  general  histories  of  Hildreth  and  Higginson  will  give  ample  accounts  for  the  ordinary  reader;  but  the  closer  student  will  consult  the  lives  of  the 
presidents,  and  of  the  leading  public  characters  like  Burr,  by  Parton ;  Pinkney,  by  Wheaton ;  Wirt,  by  Kennedy ;  Clinton ;  Livingston,  by  Hunt;  Calhoun ; 
Clay,  by  Colton;  Webster,  by  Curtis;  Crittenden,  by  his  daughter;  Taney;  Greeley's  "Recollections";  and  Benton's  "Thirty  years'  view."  Wilson's 
"History  of  the  slave  power"  [5012.9]  is  unfinished. 

For  the  effects  of  newspapers,  see  Hudson's  "  History  of  journalism  "  [5214.2]. 

Some  of  these  books  must  be  sought  in  the  Bates  Hall. 

War  of  1812-15. 
The  best  and  most  elaborate  history  is  Lossing's  "  Field-book  "  [810.16],  portions  of  which  appeared  originally  in  Harper's  monthly,  namely :  Cruise 
of  the  Essex,  vol.  19;  The  navy,  vol.  24;  Scott  in  the  war,  vol.  26;  Scenes,  vols.  26-30.    See  Cooper's  and  other  naval  histories  for  the  war  on  the  ocean. 
Alison,  In  his  "History  of  Europe"  [5913.5],  on  the  English  side,  allows  Cooper's  Naval  history  [813.4;  813.5]  to  be  fair.     See  Porter's  "Memoir 
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of  Commodore  Porter  "  [5022.18].    Parton's  "  Life  of  Jackson  "  [1212.1]  necessarily  covers  portions  of  the  struggle.    Also  see  the  autobiography  of  General 
Winfleld  Scott  [1214.8]. 

See  also  Hildreth's  second  series  [5011.11].    See  also  titles  and  note  under  Military  and  naval  history  in  this  article. 

War  with  Mexico,  1845-47. 

The  most  considerable  separate  history  is  that  of  Major  Ripley,  who  is  controverted  in  part  by  Stevens  [612.3].

Civil  war,  1861-65. 

General  histories.  Draper's  "  Civil  war  in  America"  [811.6],  in  three  large  volumes,  is  the  chief  elaborate  history,  in  which  philosophical  suggestions 
hold  prominence.  His  first  volume  is  given  to  tracing  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  antagonistic  feeling  between  the  North  and  South  in  ethnological  and 
climatic  causes,  and  this  gives  tlie  book  its  character,  for  it  is  not  esteemed  of  marked  importance  either  as  a  history  of  politics  or  of  the  military  operations, 
but  its  interest  consists  rather  in  his  ettbrts  to  place  the  reader  from  time  to  time  at  the  point  of  view  assumed  respectively  by  the  opposing  leaders. 
Wilson's  "History  of  the  slave  power"  [5012.9]  necessarily  covers  the  causes  of  the  war.  The  chief  value  of  Horace  Greeley's  "American  conHict " 
[810.1]  rests  upon  it  as  a  narrative  of  tlie  causes  of  the  war  and  of  the  history  of  politics  by  a  strong  anti-slavery  man ;  for  the  military  parts,  though 
reasonably  well  done,  generally  impartial  and  accurate,  lack  the  spirit  that  makes  a  military  record  become  the  fitting  reflex  of  history.  Swinton's  "  Twelve 
decisive  battles  "  [812.13]  is  perhaps  upon  the  whole  the  best  general  view  of  the  military  operations.  He  selects  Bull  Run,  Donelson,  Shiloh,  Antietam, 
Murfreesboro',  the  Monitor  and  the  Merrimac,  Vicksburg,  Gettysburg,  Wilderness,  Atlanta,  Nashville,  and  Five  Forks,  giving  the  prelude  and  the  results  of 
each,  as  the  most  indicative  conflicts;  and  the  chief  mistakes  of  the  book  arise  naturally  from  his  too  positively  connecting  subordinate  events  witli  his 
chosen  crises. 

Pollard's  "  Southern  history  of  the  war"  [5013.17]  is  the  only  important  general  record  on  the  Southern  side,  and  it  is  characterized  by  a  strong 
aversion  to  the  North,  and  an  almost  equal  dislike  of  Jeft'erson  Davis,  which  is  likewise  the  case  with  his  "  Secret  history  of  the  Southern  confederacy  " 
[.5013.3].    The  Comte  de  Paris's  History  is  mentioned  under  Foreign  views. 

The  various  popular  histories  of  the  war  have  their  distinctive  merits.  Lossing's  [810.15]  is  very  readable,  and  the  narrative  is  helped  by  many 
excellent  wood-cuts.  Guernsey's,  known  as  Harper's,  preserves  on  large  pages  the  contemporary  wood-cuts  which  accompanied  the  progress  of  the  war  in 
a  weekly  journal. 

There  are  numerous  personal  narratives  of  oflBcers  or  camp  followers,  covering  large  portions  of  the  entire  field,  like  Carleton  Coffin's  "  Four  years 
of  fighting  "  [813.7] ;  Strother's  "  Personal  recollections,"  in  Harper's  monthlj',  vols.  33-36.    See  also  Abbott's  "  Heroic  deeds  of  heroic  men,"  in  vols.  30-34. 

See  also  the  lives  of  Lincoln,  Grant,  Jackson,  Sherman,  etc.,  and  in  the  only  volume  of  Badeau's  "Life  of  Grant  "yet  published,  there  is  one  of  the  best 
accounts  of  the  military  operations  participated  in  by  that  general  down  to  the  spring  of  18(54. 

Chesney's  '•  Military  biographies"  [5922.8]  contains  the  criticism  of  a  distinguished  English  officer  on  some  of  the  leaders  and  events  of  the  war. 

Chapter  48  of  Hudson's  "  Journalism  "  [5414.2]  is  given  to  the  newspaper  correspondents  of  the  war. 

The  Army  of  the  Potomac.  Perhaps  the  best  general  history  is  Swinton's,  but  it  is  alleged  that  in  his  desire  to  be  impartial,  he  sometimes  under-estimates 
the  forces  of  the  confederates.  See  the  general  histories  of  the  war,  and  tiie  lives  of  Grant,  Lee,  etc. ;  special  regimental  histories;  Conyngham's  "Irish 
brigade  "  [824.4];  Shank's  "Distinguished  generals"  [1015.15],  etc.  On  the  confederate  side,  beside  Pollard's  History,  see  Cooke,  above-mentioned,  and 
Gorman  on  Lee's  last  campaign,  in  Bates  Hall. 

Of  Bull  Run,  there  is  a  special  account  by  Barnard,  beside  the  official  reports ;  and  the  narrative  of  Dr.  Russell,  the  London  Times' correspondent 
[413.6].    Sherman's  Memoirs  [1212.3;  5024.4]  has  a  chapter.    Patterson  [5013.20]  covers  the  preceding  movements  in  the  Shenandoah. 

Of  the  Peninsular  campaign,  there  are  sufficient  accounts  in  the  general  histories,  particularly  in  that  by  the  Comte  de  Paris  [813.17],  who  was  on 
McClellaii's  staff  at  the  time.  That  general's  Report  and  Barnard's  criticism  of  it  can  be  found  in  the  Bates  Hall.  J.  S.  C.  Abbott's  paper  on  the  Chicka- 
hominy  campaign  is  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  30.    Hamley  examines  the  military  aspects  in  his  "  Operations  of  war  "  [5910.6]. 

Of  General  Pope's  campaign,  see  that  generals  Jleport ;  Mills  comment  on  it,  and  the  testimony  in  the  court  martial  of  General  Porter. 

Of  Hooker's  campaign,  the  most  valuable  monograph  is  Hotchkiss  and  Allan's  account  of  the  battle  of  Chancellorsville  —  a  very  clear  and  impartial 
narrative  by  two  of  General  Jackson's  staif-offlcers,  who  furnish  excellent  maps,  and  who  are  rarely  inaccurate,  but  in  matters  necessarily  beyond  their 
knowledge. 

General  Custer's  paper  on  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness  is  in  The  galaxy.  May,  1876 ;  and  an  article,  "  After  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness,"  is  in  the 
Atlantic  monthly.  May,  1876. 

Of  the  final  campaign  under  Grant,  Newhall's  "  With  General  Sheridan  in  Lee's  last  campaign  "  is  a  vivid  portrayal  of  the  closing  scenes.  See  also 
the  lives  of  Grant.  . 

The  Virginia  and  Maryland  campaigns  have  also  been  reviewed  by  Lieut.-Col.  Chesney,  1863,  who  is  reputed  the  chief  of  the  English  military  critics, 
in  two  valuable  and  entertaining  little  volumes,  not  including,  however,  the  closing  campaign.    His  political  sympathies  are  with  the  confederates.

Western  campaigns.  For  Sherman's  campaign,  see  Nichols,  Conyngham,  etc.,  beside  the  general  histories,  and  lives  of  Sherman,  Lyon,  Grant,  Footc, 
etc.    See  Harper's  monthly,  for  Sherman's  march,  vol.  31 ;  for  Chattanooga,  vol.  36;  and  for  Lookout  mountain,  vol.  37. 

The  chief  interest  of  late  has  rested  in  Sherman's  own  account  in  his  Memoirs  [1212.3;  5024.4],  and  in  Boyoton's  criticism  [5024.5].  General  W.  F. 
Smith  gives  an  account  of  the  battle  of  Chickamauga  in  the  Galaxy,  Nov.,  1875. 

The  Vicksburg  campaign  is  examined  in  chap,  xn  of  Sherman's  Memoirs  [1212.3;  5024.4],  which  may  be  compared  with  Badeau's  "  Life  of  Grant " 
[5021.8],  the  best  of  the  single  accounts. 

Southern  campaigns.    Beside  the  general  histories,  see  Parton's  "  Butler  in  New  Orleans  "  [815.2] ;  and  Hepworth,  Hosmer,  etc.,  mentioned  above. 

States,  regiments,  etc.,  in  the  war.  Numerous  records  of  this  kind  are  given  in  the  note  in  the  Lower  Hall  Catalogue  of  history,  etc.,  and  much  more 
will  be  found  in  the  Bates  Ball  catalogues. 

Hospital  and  sanitary  service,  etc.  Adequate  records  have  been  made  in  the  histories  of  the  Sanitary  commission  [in  Bates  Hall;  see  reviews  in  North 
American,  Jan.,  1867,  and  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  April,  1867]  and  of  the  Christian  commission  [in  Bates  Hall;  see  Lippincott's  magazine,  Feb.,  1868;  and 
no.  1269  of  Living  age],  while  there  are  numerous  personal  records,  like  Miss  Alcott's,  etc.  See  article  on  "  The  military  hospitals  at  Foriress  Monroe,"  in 
Harper's  monthly,  vol.  29.    See  Eudora  Clark's  "  Hospital  memories"  in  the  Atlantic  monthly,  Aug.  and  Sept.,  1867. 

There  is  a  paper  on  the  "  National  cemeteries  "  in  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  33. 

Prison  experience.  See  numerous  records  in  the  Bates  Hail  catalogues.  Also  Harper's  monthly,  vol.  31.  The  "Pleasant  side  of  rebel  prisons "  is 
given  in  "  Old  and  new,"  April,  1875. 

Confederate  narratives.  Beside  General  Johnstone's  "  Narrative  "  [813.18],  the  general  narrative  of  Pollard,  his  "  Life  of  Jefferson  Davis  "  [5013.3],  and 
the  official  despatches,  see  in  the  list  above,  Gilmor  [817.17];  Scott's  "Partisan  life  with Mosby  "  [811.14] ;  Eggleston's  " Rebel's  recollections "  [5016.15,— 
see  Atlantic  monthly,  June,  1874],  and  many  others  to  be  found  in  the  Bates  Hall. 

Political  aspects.  For  the  causes,  beside  the  general  histories,  particularly  Greeley's  and  Draper's,  see  Fowler's  "  Sectional  controversy  "  [in  Bates  Hall], 
whichtracesthedevelopment  of  sectionalism  from  colonial  days;  Greeley's  "  Recollections  of  a  busy  life "  [5023.8];  Olmsted's  "  Seaboard  states  "  [414.7]; 
Helper's  "  Impending  crisis  "  [617.1] ;  and  Lamon's  "  Life  of  Lincoln  "  [5020.5]. 

Botts's  "  Great  rebellion  "  tiaces  its  rise  and  progress,  and  his  book  is  the  author's  personal  vindication  as  a  unionist  of  the  South.  Stephens,  the  vice- 
president  of  the  confederacy,  has  put  forth  his  "  Constitutional  yew  "  of  the  war,  and  has  published  a  reply  to  his  reviewers.  These  and  others  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Bates  Hall.  Pollard's  "Life  of  Jefferson  Davis  "  [5013.3]  covers  the  secret  history  of  the  confederacy,  as  told  by  an  actor  on  that  side.  Presi- 
dent Buchanan  lias  published  since  the  war  a  defence  of  his  "  administration  on  the  eve  of  the  rebellion  "  [813.8],  tracing  also  the  history  of  the  anti-slavery 
agitation,  and  the  right  of  secession.  See  Towle's  paper  on  "  Secession  leaders  "  in  vol.  26  of  Harper's  monthly.  There  are  chapters  on  foreign  relations  in 
Draper's  "  Civil  war"  [811.6]  and  Carleton's  "  Four  years  of  fighting  "  [813.7]. 

Secret  service.    Richardson  [813.15]  represents  the  books  of  this  class. 

Naval  history.  Boynton's  [5012.1]  is  the  only  considerable  history;  but  there  is  an  outline  of  naval  operations  in  Hamersly's  "Records  of  living 
oflicers  "  [.'H)'.i2.14J  and  a  popular  view  in  Headley 's  "  Farragut  and  our  naval  commanders  ''  [5012.4].  Chesney's  "  Military  biograpiiies  "  [5922.8]  criticises  t.ie 
exploits  of  Farragut  and  Porter. 

Swinton's  "  Decisive  battles  "  [812.13]  contains  an  account  of  the  battle  between  the  Monitor  and  Merrimac. 
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See  Harper's  monthly,  on  ironclads,  vol.  25 ;  on  the  first  cruise  of  the  Fassaic,  vol.  27 ;  and  on  tlie  cruise  of  the  Sassacus,  vol.  29.  The  daring  exploits 
of  Lieut.  W.  B.  Gushing  are  narrated  in  "  One  of  many  "  in  Harper's  monthly,  July,  1874, 

Foreign  views.  The  writings  of  J.  S.  Mill,  Cairnes,  Newman^  Bright,  and  Cobden  among  Englishmen ;  and  Cochin,  Laugel,  Lecomte,  Laboulaye,  and 
Gasparin  are  favorable  to  the  North  in  the  political  aspect.    These  and  others  may  be  found  in  the  Bates  Hall. 

See  Lowell's  "  My  study  windows,"  for  liis  paper  on  a  "  Certain  condescension  in  foreigners." 

Of  tlie  military  operations,  Trollope  offered  tlie  earliest  English  account,  followed  by  Russell  [413.6],  while  the  English  officers,  Fletcher,  Frazier,  and 
Chesney,  already  mentioned,  are  opposed  in  syuipatliy  to  the  North.  See  also  the  French  accounts  of  Pisani,  Prince  Napoleon's  aide-de-camp;  of  the 
Prince  de  Joinville;  of  Ciianal;  of  Cortambert  and  De  Tranaltos;  and  of  Vigo-Roussillon ;  and  the  German  Von  Borclie.  The  "  History  of  the  war"  by 
the  Comte  de  Paris  [813.17]  is  taking  rank  as  showing  the  observations  of  a  close  student  of  military  science,  and  will  perhaps  be  considered  among  the  best 
of  the  military  histories. 

Military  and  naval  history. 

Cooper's  "  History  of  the  navy"  [813.4;  813.6],  with  Boynton's  [6012.1]  for  the  civil  war,  make  a  continuous  record  in  eflfect;  while  Allen's  "British 
navy  "  [5417.5]  gives  the  English  side. 

Hamersly's  "  Records  of  living  ofHcers  of  the  navy,"  1870  [5022.14],  contains  brief  memoirs,  arranged  by  seniority  with  alphabetical  index,  and  a  concise 
narrative  of  naval  operations  in  the  civil  war,  and  lists  of  all  officers  engaged. 

There  is  a  "  History  of  the  cavalry  "  [816.5]  by  Brackett. 

The  general  histories  necessarily  cover  this  aspect,  and  also  particular  histories  of  periods,  as  mentioned  under  preceding  sections. 

Constitutional  history,  etc. 

The  history  of  the  ideas  of  local  self-government,  and  of  a  spirit  of  union  which  resulted  in  the  American  constitution,  is  ably  and  elaborately  traced 
in  Frothingham's  "  Rise  of  the  republic  "  [5010.5] ;  while  Curtis,  in  his  "  History  of  the  constitution,"  is  more  closely  concerned  with  the  effort  to  fashion  the 
sentiment  of  union  and  local  independency  into  the  written  charter.  Towle  also  traces  the  historical  antecedents  in  the  earlier  confederacies.  The  debates 
that  preceded  the  adoption  can  be  studied  in  Elliot,  and  in  Rives's  Madison ;  and  the  Federalist,  chiefly  by  Hamilton,  was  written  to  commend  the  constitu- 
tion to  general  favor.  See  Everett's  oration  on  American  constitutions  [1921.1.1],  and  Judge  Story's  "  Commentaries  "  [1530.2].  The  history  of  the  forma- 
tion and  of  the  powers  of  the  constitution  is  popularly  told  in  Alden's  "  Science  of  government "  [633G.1] ;  a  comparison  with  those  of  Athens,  Lacedasmon 
and  Carthage  is  given  in  President  Monroe's  posthumous  "  The  people  the  sovereign."  The  works  of  John  Adams  [vols.  4,  5,  and  6]  unfold  the  ideas 
of  a  prominent  actor  in  the  events  from  1775  down  to  the  full  operation  of  the  constitution.  Hildreth  [5011.10.3,  chapter  47]  traces  the  history  of  the  formation 
of  the  constitution.  Diverse  views  of  the  workings  of  the  constitution  and  of  its  powers  may  be  studied  in  Story;  in  Bowen;  in  Farrar;  in  Ponieroy;  in 
Mulford;  in  Brownson;  in  Jennings,  who  is  an  alarmist,  etc.  The  liistories  of  parties,  like  Van  Buren's,  and  Gillet's  Democracy,  and  records  of  political 
action,  like  Benton's  "Thirty  years'  view,"  and  the  speeches  of  Webster,  will  afford  additional  light.  J.  A.  Hamilton's  "  Reminiscences  "  [.5022.1]  is  in  part 
a  reply  to  Van  Buren's  "  Political  parties." 

Among  foreign  comments  the  chief  in  importance  is  De  Tocqueville,  1830  "  Democracy  in  America  "  [5015.1],  and  he  is  reviewed  by  J.  S.  Mill  and 
others.    See  also  the  observations  of  Martineau,  Thornton,  Gurowski,  Anthony  Trollope,  Chevalier,  etc. 

A  full  study  of  these  and  other  authorities  can  only  be  had  by  using  the  Bates  Hall  catalogues. 

Ecclesiastical  history. 

The  general  histories  necessarily  trace  the  introduction  and  progress  of  sects,  and  the  accompaniments  of  the  religious  fervor  which  in  difierent  sec- 
tions of  the  country  was  connected  with  the  founding  of  the  colonies.  For  New  England,  see  the  headings  New  England,  Massachusetts,  Plymouth, 
Puritans,  etc.  For  the  Jesuits  of  the  North-west,  see  Parkman's  histories.  There  is  a  recent  sketch  by  Fitton  [5816.5]  of  the  establishment  of  the  catholic 
church  in  New  England.  For  the  Huguenots  in  Florida,  see  Parkman's  "  Pioneers  "  [5015.5.1].  Lives  of  Whitefield  cover  the  rise  of  methodism.  Spragiie's 
"  Annals  of  the  American  pulpit"  [in  Bates  Hall]  surveys  the  field  comprehensively,  coming  down  to  a  recent  date.  Vols.  1  and  2  are  given  to  Trinitarian 
congregationalists;  vols.  3  and  4,  to  Presbyterians;  vol.  5,  to  Episcopalians;  vol.  6,  to  Baptists;  vol.  7,  to  Methodists;  vol.  8,  to  Unitarians.  Each  series  has 
a  compendious  historical  sketch  of  the  sect,  prefixed,  with  indications  of  authorities.  , 

For  the  peculiar  socialistic  sects,  see  NordhofFs  "  Communistic  societies  "  [5821.2] ;  Dixon's  "  Spiritual  wives  "  [1538.2]  and  his  "  New  America  " 
[418.1];  Robert  Dale  Owen's  "Threading  my  way"  [5427.6],  and  chapters  in  Greeley's  "Recollections  of  a  busy  life"  [5023.8].  The  shakers  are  also 
described  by  Lossing  in  vol.  15  of  Harper's  monthly.    See  Mormonisin,  note. 

The  Bates  Hall  catalogues  will  enlarge,  in  many  directions,  the  field  of  this  investigation. 

Literature. 

The  best  account  will  be  found  in  Duyckinck's  Cyclopaedia,  which  traces  the  progress  of  letters  in  America  from  the  earliest  days  to  our  time,  giving 
extracts.  It  may  be  supplemented  by  various  classified  collections  of  extracts,  with  biographical  and  critical  addenda,  like  Dr.  Griswold's  [5212.3];  his 
Female  authors  [5212.2],  etc.  Underwood's  American  authors  [5214.1]  has  a  historical  introduction.  Whipple  wrote  the  review  of  the  last  century  of 
American  literature  in  Harper's  monthly,  Feb.,  187t>. 

Among  separate  papers  the  following  may  be  designated :  Everett's  address  on  "  The  circumstances  favorable  to  the  progress  of  literature  in  America," 
in  his  Orations  [1921.1.1];  Emerson's  "American  scholar,"  in  his  Miscellanies  [1934.6];  Higginson's  "Americanism  in  literature,"  in  liis  "Atlantic  essays" 
[1915.2,  or  Atlantic  monthly,  Jan.,  1870].    There  is  a  recent  history  of  "  Journalism  in  the  United  States,  from  1690  to  1873,"  by  Hudson  [5414.2]. 

For  the  drama,  see  Dunlap's  "  History  of  the  American  theatre,"  1832  [in  Bates  Hall] ;  Mrs.  Mowatt's  "Autobiography  of  an  actress  "  [1216.6],  etc.  See 
also  the  biographies  of  Kean,  Cooke,  Matthews  and  other  English  actors  who  have  performed  in  the  United  States. 

AUibone  will  of  course  be  consulted  for  particular  writers.  The  lives  of  Irving,  Percival,  Paulding,  George  Ticknor,  Prescott,  and  Fitz-Green  Halleck 
of  course  afford  parallel  illustrations  of  the  history  of  literature  in  their  day.    See  English  literature,  note. 

The  educational  progress  of  the  country  during  the  last  century  is  traced  in  Harper's  monthly,  Nov.,  1875. 

Manners,  customs,  etc. 

De  Tocqueville  [5015.1]  viewed  American  society  and  institutions  with  favor,  and  with  a  discernment  that  made  him  philosophical  and  critical. 

Lamon's  "  Life  of  Lincoln  "  [.5020.5]  aftords  pictures  of  western  life  in  the  early  part  of  tliis  century. 

Dixon  [chap.  59  of  his  "  New  America,"  418.1]  gives  a  later  aspect. 

For  frontier  life,  see  Parton's  "  Life  of  Jackson"  [1212.1],  and  authorities  there  given;  also  Marcy's  "Border  reminiscences"  [413.3]  and  "Thirty 
years  of  army  life  on  the  border  "  [415.16].    See  also  note  under  Travels.

Travels  in  America,  and  numerous  other  works  in  the  Bates  Hall,  some  of  which  are  mentioned  in  the  notes  in  the  Lower  Hall  Catalogue  of  history, 
etc.,  afford  additional  light  on  this  aspect. 

Travels,  description,   etc. 

The  history  of  travel  in  the  United  States  has  been  well  traced  byTuckerman  in  his  "America  and  her  commentators"  [5033.5];  and  a  somewhat 
extended  chronological  arrangement  of  travellers  is  given  in  the  note  in  the  Lower  Hall  Catalogue  of  history,  etc. 

Much  misrepresentation  by  English  writers  led  to  Irving's  kind  remonstrance  with  the  Englisli  writers  on  America,  in  his  "Sketch  book"  [311.13; 
715.6;  1815.10],  and  Walsh's"  Appeal  from  the  judgment  of  Great  Britain  respecting  the  United  States,"  was  kindly  reviewed  by  Jeffrey,  in  his  Essays 
[5610.8].  Sidney  Smith,  in  his  Essays,  also  rebuked  some  of  the  viliflers  of  America.  Tuckerman  gives  a  chapter  to  English  abuse  of  America.  A  good 
deal  of  just  satire  was  also  dealt  out  by  Cooper,  in  his  "  Homeward  bound  "  [525.27]  and  in  his  "  Home  as  found"  [525.20]. 

De  Tocqueville,  in  18.30,  made  the  observations  that  led  to  his  famous  book  [5015.1],  the  most  important  work  that  a  foreigner  had  up  to  that  time  writ- 
ten upon  American  institutions.    [See  Constitutional  history,  note."] 

The  "  Picturesque  America  "  [.50.30.9]  is  a  sumptuous  illustrated  description  of  the  country  at  large.

The  mountain  region  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  is  described  in  "  A  strange  land  and  a  peculiar  people,"  in  Lippincott's  magazine,  Oct.,  1873.  Also, 
Irving's  "  Tour  on  the  prairies  "  [417.1],  and  for  frontier  life,  see  note  under  Manners.

Browne's  "Resources  of  the  Pacific  slope"  [6C>31.6]  ia  the  fullest  work  on  that  region.  H.  H.  Bancroft's  "  Native  races  "  [.'5920.4]  pertains  at  full  length 
to  the  Indian  antiquities,  etc.  of  this  region.    See  also  California,  Oregon,  etc. 

The  South.  See  Virginia  and  the  names  of  the  other  Southern  states.  King's  "  Great  South  "  [5031.6]  is  the  chief  descriptive  work,  with  illustrations, 
part  of  which  originally  appeared  in  Scribiier's  monthly  in  1873-74.

Note.  —  Darn's  history,  1819  [in  Bates  Hall],  was  for  many 
years  the  chief  authority,  and  his  hostility  to  the  republic  has 
been  transmitted  to  the  many  books  that  have  been  based 
upon  his  researches,  particularly  as  regards  the  inquisitors  of 
state,  the  documents  he  cites  concerning  which  are  alleged  to 
be  spurious  by  Hazlitt  [in  Bates  Hall],  whose  history,  I860, 
extending  from  409  to  1457,  is  the  most  considerable  and 
authoritative  account  in  English,  tliough  the  ordinary  reader 
may  be  satisfied  with  the  mingled  history  and  description  in- 
cluding art,  literature,  and  manners,  in  Davenport  Adams's 
"  Queen  of  the  Adriatic,"  mentioned  above.

Note.  —  The  reader  will  do  well  at  first  to  survey  the  subject 
as  mapped  out  in  ADibone,  and  to  note  his  references.  Wal- 
pole's  own  autobiography  is  merely  a  matter  of  dates;  but 
his  long  series  of  Letters  ^ows  his  times  and  their  writer 
equally  well.  After  successive  issues  by  instalments,  they 
have  been  consolidated  in  one  chronological  sequence  by 
Peter  Cunningham,  in  nine  volumes,  embracing  2t)65  letters, 
covering  1735-97.  Of  similar  value  in  studying  the  author 
and  his  times,  are  his  Reminiscences  of  the  court  of  George 
1  and  George  II ;  his  memoirs  of  the  last  ten  years  of  George 
II,  1751-4)0 ;  of  George  III,  1760-71,  followed  by  Journals, 
1771-83,  the  whole  forming,  with  the  Letters,  an  unmatched 
contribution  to  the  political  and  social  history  of  England  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  last  century.  All  but  the  Letters  must 
be  sought  in  the  Bates  Hall. 

For  accounts  of  Strawberry  hill,  his  residence,  see  Cobbett's 
"  Memorials  of  Twickenham  "  [.5424.1]  and  Eastlake's  "  His- 
tory of  the  Gothic  revival "  [6221.2].

The  only  memoir  of  Walpole  of  regular  proportions  is  that 
edited  by  Eliot  Warburton.  Of  the  lesser  accounts,  Scott's,  in 
his  "  Lives  of  the  novelists  "  [5914.2],  is  the  earliest,  and  that 
of  Lord  Dover,  pn-flxed  Xo  his  letters,  is  meagre,  but  it  gave 
occasion  to  Macaulay's  review,  in  his  Essays  [1918.4],  whose 
unfavorable  estimate  of  Walpole's  character  probably  prevails 
against  the  higher  one  of  Croker.  Cunningham  holds  Wal- 
pole's character  to  be  between  the  estimates  of  Macaulav  and 
Croker.  Disraeli,  in  his  paper  "  Pains  of  fastidious  egotism  " 
["  Calamities  of  authors  "],  takes  a  low  view.  Also  the  sketch 
in  lA)dge's  "  Portraits  "  [5337.6.8].

Note. — March's  "Reminiscences  of  congress,"  devoted 
chiefly  to  Webster  and  his  career  to  lass  [1217.31  had  already 
appeared,  when  Everett  prefixed  to  the  final  edition  of  Web- 
ster's Speeches,  the  only  authoritative  regular  memoir[5013.1] 
which  appeared  in  Webster's  lifetime.  Upon  his  death,  in 
1852,  there  were  a  large  number  of  eulogies,  which  will  be 
found  in  the  Bates  Hall  catalogues ;  chief  among  tliem  may  be 
named  Everett,  in  his  Orations  [1921.1.3].  A  few  years  after 
his  death,  Fletcher  Webster  printed  the  "  Private  correspond- 
ence "  of  his  father  [5020.2],  and  the  collection  was  rendered 
more  valuable  for  an  autobiography,  ending  1817,  which  it 
contained,  and  some  personal  recollections  of  his  student 
days,  by  those  who  knew  him.  In  18G9,  with  the  approbation 
of  his  literary  executors,  George  T.  Curtis  issued  his  elaborate 
and  authoritative  life  [  1225.3].  The  unfriendly  view  of  Web- 
ster will  be  found  vigorously  expressed  in  Parton's  sketch

In  1858,  Gleig  translated  and  enlarged  the  very  just  French 
life  by  Brialniont,  an  officer  of  the  Belgian  staff,  wlio  is  a 
skilful  military  critic,  and  ranks  Wellington  next  to  Napo- 
leon as  a  soldier,  and  what  is  known  as  Gleig's  "  Life  of 
Wellington "  [5426.13],  is  a  condensation  of  this  extended 
work  of  Brialmont,  with  additional  matter  based  upon  the 
"  Supplemental  despatches."  In  1800,  C  D.  Yonge  published 
a  lifetin  Bates  Iiall],in  two  volumes  octavo,  which  derives 
importance  from  new  matter,  has  plans  of  battles,  including  a 
fac-simile  of  a  plan  of  the  field  of  Waterloo  surveyed  for  the 
duke,  just  before  the  battle,  and  showing  his  pencil  tracings, 
and  in  the  appendix  there  is  Wellington's  commentary  on 
Clausewitz's  account  of  Waterloo.
